— Mrs.  Emmeline 
Pankhurst,  the  militant  suffragette 
leader,  left  London  very  quietly  yes- 
terday for  Paris  on  the  way  to  Switz- 
erland to  recuperate  from  her  weak- 
ness brought  about  by  a  "hunger  and 
thirst  strike"  in  Ilolloway  jail,  from 
which  .«he  was  released  on  Dec.  17.  Her 
departure  was  not  accompanied  by  any 
of    the    usual    demonstrations. 

Humors  were  in  circulation  today 
that  relations  were  strained  between 
Miss  Sylvia  Pankhurst  and  Miss  Chris- 
tabel I'ankhurst,  the  two  daughters  of 
the  militant  leader,  in  consequence  of 
Miss  Sylvia's  determination  to  concen- 
trate her  campaign  in  the  East  End 
of  London  and  In  an  effort  to  co-op- 
erate with  the  members  of  the  labor 
party.  Miss  Christabel  disapproves  of 
this  scheme  and  Is  said  to  be  with- 
holding   funds.

Cheltenham,  Eng.,  Dec.  22. — "Miss 
Ked,"  and  "Miss  Hiack,"  two  members 
of  a  militant  suffragette  "arson 
squad"  who  had  eluded  the  police  on 
many  occasions,  wi;re  brought  up  In 
police  court  here  today  on  a  charge  of 
setting  fire  yesterday  to  Alstene 
Lawn,  a  large  mansion  on  the  outskirts 
of    this   city. 

The  two  women,  who  have  been  re- 
christened  for  police  court  purposes 
because  thoy  refused  to  reveal  their 
names,  were  seen  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  burned  building.  When 
arrested  their  stockings  were  found  to 
be  soaked  with  kerosene,  which  had 
overflowed  from  the  cans  they  had 
emptied  on  the  woodwork  of  the  man- 
sion. They  appeared  in  the  prisoners' 
enclosure  bire  foottd.

The  testimony  showed  that  the  wom- 
an went  to  the  hotel  last  week  with 
four  children  and  brought  with  her 
two  valises.  When  aslied  to  pay  her 
current  bill  she  left,  ostensibly  to  cash 
a  draft.  Later  In  the  day  she  sent  a 
man  for  the  two  valises,  saying  she 
wished  to  have  her  Initials  put  on 
them.  She  was  arrested  on  Saturday, 
and  today  appealed  to  the  American 
embassy   for  assi.^^tance. 

J.  Arthur  Burratt,  an  American  law- 
yer practicing  in  London,  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  American  embassy  and 
explained  to  the  magistrate  that  his 
client  said  she  was  expecting  a  re- 
mittance froni  America.

A  note  of  confidence  that  the  business  men  will  co-operate  with 
the  governnr.ent  in  securing  a  compliance  with  the  Sherman  law  i3 
expected  to  be  sounded  in  the  president's  remarks.  He  will  indicate 
the  manner  in  which  the  administration  will  approach  the  subject, 
express  his  realization  of  the  delicacy  of  the  task,  and  the  necessity 
for  cautious  and  careful  treatment  of  it  because  of  its  intimate  rela- 
tion to  the  b  usiness  conditions  of  the  country. 

HAVE  SUBMITTED  PLANS. 

Department  of  justice  officials  declare  that  every  day  represen- 
tatives of  business  concerns  are  calling  to  learn  what  they  can  or  can- 
not do  undei  the  law.  While  officials  stated  emphatically  that  prose- 
cutions would  not  be  discontinued  where  they  were  warranted,  co- 
operation would  be  used  wherever  possible  to  secure  an  observance 

of  the  law.

Washingtcn,  Dec.  22. — Representa- 
tive Clarence  B.  Miller  has  returned 
to  Washington  from  a  stay  of  several 
months  in  the  Philippine  islands.  His 
bride  stopped  in  Los  Angeles  to  visit 
her  sii-ter  and  expect.s  to  join  Mr. 
.Miller  here  shortly  after  the  holidays, 
when  they   expect  to  take  a   house. 

"I  traveled  8,000  miles  In  the  islands 
and  visited  every  one  of  the  forty 
provinces,"  said  Mr.  Miller  today.  "1 
made  150  miles  of  that  on  foot  and 
500  miles  on  horseback.  I  have  gained 
a  mass  of  information  that  I  could 
have   secured   In    no    other   way. 

"I  was  especially  impressed  by  the 
wonderful  improvement  made  in  the 
islands  through  the  work  of  the  bureau 
of  public  health,  and  consider  their 
achievements  second  only  to  that  of 
Dr.  Gorgas  in  the  Panama  canal  zone. 
^%  one   Th.in   C'uaal    Zone. 

"In  many  respects  the  conditions 
which  officials  had  to  fight  in  the 
Philippines  were  more  difficult  than 
those  on  the  zone.  They  had  every- 
thing to  contend  with  that  Col.  Gorgas 
had,  and  in  addition  they  had  the 
religious  supejpMition  of  the_  natives 
who  in  m*ny  Irtstances  were  opposed 
to  sanitary  rogiflalions.  The  work  of 
sanitation  has  made  the  islands  prac- 
tically as  healthy  to  live  on  as  ■  one 
would  ordinarily  find,  provided  certain 
simple    precautions    are    taken. 

Mr.  Miller  said  he  had  made  a  study 
not  only  of  sanitation,  but  of  the  edu- 
cational and  governmental  work  of  the 
provinces.  He  found  that  slavery  in 
some  forns  or  other  existed  In  prac- 
tically eve9"y  pro^vince.

'I  had  prepared  a  bill  to  abolish 
slavery  ai|d  intended  to  introduce  it 
upon  my  return.**  said  Mr.  Miller,  "but 
the  day  before  I  left  the  Pliilippine 
assembly  passed  a  bill  abolishing 
slaveiy,  and  I  was  so  informed  by  a 
delegation  which  came  to  the  boat  as 
I  was  leaving,  making  the  Introduction 
of   my   measure    unneces.sary." 

Mr.  Miller  exjiects  to  work  during 
the  holidays  In  piUting  his  facts  into 
shape  for  use  in  the  consideration  of 
Philippine  rinat^srs  which  may  come 
before  ;lhe  in.jular  affairs  committee, 
of  which  he   is  a  member.

Young  Anderson  had  already  gone 
down  a  second  time  and  Elmer  had  a 
very  difflfult  time  In  getting  him  out 
of  thi  water.  A  crowd  of  skaters  was 
•watching  the  incident,  but  no  one  came 
to  Elmer's  assistance,  until  after  he 
had  drawn  the  two  boys  out  of  the 
water. 

The  young  men  were  taken  to  their 
homes  and  are  today  none  the  worse 
for  their  mishap.

Totally    Incapacitated    By 

Injuries  Received  While 

at  Work. 


One  of  the  largest  personal  injury 
awards  which  has  been  made  by  a  dis- 
trict court  Jury  for  some  time  was  re- 
turned today  when  George  Arveson 
was  given  a  verdict  of  $11,000  against 
his  former  employers,  the  Boston  Coal 
Dock  &  Wharf  company  for  injuries 
which  have  left  him  a  helpless  and 
life-long  cripple.  The  case  was  tried 
before  Judge  Cant.  The  jury  returned 
its  verdict  at  10:50  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing after  having  been  out  but  fift>-- 
five    minutes. 

Arveson,  on  May  29,  1912,  was  em- 
ployed as  a  laborer  on  the  Uoston  coal 
dock  at  West  Duluth.  While  engaged 
at  the  work  of  oiling  the  hoisting  ap- 
paratus at  a  time  wiien  it  was  not  In 
action.  Gust  Olson,  his  brother-in-law, 
and  John  Peterson,  fellow  workers, 
negligently  and  carelessly  started  the 
machinery.  As  a  result,  Arvepon  was 
caught  and  crushed  between  different 
parts  of  tlie  superstructure.  The  ac- 
cident resulted  in  two  fractures  of  his 
leg,  a  permanent  shortening  of  the 
right  lower  limb  and  internal  injuries 
which  have  totally  incapacitated  him 
for   work. 

Peterson  and  Olson  were  made  co- 
defendants  with  the  company  in  the 
action  and  the  verdict  was  also  re- 
turned as  against  them.  John  Jens- 
wold,  Jr.,  was  attorney  for  the  plain- 
tiff and  Abbott,  McPherran,  Lewis  & 
Grant  appeared  for  the  defendants. 
The  ca«se  w  ill  probably  be  appealed.

Ordinance  Will  Force  Pay- 
ment of  Water  and  Light 
Accounts.

Service  May  Be  Refused  to 

Both  Person  and 

Premises. 


The  regulations  of  the  water  and 
light  department  to  prevent  losses 
from  unpaid  bills  for  water  and  gas 
are  to  be  strengthened  by  an  ordi- 
nance which  will  be  introduced  at  the 
city  council  meeting  this  afternoon  by 
Commissioner  Leonidas  Merritt,  head 
of  the  utilities  division. 

The  measure  provides  that  any  per- 
son in  arrears  to  the  department  may 
De  refused  water,  gas  or  electricity 
until  the  indebtedness  is  settled,  and 
the  same  applies  to  the  premises, 
thereby  reaching  both  person  and 
property. 

It  has  happened  frequently  in  the 
past  that  people  have  bought  property 
in  the  city  without  knowing  that  thf 
water  and  light  department  held  a 
claim  against  it.  Although  they  faave 
generally  been  innocent  they  hare  dis- 
covered that  they  would  have  to  pay 
.somebody's  else's  bill  before  they 
i-ould  obtain  water  or  gas,  unless  they 
•ould  Induce  the  previous  owner  to 
settle.  This  has  worked  an  injustice 
in  many  cases.  To  avoid  this  as  far 
as  possible  the  ordinance  contains  a 
provision  that  upon  paying  a  fee  of 
25  cents  any  one  can  secure  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  department  showing  the 
nrreara,  if  any,  against  any  property 
in  the  city. 

The   Ordinance. 

The   ordinance   Is    as   follows: 

"Section  1.  Whenever  any  person 
shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  city  of  Du- 
luth for  water  or  light  supplied  to 
such  person  by  the  city  of  Duluth; 
or  by  reason  of  any  guaranty  for  the 
payment  of  water  or  light,  or  for  the 
payment  of  any  portion  of  the  cost  of 
any  extension,  or  for  any  other  com- 
modity, or  for  repairs,  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  utilities  may  refuse  to 
supply  to  such  person  any  water  or 
gas  or  electricity,  or  both,  until  such 
arrears,  together  with  interest  and 
any  cost  that  may  have  been  incurred 
by   the  city,  shall   be  fully  paid. 

"Sec.  2.  When  any  water  or  gas  or 
electricity  supplied  by  the  city  of  Du- 
luth in  or  upon  any  building,  place  or 
premises,  shall  not  be  promptly  paid 
for,  according  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  adopted  by  the  city 
of  Duluth  oi  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic utilities,  then  the  commissioner  of 
public  utilities  may  cause  the  water 
or  light,  or  both,  to  be  shut  off  from 
such  building,  place  or  premises,  un- 
til the  arrears,  with  Interest,  togeth  r 
with  the  costs  and  expenses  of  shut- 
ting off  and  turning  on  said  water  or 
light,  shali  be  fully  paid, 

"Sec.  3.  Any  person  applying  to  the 
division  of  public  utilities  shall,  upon 
payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  (25) 
cents,  be  furnished  by  the  division  of 
public  utilities  with  a  certificate  show- 
ing the  arrears,  if  any,  against  any 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  in  the  city 
of    Duluth. 

"Sec.  4.  The  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic utilities  may  refuse  to  supply  wa- 
ter or  light,  or  both,  to  any  person 
v.'ho  has  violated  any  of  the  ordinances 
or  rules  of  the  city  of  Duluth,  or  rules 
of  the  division  of  public  utilities  of 
said  city,  relative  to  the  sale  or  dis- 
tribution of  water  or  light,  or  relative 
to  the  protection  of  the  property  of 
the   city  of  Duluth."

Rogers  Favors  It  and  Bor- 
den Giving  It  Serious 
Consideration. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Dec.  22. — It  Is  re- 
ported on  the  highest  authority  that 
the  Dominion  government  contemplates 
radicjil  changes  In  the  tariff  to  placate 
a  widespread  discontent  In  the  West 
and  that  Premier  Borden  is  not  going 
to  stand  on  the  old  policy  on  whlcb 
he  fought  at  the  general  elections  two 
years  ago.  It  Is  stated  that  Robert 
Rogers,  minister  of  public  works  and 
representative  of  Winnipeg  In  parlia- 
ment, is  now  an  advocate  of  free 
wheat,  and  as  he  Is  regarded  as  the 
ablest  and  strongest  politician  in  the 
cabinet,  there  is  not  much  doubt  felt 
that  Premier  Borden  will  take  a  sim- 
ilar   stand. 

Indeed,  It  is  admitted  In  government 
circles  that  the  premier  la  seriously 
thinking  of  taking  down  the  barriers 
to  trade  in  all  kinds  of  grain  and  farm 
produce  with  the  United  States. 
Canada,  from  Prince  Edward  island  to 
British  Columbia,  Is  scathing  with  dis- 
content because  of  restrictions  in 
trade.  Members  from  the  West  par- 
ticularly have  been  pouring  their 
grievances  into  the  ears  of  the  pre- 
mier. From  city  councils  and  boards 
of  trade  have  come  complaints.  From 
the  standpoint  of  expediency,  if  not 
of  principle,  the  premier  lias  been 
actually  forced  to  acknowledge  that 
something  must  be  done.  So  he  is 
prepared  to  grant  what  the  people  of 
the  West  demanded  in  1910,  practically 
reciprocity   in    natural   products. 

The  premier  does  not  Intend  to  en- 
tirely swallow  himself  and  pass  the 
Fielding  reciprocity  agreement,  but  he 
win  place  wheat  and  wheat  products 
on  the  free  list.  He  will  reduce  duties 
on  other  grains,  so  as  to  take  as  much 
advantage  as  possible  of  the  Under- 
wood tariff.  There  will  be  a  slashing 
of  agricultural  implement  duties 
Binders  and  plows  may  be  admitted 
absolutely   free.

Of  course 
I  do  not  subscribe  to  any  such  doctrine 
as   that. 

Whether  presents  given  between 
members  of  each  family  shall  be  useful 
or  merely  for  pleasure  must  depend 
upon  circumstances  and  Individual 
judgment.

Ordil^ances    and     Police 
'  Regulation    Inadequate, 

Says   Rev.    George   R. 

Gebauer. 


That  the  drafting  of  ordinances  and 
searchmg  for  hidden  bottles  in  cellars 
will  never  settle  the  municipal  diffi- 
culties of  Oulttth  was  expressed  by 
Rev.  George  R.  CJtbauer,  pastor  of  the 
First  Unitarian  church,  in  his  sermon 
yesterday  raornlii^,  on  "The  Message 
ofChristnu^.^'  Hejiind  every  ordinance 
and  police  jPi^wiation  must  be  good 
will,  he  said.  Ti»«  sermon  In  part  fol- 
lows: .j«i 

"Good  wiU  to"  men  and  then  peace 
on  earth,  this  is  the  logic  of  the  mes- 
sage from  on  .-JWgh.  All  these  cen- 
turies men  hav^'  9ung  about  the  glory 
of  God  and  never  have  tired  to  glorify 
Him,  who  -  needs  no  glorification. 
Everybody  wiBh«'3  to  live  In  the  king- 
dom of  peaCe  aft^  good  will,  but  not 
all  seem  to  r'eaMZe  that  it  Is  for  ua 
to  do  the  good  will  in  order  to  hav^ 
the  kingdom.  Sometimes  those  very 
people,  and  good  people  at  that,  who 
talk  so  mucli  about  justice  and  peace 
and  good  will  ind  God's  kingdom,  are 
most  apt  to  bt-hig  about  bitter  strife. 
Good   Will    NV'eded. 

"Believe  me,  my  friends,  the  world 
will  never  get  nearer  to  divine  har- 
mony if  with  ifolded  hands  we  expect 
God  to  make  the  world  harmonious. 
Nor  snail  we  get  the  kingdom  by  tlie 
best  and  mo.st  sagacious  police  system 
in  the  world  that  will  search  every 
cellar  in  Duluth  for  hidden  bottles. 
Behind  every  city  ordinance  and  po^ 
lice  regulation  there  must  be  good 
will,  and  sense,  too,  and  justice;  jus- 
tice and  good  will  even  to  the  trans- 
gressor. There  must  be  the  good  will 
of  iiot  merely  one  half  the  people  but 
of   the   great  majority. 

"Why  talk  about  peace  among  the 
nations,  when  there  is  still  bitterness 
and  backbiting  and  w^rangUng  In  our 
own  land;  when  there  are  strikes  and 
industrial  revolts  and  class  hatred  in 
so  many  cities  and  towns  of  our  coun- 
try, when  even  sex  is  beginning  to  be 
arrayed  against  sex.  Let  us  first  be- 
come men  of  good  will  In  our  own 
communities.  In  our  own  land  and 
then  we  may  talk  with  some  effect 
about  disarmament  and  naval  holidays 
and  international  peace.  As  for  myself 
I  am  little  worried  about  any  war 
with  Japan,  but. It  sincerely  troubles 
me  that  there  is  so  little  peace  in  Du- 
luth. 

"If  we  would  have  peace  on  earth, 
we  must  peacefully  work  for  what 
will  bring  peace.  We  must  abandon 
the  selfish  attitude  of  life,  and  learn 
to  see  In  the  happiness  of  others  our 
highest  joy.  Is  not  this  the  Idea  un- 
derlying Christmas  giving?  The 
eternal  message  of  God  on  high  Is 
simply  this:  'Turn  to  your  fellow  in 
good  will,  in  love,  and  love  and  good 
will  shall  come  back  to  you.  If  you 
would  have  the  Jbtiest.  give  the  best.  If 
you  would  hp.v«  Splice,  be  just  to  oth- 
ers. If  you  j^^ouM;  enter  heaven,  bring 
heaven  to  some  $Xie.'

ROOSEVELT  IN 
WOROY_CLASH 

Has     Public     Dispute    in 

Chile  Over  Monroe 

Doctrine. 


Contradicts   Dr.   Martinez, 
Representative   of 
That  Nation.  - 


Washington,  Dec.  22. — Members  of 
the  diplomatic  corps,  especially  repre- 
sentatives from  the  South  American 
countries,  are  greatly  interested  in  a 
report  reaching  Washington  that  For- 
mer President  Roosevelt  and  Dr.  Mar- 
clal  Martinez,  at  one  time  Chilean 
minister  to  the  United  States,  had 
clashed  in  Santiago  de  Chile  on  ac-1 
count  of  divergent  views  on  the  Mon- 
roe doctrine.  The  Chilean  is  reported 
to  have  strongly  dissented  from  the 
Roosevelt  view  that  liie  uiuch-dis- 
cussed  doctrine  is   still  *   vital   issue. 

The  reported  debate  attracted  un- 
usual interest  here  because  both  of 
the  prepared  speeclics  were  reviewed 
before  delivery  by  the  Chilean  foreign 
office.  Dr.  Martinez,  it  was  said  at 
the  Chilean  legation,  was  selected  as 
the  spokesman  of  the  Chilean  govern- 
ment at  the  state  reception  given  the 
American  visitor  recently  at  tlie  Uni- 
versity of  .Santiago,  because  of  his 
warm  friendship  for  the  United  States. 
He  is  one  of  tlie  oldest  and  most 
eminent  Chilean  diplomatists,  and  made 
many  lasting  friendships  during  his 
tenure  as  minister  here  many  years 
ago. 

Called    Monroe    Doctrine    Dead. 

In  his  address  at  the  Roosevelt  re- 
ception. Dr.  Martinez  dealt  with  the 
Monroe  doctrine,  characterizing  it  as  a 
dead  issue  and  arguing  tiiat  the  con- 
ditions which  gave  rise  to  its  promul- 
gation by  President  Monroe  in  1823 
have  almost  entirely  disappeared.  This 
statement  is  said  to  have  aroused  the 
ire  of  Col.  Roosevelt,  who  replied  with 
some  heat,  holding  that  the  Monroe 
doctrine  still  is  a  vital  principle  of 
the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States. 
He  is  said,  too,  to  have  suggested  to 
the  Cliilean  diplomatist  incidentally 
that  it  was  ill-advised  on  such  an  oc- 
casion   to    inaugurate   a   controversy. 

Then  Col.  Roosevelt,  according  to  re- 
port, stated  that  before  leaving  the 
United  .States,  the  texts  of  the  ad- 
dresses he  proposed  to  deliver  in  Bra- 
zil, Argentina  and  Chile  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  diplomatic  representa- 
tives of  those  nations  in  Washington 
to  avoid  the  inclusion  of  anytiiing  that 
might  prove  offensive  to  his  hosts. 
To  this  Dr.  Martinez  is  said  to  have 
replied  that  his  own  address  had  bee». 
submitted  to  the  Chilean  foreign  of- 
fice three  days  before  Col  Roosevelt's 
arrival,  and  that  as  no  objection  had 
been  rai.sed  In  that  quarter,  he  could 
see  no  reason  why  the  discussion  of 
the  Monroe  doctrine  should  be  avoided 
as  a  dangerous  issue. 

«Delleat«    Situation." 

Nothing  official  has  reached  the 
Chilean  legation  here  concerning  any 
phase  of  what  diplomatists  are  in- 
clined to  consider  a  delicate  situa- 
tion. 

"It  is  true  that  the  legation  passed 
upon  Col.  Roosevelt's  Santiago  speech," 
said  Chilean  Minister  Saurcz.  "After 
reading  the  speech,  I  had  it  translated 
into  Spanish  and  forwarded  it  to  the 
foreign  minister,  Senor  Knrlque  Ville- 
ja.s.'  I  cannot  under.<?tand  how  an 
i.«;.<5ue  could  be  raised  between  Col. 
Roosevelt  and  Dr.  Martinez,  since  the 
latter  wa.s  selected  to  speak  in  behalf 
of  Chile  on  account  of  his  well  known 
svmpathy  with  the  Ideals  of  the  United 
States."  ,      . 

It  is  ."nid  that  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Roosevelt  reception,  a  demonstra- 
tion against  the  American  visitor  was 
made  bv  a  small  party  of  Central 
American  students.  The  story  goes 
that  as  the  colonel  left  the  univer- 
«ilty  the  students  shouted  "Viva  Co- 
lumbia." This  incident,  however,  is 
•  •nderstood  in  no  way  to  have  repre- 
sented the  general  feeling  of  the  popu- 
lace.

Department  Expects  to  Re- 
duce Cost  of  Mail 
Service. 

Washington.  Dec.  22. — The  report  of 
Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General 
Stewart,  just  made  public,  discloses 
the  fact  that  the  postoffice  department 
expects  to  reduce  the  Increased  ex- 
penditures for  railway  car  service  by 
establishing  railway  terminal  post- 
offices  and  requiring  a  separation  by 
routes  of  first  and  second-class  mails 
of  publishers. 

During  last  year,  says  the  report,  a 
large  amount  of  additional  car  space 
was  required  because  of  tlie  estab- 
lishment of  the  parcel  post  system. 
That  the  extension  of  the  service  ne- 
cessitate a  considerable  Increase  In 
the  annual  expenditure  for  car  rental 
is  shown  In  the  statement  that  from 
Jan.  1  until  Nov.  29,  i;>13,  there  was 
a  net  increase  of  ?451,072.6l>.  Mr. 
Stewart  expects  to  reduce  these  ex- 
penditures by  instituting  the  reported 
changes. 

More   for    Operation. 

The  report  shows  that  the  cost  of 
operating  rail,  ocean,  river,  lake,  street 
car,  screen  wagon,  pneumatic  tube  and 
mall  messenger  service  during  the 
year  ended  June  30  last  was  $86,102,- 
237.64.  This  sum  will  be  increased  for 
the  current  year  approximately  $10,- 
000,000. 

The  number  of  all  classes  of  domestic 
mall  service  routes  was  12,276,  the 
combined  length  of  which  was  278,688 
miles. 

Considerable  space  in  the  report  is 
given  to  a  discussion  of  the  transpor- 
tation of  periodical  mail  by  fast 
freight.  Mr.  Stewart  says  that  this 
method  of  transportation  has  been 
generally  satisfactory  to  publishers, 
"as  in  most  cases  it  has  been  prac- 
ticable to  overcome  the  slower  move- 
ment in  freight  trains  by  advancing 
the  date  of  delivery  to  the  postoffice 
at  the  point  of  origin." 

Consideration  Is  being  given  to  the 
question  of  additional  compensation 
for  the  transportation  of  the  malls, 
and  a  report  will  be  made  to  congress 
by  the  commission  appointed  to  con- 
duct the  inquiry  by  or  before  March  4, 
1914.

IS  THE  WAR  OVER? 

Is  tlie  war  between  the  people  of 
the  United  States  and  the  great  indus- 
trial  combinations   over? 

It  certainly  looks  that  way,  though 
some  are  still  lighting  away  at  the 
trusts  as  though  the  battle  were  still 
in  progress. 

The  agreement  reached  between  the 
government  and  the  American  Tele- 
graph and  Telepiione  company  last 
week  is  highly  significant.  It  is  so 
complete  an  answer  to  the  demand 
for  the  restoration  of  competition 
^vhcre  it  has  been  artiiicially  destroyed 
that  it  hugely  pleases  the  administra- 
tion and  the  people,  and  looks  very 
mucl;.  together  with  other  incidents 
of  like  kind,  as  tliough  the  trusts  that 
know  in  their  own  hearts  that  they 
are  guilty  had  adopted  the  sagacious 
policy  of  Davy  Crockett's  'coon. 

The  agreement  involves  the  separa- 
tion of   the   Bell  Telephone   interests 
from  the  Western  Union  telegraph  in-  j 
terests.  and — a  point  that  has  special 
interest  in  Minnesota — the  Bell  inter- 
ests   promise    promptly    to    admit    all  i 
other    telephone    lines    to    their    toll ' 
lines.  I 

This  concession  meets  the  issue  of ' 
"physical  connection"  which  has  been 
debated      in      Minnesota     for     fifteen  i 
j-tars.     Every  legislature  in  that  time  i 
has  considered  a  bill  to  require  what 
the  trust  now^  has  conceded  at  the  de-  j 
mand    of    the     Federal     government. 
Always  the  Bell  interests  have  fought  ■ 
it    bitterly.      Always    they    were    sue- 1 
cessful   in   defeating   it.     At   the   last  \ 
session  the  bill  passed  the  legislature,  I 
but  was  vetoed  by  Governor  Eberhart.  \ 
When    Big    Business    gets    into    a' 
frame    of   mind    where    it   is    anxious 
only  to  know  what   it  is   required   to  : 
do,  and  eager  to  do  it  when  it  finds  I 
out   what   it   is,   the   war  between   the ' 
people  and  their  industries   is   pretty 
well  finished. 

Not  that  the  problem  is  solved  com- 
pletely and  for  all  time.  There  is 
much  to  do  yet.  Legislation  that  will 
prevent  a  repetition  of  what  has  hap- 
pened in  the  face  of  the  Sherman  law 
is  needed,  and  it  will  be  enacted.  Com- 
petition must  be  regulated,  or  its  ex- 
cesses will  reproduce  the  condition 
that  the  government  is  slowly  and 
painfully  correcting.  But  the  happy 
thing  about  it  is  that  these  changes 
now  seem  likely  to  be  made  by  amic- 
able agreement  and  compromise,  in- 
stead of  by  a  tooth  and  nail  tussle 
that  wrecks  prosperity  and  demoral- 
izes   business. 


SOCIAL  CENTERS  MEAN  BETTER 
CITIZENSHIP. 

,  The  West  Duluth  Commercial  club 
'  is  building  solidly  for  a  better  citizen- 
ship and  a  finer  community  spirit 
when  it  gives  its  loyal  support,  as  it 
is  doing,  to  the  social  center  move- 
ment. 

Its  action  in  contributing  liberally 
to  the  proposed  boys'  gymnasium  out- 
fit is  wise  and  public-spirited;  and  its 
action  in  forming  a  permanent  com- 
mittee to  co-operate  with  the  social 
center  movement  is  ^ill  wiser.

EASIER  TO  UNDERSTAND. 

"Farm  products  are  estimated  by 
the  department  of  agriculture  to  be 
worth  nine  billion  dollars  this  year," 
says  the  Kansas  City  Star.  "Nine 
billion.  Nine  thousand  million.  Do 
3-ou  get  it?  Of  course  j-ou  don't.  No- 
bod}-  does." 

It  is  a  fact  that  nine  billion  dollars 
is  a  sum  that  staggers  the  imagina- 
tion. It  is  ton  digits  in  a  row.  It  is 
nine  million  thousands  as  well  as  nine 
thousand  millions.  But  such  jugglery 
does  not  help.  To  the  average  mind, 
which  reckons  its  own  finances  in 
dollars  ordinarily  and  in  hundreds 
when  fortune  smiles  as  it  rarely  does, 
nine  billions  seems  not  much  bigger 
than  nine  millions. 

But  here  is  something  everj-body 
can  understand:  If  every  acre  of  fer- 
tile soil  were  tilled  as  it  ought  to  be, 
the  annual  yield  would  be  at  least 
twice  that  much.  A  sum  in  billions 
is  merely  a  big  sum,  hard  to  grasp  by 
mortal  mind.  But  it  is  easj-  to  grasp 
the  idea  of  twice  that  sum;  and  twice 
nine  billions  is  what  can  be  done  when 
all  the  acres  are  tilled,  and  when  all 
the  tilled  acres  are  made  to  produce 
what  they  are  capable  of  producing. 


It  has  once  more  been  demonstrated 
that  all  presidential  booms  do  not 
take   Root.

CLIMATE  AND  CONSUMPTION. 

The    Federal   public   health    service 
has  issued  a  warning  against  the  very 
common  practice  of  sending  consump-  ' 
tives  to  the  arid  regions  of  the  South- 
west. 

Though  the  mistaken  belief  that 
relief  from  tuberculosis  is  to  be  had 
only  in  Colorado,  Arizona  or  Western 
Texas  is  by  no  means  so  widespread 
as  it  was,  it  still  persists  here  and 
there,   so   the   warning  is  wise. 

It  is  true  that  the  climate  of  the 
Southwest  has  some  advantages.  It 
is  more  comfortable  to  be  out  of 
doors  there  in  the  winter,  and  the  dry 
air  is  beneficial. 

But  the  fact  remains  that  in  a  de- 
presbingly  large  number  of  cases  com- 
mitting a  patient  to  the  Southwest  is 
condemning  him  to  death. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  those 
who  lack  the  means  to  support  them- 
selves, and  who  must  depend  on  liv- 
ing off  the  country.  The  scope  of 
employment  open  to  such  sufferers  is 
limited,  and  the  number  of  patients 
seeking  light  labor  is  always  greater 
than  the  number  of  places  open.  To 
many  without  means  the  alternative 
is  between  starvation  and  an  attempt 
to  perform  labor  too  heavy  for  a  sick 
man. 

Besides,  as  the  study  of  tubercu- 
losis has  advanced,  less  stress  is  be- 
ing laid  on  climate,  and  more  on  other 
conditions.  Fresh  air,  rest,  plenty  of 
nourishing  food  and  cheerful  sur- 
roundings all  count  more  than  cli- 
mate; and  there  are  few  climates 
where  all  of  these  essentials  are  not 
available.  The  Southwest  will  not 
cure  cases  so  far  gone  that  they  are 


THE  LEAKY  KETTLE. 

If  your  kettle  leaks,  do  you  stand 
by  with  a  water  pitcher,  pouring  in 
more  water,  or  do  you  hunt  up  the 
leak  and  mend  it? 

Indiscriminate  charity  is  pouring 
water   into  a  leaky  kettle. 

Regulated  charit}',  under  such 
agencies  as  the  Associated  Charities 
of  Duluth,  hunts  up  the  leaks  and 
mends   them. 

The  figure  comes  from  the  Balti- 
more Federated  Charities,  which  cor- 
responds to  the  Duluth  Associated 
Charities,  and  all  that  the  Baltimore 
institution  says  applies  with  equal 
force,  to  the   Duluth  institution: 

That  Is  what  we  are  doing — 
stopping  up  leaks — human  leaks — 
— and  putting  men  and  women 
back  into  working  order.  This 
constructive  philanthropy  not  only 
helps  the  individual  or  family  in 
Question,  but  adds  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  community  as  well. 

Formerly,  when  a  family  or  an 
individual  was  In  want,  charity 
simply  poured  in  what  was  needed 
and  kept  on  pouring  it  as  long  as 
called  for,  or  until  funds  gave  out. 
Naturally,  the  "leak"  usually  re- 
mained—  in  fact,  grew  bigger  as 
those  helped  got  used  to  receiving 
alms,  found  that  an  easy  way  to 
get  along  and  thus  lost  the  habit 
of  self-support. 

But  in  time  it  came  to  be  realized 
that  this  kind  of  poor  relief  de- 
moralized the  recipient  and  led 
nowhere,  unless  to  the  poorhouse. 
It  was  treating  the  RESULTS, 
but  not  the  CAUSE  of  poverty, — 
relieving  the  symptoms,  but  not 
attacking  the  disease. 

Preeent-day  philanthropy,  on  the 
other  hand,  seeks  to  cure  Instead  of 
merely  palliating;  while  satisfying 
immediate  wants,  it  goes  to  the 
root  of  the  trouble  and  endeavors 
to  remove  the  underlying  condition. 

Its  practical  application  requires 
tact,  patience  and  accumulated  so- 
cial experience.  Eacli  case  must  be 
studied  intensively  and  sympathet- 
ically by  a  specially  trained  work- 
er, and  then  a  rational  plan  of  re- 
lief built  upon  the  basis  of  his 
report. 

This  is  the  function  of  construc- 
tive philanthropy.  It  transforms 
the  object  of  public  or  private  char- 
ity into  a  self-supporting,  self-re- 
specting member  of  the  community. 
Its  results  are  far-reaching  and  en- 
during, but  tliey  cannot  be  repre- 
sented by  mere  statistics  of  grocer- 
ies distributed  and  meals  supplied. 
Its  proper  administration  reQulres 
a  well-organized  corps  of  trained 
social  workers,  backed  up  by  lib- 
eral support  from  their  fellow  citi- 
zens. 

We  believe  that  this  Is  a  paying 
investment  for  any  community. 

Every  word  of  this  is  true,  and  it

Now  every  man  is  entitled  to  one 
drink  a  year  if  he  wants  it,  and 
every  editor  is  entitled  to  one  annual 
grouch.  We  haven't  had  our  grouch 
for  two  years,  and  It's  kind  of  Ingrown 
and  bitter,  and  this  text  rather  aggra- 
vates it.  Moreover,  tliis  screed  Is 
written  on  a  cloudy,  drippy,  measly, 
miserable,  sloppy  day  that  would 
make  the  Angel  Gabriel  bite  his  horn, 
so  probably  we  are  entitled  to  our 
grouch — good  and  hard. 

Our  grouch  does  not  concern  the 
Gazette;  it  is  no  better  than  most 
newspapers  and  not  so  good  as  some, 
but  the  business,  the  newspaper  busi- 
ness, the  newspaper  business — what 
an  everlasting  joke  it  is!  A  man  was 
in  the  Gazette  office  this  morning — a 
big  advertiser  In  a  neighboring  city. 
He  said  he  wrote  around  to  a  dozen 
newspapers  in  nearby  towns  offering 
them  advertising  for  his  business,  and 
he  said,  "Do  you  know,  just  because 
my  business  was  competing  with  their 
local  merchants,  not  a  one  of  the  doz- 
en newspapers  would  take  it  at  any 
price."  Then  he  added  that  the  bank- 
ers and  merchants  with  whom  he 
wished  to  compete  were  sending  their 
printing  to  be  printed — the  state- 
ments, deposit  slips,  envelopes  and 
what  not — to  the  very  city  in  which  he 
lived.  "You're  in  a  fool  business," 
quoth   the   merchant. 

For  years  the  Gazette  has  refused 
to  take  the  advertising  of  quack  doc- 
tors and  of  patent  medicines  which 
claim  to  cure  the  Ills  of  the  flesh,  and 
the  answer  is  that  we  haven  t  had  a 
bit  of  job  printing  from  but  three 
home  doctors  since  we  began  this 
policy — and  we  owed  one  of  thorn  a 
bill.  Moreover,  the  Lyon  County  Medi- 
cal society,  as  a  delicate  tribute  of 
gratitude  to  the  Gazette,  passed  some 
sort  of  a  resolution  or  had  some  sort 
of  an  understanding  that  advertising 
was  unethical — and  do  you  think  there  i 
has  been  an  Inch  card  of  any  kind  in 
the  paper  from  any  Emporia  doctor 
since?  More  than  Uiat,  just  to  show 
that  we  like  to  crawl  on  our  tummy, 
when  the  society  decided  that  It  was 
unethical  to  print  the  names  of  doc- 
tors In  connection  with  any  case — we 
crawled.  You  haven't  seen  any  doc- 
tor's name  since.  The  subscribers  are 
denied  the  news,  the  business  office  is 
denied  the  slmoleons,  and  the  paper 
generally  is  used  as  a  doormat,  for  the 
further  glory  of  the  Lord — probably. 

That,  however,  is  a  small  matter 
E\ery  paper  has  corked  up  In  it  bit- 
ter, burning  wrongs,  wlilch  It  never 
airs.  Some  day,  whtMi  the  time  comes, 
we  propose  to  get  out  a  special  edi- 
tion, and  for  once  in  a  long  and  use- 
less career,  tell  the  truth  about  graft- 
ing church  workers  who  think  that 
in  the  advertising  of  their  entertain- 
ment, to  steal  and  cheat  and  graft  for 
the  Lord  Is  a  pious  act;  In  that  edition 
v/e  propose  to  tell  how  many  dollars 
the  various  busted  fair  associations 
owe  us  for  advertising  which  never 
was  paid  for;  how  many  men  the  Ga- 
zette has  supported  for  office  who 
went  around  declaring  that  the  Ga- 
zette did  them  more  harm  than  good; 
how  many  times  we  have  got  behind 
the  town-booming  propositions,  wast- 
ed our  time  and  space  and  good  black 
ink  and  white  paper  and  in  the  end 
had  a  lot  of  ivory-handled  chumps 
hold  a  lodge  of  sorrow  over  a  typo- 
graphical error,  and  moan  about  the 
fact  that  the  Gazette  never  does  get 
anything  right. 

Some  day,  "some  blessed  day,"  when 
the  mists  are  cleared  away,  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  print  a  paper  that  will 
tell  the  truth  about  quack  preachers 
and  all  the  gorgeous  hypocrisy  of  the 
infernal,  mechanical  clap-trap  done  in  | 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  Heaven  knows  \ 
the  Gazette  is  ashamed  of  its  various  t 
piano  contests,  and  we  hope  we'll  have 
the  moral  courage  to  turn  down  the 
alluring  temptation  the  next  time  it 
comes  around.  But  we  do  hate  to  see 
a  piano  contest  run  in  the  name  of  re- 
ligion, and  sometime  we're  going  to 
take  a  day  off  and  say  so.  And  while 
we're  saying  we're  going  to  print  the 
truth  about  at  least  one  phase  of  the 
woman  question.  The  people  are  get- 
ting tired  of  the  use  of  the  phrase, 
M'hite  slave,  as  applied  to  some  shame- 
less old  hen  who  gets  caught  In  a 
commercial  liason  with  a  man.  We're 
sending  a  lot  of  men  to  jail,  and  es- 
tablishing a  kind  of  double  standard 
in  favor  of  the  women.  A  woman  now' 
can  do  a  lot  of  things  for  which  a  man 
has  to  go  to  jail.  The  weemin  In  some 
of  the  white  slave  cases  that  have 
come  up  recently  should  go  to  jail 
also — that  Is,  If  anyone  should  go  to 
jail,  which  is  a  debatable  question. 
The  Gazette  is  pretty  nearly  ready  to 
cut  out  the  use  of  the  words,  "white 
slave,"  altogether. 

That  Is  about  all;  it's  at  least 
enough.  Otherwise,  this  is  a  pretty 
decent  universe.  Most  men  pay  their 
debts,  love  their  wives,  are  fair  with 
their  neighbors  and  s^ve  the  Lord  In 
a  reasonably  acceptable  fashion.  Most 
institutions  are  as  good  as  the  people 
that  live  under  them.  This  is  a  good 
town,  and  of  the  12,345  people  who 
live  here,  12,344  are  good  citizens  and 
the  other  one  isn't  always  so  grouchy. 

So  with  these  few  remarks,  and 
hoping  this  will  find  you  the  same,  we 
remain  yours  truly  until  death  do  us 
part,  and  by  way  of  postscript  will 
say  this,  that  having  it  out  of  our 
system  we  feel  a  lot  better. 


Along  in  the  liniddle  and  late  nine- 
ties hogs  Were  selling  at  three  and 
four  dollars,' a  h,tindred,  and  bacon  was 
selling^  at  10  6r  11  cents  a  pound. 
Now,  hogs  are  selling  around  7  or  8 
cents  and  bacon  is  selling  for  35  cents 
a  pound.  In  fifteen  years  improve- 
'  ments  have  been  made  in  marketing, 
'  and  In  maklnsE  bacon.  The  crude 
methods  of  ^te4a  or  twenty  years  ago, 
iQ  selling  Aod  producing  bacon,  the 
beef  trust  and  the  packing  house  ma- 
chinery should  count  for  something  to 
the  consumer.  The  savings  effected 
by  machinery  and  the  trusts  should 
I  give  the  workingman  more  bacon  for 
I  a  day's  work.  But  whatever  apparent 
rise  of  wages  the  workman  has  re- 
ceived has  largely  been  absorbed  by 
the  higher  cost  of  living,  and  he  ac- 
tually gets  less  bacon  for  his  day's 
work  than  he  did.  Also,  the  consumer 
'  gets  away  yonder  the  worst  of  it.  The 
,  difference  between  the  hog  and  the 
bacon  fifteen  years  ago  was  7  or  8 
'  cents;  which  was  supposed  to  Indicate 
'  the  cost  of  producing  bacon.  Now  the 
I  number  of  hogs  has  increased  in  fif- 
teen years,  and  the  number  of  people 
who  eat  bacon  also  has  Increased — 
and  increased  greatly.  There  may  be 
some  reason  in  charging  36  cents  for 
bacon  today  as  against  10  or  11  cents 
fifteen  years  ago,  or  such  a  matter. 
But  if  there  is  reason  in  the  rise  of 
the  price  of  bacon,  there  is  equally 
good  reason  why  there  should  be  a 
similar  rise  in  the  price  of  hogs.  It 
clearly  cost  7  cents  to  manufacture 
and  sell  a  pourd  of  bacon  twenty 
years  ago,  when  fewer  people  were 
clamoring  for  bacon;  and  it  clearly 
takes  27  cents  to  manufacture  and  sell 
a  pound  of  bacon  now  when  people 
are  so  keen  for  meat  that  bacon  sells 
itself    like    postage    stamps. 

Why  is  this  thusness'.'  Either  the 
farmer  who  grows  the  hogs,  the  work- 
man who  makes  the  bacon  or  the  con- 
sumer who  buys  the  bacon  is  getting 
the  wor.st  of  it,  or  all  three. 

These  remarks  are  made  apropos  of 
the  deatii  of  Edw4rd  Morris,  the  great 
packer  who  left  an  estate  of  $20,000,- 
000.  He  is  one  of  a  score  of  his  kind. 
Hundreds  of  million  of  dollars  are 
being  made  by  inen  who  are  over- 
charging the  public  for  their  services 
as  captains  of  industry.  Chancellor 
Strong,  of  the  Kansas  State  university, 
gets  five  or  six  thousand  dollars  a 
year,  and  his  job  is  much  more  diffi- 
cult and  requires  much  more  training 
and  is  harder  for  the  directors  to  fill, 
than  is  the  job  of  the  man  wlio  runs 
a  packing  house.  If  Edward  Morris, 
the  packer,  had  left  a  fortune  of 
$20,000  instead  of  $20,000,000,  perhaps 
there  .  would  not  be  such  an  over- 
whelming gap  between  the  price  of 
meat  and  the  price  of  cattle  and  hogs 
in    these    days. 

Now,  the  Socialists  would  make 
the  packing  industries  a  public  indus- 
try, like  the  water  and  light  and  mall 
and  transportation  businesses.  The 
individualists  would  say  it  is  nobody's 
business  how  much  a  man  makes  out 
of  the  meat  business.  But  there  is 
growing  in  the  country  in  every  party 
— and  centefed  particularly  in  the 
Progjfessive  party — n  strong  body  of 
public  V'pin ion  which  declares  that  so 
long  as ''society  furnishes  the  market 
bj'  producing  civilized  consumers  in 
great  numbers,  society  hes  rights  of 
regulation  and  control  greater  than 
any  man's  privat^e  right  to  his  busi- 
ness. 

That  gap  betwe€!n  the  price  of  hogs 
and  the  cost  of  bacon  is  one  of  tlie 
great  issues  before  civilization,  and  it 
represents  not  merely  meat  prices,  but 
prices  of  every  commodity  known  to 
our  widening  markets..  It  is  tlie  prob- 
lem of  this  century.

PERSONAL^MENTIOM 
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STUMPAGE  ON  STATE  LANDS. 


To   the   Editor   of  The    Herald: 

So  much  has  been  said  and  well  said 
about  the  future  land  policy  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota  that  it  would  seem 
all  the  points  had  been  covered.  But 
there  is  one  and  a  very  important  fea- 
ture of  the  state  land  sales  that  seems 
to  have  escaped  criticism,  viz:  The 
sale  of  the  timber  stumpage  as  u  cash 
payment    at    the    time    of    sale. 

I  attended  a  state  land  sale  some 
time  ago.  When  a  neiglibcfr  asked  me 
If  I  was  going  to  bid  on  a  certain 
tract,  I  answered  no.  After  the  sale. 
I  asked  him  if  he  got  the  land.  He 
said  no.  There  was  $100  charged  up 
for  stumpage  and  he  knew  thero  was 
not  enough  timber  to  build  a  hou.se. 
This  man  had  managed  to  scrape 
enough  money  together  to  pay  "IG  per 
cent  of  the  purchase  price  and  one 
year's  Interest  at  the  appralsei  valu- 
ation but  could  not  manago  to  raiao 
the  $100  to  pay  for  the  'supposed 
stumpage  and  so  some  spe-uiator  who 
had    the   dough   got  In  aheii  of  him. 

At  the  same  sale  a  luinoerman 
bought  up  all  the  tracts  with  ti'nber 
on  a  certain  river  and  boa.;tca  so 
after  the  sale.  He  has  since  devastated 
the  land  and  turned  in  into  a  desolate 
rabbit  pasture,  while  the  settlers  iiave 
to  pay  the  speculators'  price  or  twice 
that  asked  by  the  state  and  at  m'loh 
worse  terms.  I  have  asked  a  former 
state  official  what  b.came  of  this 
stumpage  money  and  he  studied  .iwhlle 
and  then  declared  he  could  not  tell. 
The  way  this  stumpage  has  been 
appraised  to  one  who  knows  it  was 
not  outrageous  would  indeed  be  ridicu- 
lous A  few  men  who  had  a  stand- 
in  as  I  know  In  one  case,  at  least,  in 
Northern  Minnesota,  camped  by  the 
highway  and  supplied  themselves  with 
the  best  brand  of  liquors  and  victualjj 
and  made  a  guess  at  the  anriount  of 
timber  without  telling  their  feet.  In 
one  Instance  land  with  hardly  a  stick 
to  cook  a  meal  was  assessed  at  $10 
for  stumpage  and  other  land  w.lh 
considerable  timber  was  returned  a*, 
clear  Why  should  the  little  bit  of 
timber  on  a  forty  be  taken  away  from 
the  future  settler?  The  Lord  knows 
a  man  who  starts  to  make  a  home  on

Proposed    Milk    Ordinance 

Not  to  Foster  Monopoly, 

Says  Dr.  Webster. 


Says  West  End  Men  Misun- 
derstood Purpose  of 
Ordinance. 


Practically  all  the  opposition  to  the 
proposed  new  milk  ordinance  Is  com- 
ing from  the  western  part  of  the  city, 
according  to  the  officials  of  the  health 
department.  j 

The  chief  objection  is  against  the  | 
feature  which  would  require  all  milk  | 
to  be  bottled  or  delivered  in  sealed  re- 
ceptacles, doing  away  with  the  old- 
fashioned  milk  can  and  quart  measure, 
which  are  carried  from  house  to  house. 
"With  but  few  exceptions  all  the 
dairymen  in  the  central  and  eastern 
parts  of  the  city  are  now  delivering 
their  milk  in  bottles,''  says  Dr.  H.  K. 
Webster,  director  of  public  health. 
"We  are  informed  that  once  the  bot- 
tling system  is  established  the  cost  is 
but  a  trifle  more,  which  Is  made  up  In 
added  conveniences  for  the  milkman 
and  the  additional  protection  afforded 
the   public's   milk   supply. 

Opponed  by  bIk  Dairy. 
"Requiring  the  bottling  of  milk  Is 
a  move  in  keeping  with  advanced  Ideas 
in  health  lines.  It  Is  a  progressive 
move  and  is  being  adopted  by  the  lead- 
ing cities  of  the  country.  But  a  short 
time  ago  an  ordinance  in  which  this 
feature  Is  Incorporated  was  passed  by 
the  St.  Paul  council. 

"I  notice  that  the  claim  has  been 
made  that  this  ordinance  Is  being 
proposed  in  the  interests  of  a  certain 
large  concern  downtown.  That  is  in- 
correct. The  Arm  to  which  I  refer  is 
not  in  favor  of  the  ordinance.  It  Is 
now  bottling  its  milk  for  the  small 
consumers,  but  it  supplies  a  large 
number  of  big  consumers.  The  milk  Is 
now  delivered  In  gallon  lots  from  the 
ordinary  receptacles.  The  new  ordi- 
nance would  require  the  deliveries  to 
the  big  customers,  such  as  restaurants, 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  bakeries, 
to  be  made  in  sealed  receptacles.  This 
does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  concern  In  question,  as  it  would 
cause  additional  expense,  time  and 
trouble." 

\Vant.<t  Ordinance  UnderMtood. 
Dr.  Webster  says  he  is  satisfied  that 
if  the  proposed  ordinance  were  fullv 
undcrstood.  It  would  meet  with  the 
indorsement  of  West  end  and  West  Du- 
luth residents  as  well  as  those  of  the 
entire  city.  The  ordinance  has  not  yet 
been  submitted  to  the  city  commis- 
sion, but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be 
Introduced  by  Commissioner  Hicken, 
head  of  the  safety  division,  at  an  early 
meeting. 

Dr.  Webster  adds  that  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  under  the  new  or- 
dinance all  milk  sold  In  the  cltv  would 
be    graded    by    the    health    department

The  Dominion  Council  of  Agricul- 
ture, representative  of  the  different 
branches  of  organized  Canadian  farm- 
ers, is  putting  up  a  strenuous  fight 
for  free  trade  in  wheat  and  flour, 
and  also  asks  that  agricultural  Im- 
plements, lumber  and  cement  be  put 
on  the  free  list. 

A  few  f'  \ys  ago  a  delegation  from 
this  council  waited  on  Premier  Bor- 
den and  h's  cabinet  at  Ottawa,  ac- 
cording to  a  paper  received  from  there 
by  Capt.  J.  T.  Rose,  and  presented 
their  case  most  strongly.  A  memorial 
was  presented  in  which  the  matter 
was  gone  into  in  detail.  It  is  the  de- 
sire of  the  council  to  take  advantage 
of  the  provision  of  the  recently  passed 
tariff  bill  in  the  United  States  which 
provides  a  countervailing  duty  against 
the  wheat  and  flour  of  any  country 
which  levies  a  tariff  on  the  same  prod- 
ucts from  this  side.  The  removal  of 
that  duty  automatically  admits  the 
wheat  and  flour  from  the  country  tak- 
ing the  action.  It  is  believed  that  such 
action  would  double  the  importance  of 
the    Duluth   grain    market. 

Western  Canada  is  especially  anx- 
ious in  making  the  appeal  to  the  Cana- 
dian government,  asserting  tliat  what 
Canada  needs  is  greater  agricultural 
production,   and    ndding: 

"Taxing  of  food  Is  a  crime  against 
humanity.  Farmers  and  wage-earners 
are  not  bond  slaves,  but  Canadians  of 
equal  rights  with  those  who  profit 
by  protective  tariffs  and  at  whose  be- 
hest the  government  permits  the  na- 
tional wrong  to  continue." 
Attacks   Tariff. 

In  general  the  memorial  is  an  on- 
slaught on  the  system  of  a  high  pro- 
tective tariff  as  s  whole.  It  being  de- 
clared that  Instead  of  It  fostering  com- 
petition in  Industries  in  Canada  It  has 
resulted  In  gigantic  combinations  to 
the  detriment  of  smaller  manufactur- 
ers and  dealers.  Here  Is  a  copy  of  the 
free  trade  demand  contained  in  the 
memorial: 

"Whereas  the  progress  and  develop- 
ment of  the  agricultural  Industry  Is  of 
vital  Importance  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  state,  all  other  industries 
being  largely  dependent  on  Its  success, 
and 

•  U'hTeas  tbe  cost  of  the  production 
of  all  farm  products  is  materially  pn 
hanced  and  the  development  of  our 
agricultural  resources  retarded  bv  th,- 
excessive  cost  of  agricultural  Imple- 
ments and  oUier-vCommodltles  due  to 
customs   dutiefi  aM 

"Whereas    an    import    tax    on    food- 
i  stuffs  increa^s  the  cost  ol  living   to 


the  extent  of  the  tax  imposed  and  en- 
ables dealers  and  manufacturers  to 
form  combines  and  create  artifical  re- 
strictions in  the  distribution  of  com- 
mercial commodities;   and 

"Whereas  the  free  interchange  of  all 

;  natural   products    between   Canada  and 

I  United  States  would  tend  to  reduce  the 

cost    of    living    to    town    and    country 

people  alike;   and 

"Whereas  the  United  States  congress 
has  passed  an  act  which  is  still  in 
force  offering  free  interchange  of  nat- 
ural products  between  the  two  coun- 
tries;  therefore  be  It  resolved: 

"That  we  urge  the  government  to 
recommend  to  parliament  at  its  next 
session,  a  reduction  in  the  tariff  on 
imports  from  Great  Britain  to  one-half 
the  general  tariff  and  to  provide  for 
a  further  gradual  reduction  until  there 
is  free  trade  with  Great  Britain  in 
five  years. 

"That  parliament  accept  the  offer  of 
the  United  States  of  free  interchange 
of  all  agricultural  and  animal  prod- 
ucts   between    the   two   countries. 

"That  all  foodstuffs  not  provided  for 
In  the  above  referred  to  offer  of  the 
United  States  be  transferred  to  the 
free    list. 

"That  agricultural  implements,  lum- 
ber and  cement  be  transferred  to  the 
free    list. 

"That  pending  the  passing  of  legis- 
lation asked  for  herein,  any  duties 
now  Imposed  under  the  Canadian  cus- 
toms tariff  w^hich  are  the  cause  of 
countervailing  duties  being  Imposed 
against  any  food  products  of  this 
country  by  any  foreign  country  be  im- 
mediately   removed. 

"That  any  tariff  or  trade  concession 
granted  to  any  other  country  be  Im- 
mediately   extended    to    Great   Britain."  I

PORTSMOUT  H  DOCK 
YARD  DIEVASTATED 


Valuable  Historic  Records 

of  British  Navy  Are 

Destroyed. 

Portsmouth,  England,  Dec.  22. — A  fire 
Involving  damage  estimated  at  from 
$1,250,000  to  $2,500,000.  devastated  the 
famous  dockyard  Jlaturday  night  and 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  two  lives  and 
the  destruction  o:'  the  century-old 
semaphore  tower,  which  in  the  pre- 
telegraph  daj  s  wa.j  the  great  signal- 
ing station  betweeji  the  fleet  and  the 
admiralty. 

An  examination  of  the  ruins  disclosed 
the  fact  that  two  <pf  the  three  .signal- 
men who  had  remilned  in  the  tower 
to  summon  help  when  the 
out  were  burned  to  death, 
escaped  through  the  smoke  and  flames 
to  an  adjoining  roof,  and  was  rescued. 

Nothing  is  knowr  as  to  how  the  fire 
originated.  When  it  was  first  ob- 
served, It  had  obtained  a  good  hold 
on    the    inflanimabie    material    in    the 


rigging  loft  and  sail  house.  All  the 
fire  fighting  apparatus  in  the  dock- 
yards was  brought  into  action,  and  the 
efforts  of  the  men  were  devoted  to  pre- 
venting the  fire  from  reaching  the 
main  .«tore  at  the  end  of  the  burning 
building,  which  was  filled  with  30,000 
tons  of  heavy  oil.  After  nianv  h-nira 
of  most  strenuous  work,  the  fire  was 
got  under  control.  It  bad  then  reached 
within  eight  feet  of  these  tanks. 

Many  valuable  models  of  old  war- 
ships, records  relating  to  Nelson  and 
earlier  periods,  and  old  naval  relic* 
were  destroyed.

has  announced  that  he  will  be  a  can- 
didate to  succeed  himself.  This  an- 
nouncement was  caused  by  a  letter 
which  J.  F.  Rosenwald  of  Madison, 
Minn.,  a  former  member  of  the  leiiis- 
lature,  sent  Mr.  Staples,  announcing 
that  he  would  enter  the  lists  against 
the  latter,  and  criticising  tho  com- 
missioner's record.  Following  is  a 
copy    of    Mr.    Uosenwald's    letter: 

Upon  encouragement  I  have  de- 
cided to  beconif  a  candidate  on  the 
Itepublican  ticket  for  the  office  of 
railroad  and  warehouse  commis- 
sioner of  the  great  state  of  Minne- 
sota. 

I  have  also  been  Informed  that 
you  would  again  setk  the  office, 
and  have  been  urged  not  to  opposo 
you.  The  time  has  come  when  pub- 
lic duties  and  questions  must  be 
met  squarely  and  openly.  The 
people  demand  that  th.-ir  interests 
be  protected  and  looked  after.  You, 
Mr.  Staples,  were  elected  a  railroad 
commissioner  in  1900.  by  the  peo- 
ple and  have  held  the  office  and 
drawn  your  .<»alary  ever  since,  to 
have  "tho  general  supervision  of 
railroads  and  express  companies 
doing  business  as  common  car- 
riers."

Mr.  Staphs,  if  you  can 
show  me  within  ton  days  that  you 
have  performed  these  duties  as 
commissioner,  as  a  .servant  of  the 
people,  then  I  am  willing  to  step 
down  and  out  and  help  make  the 
fight  for  the  people  in  the  private 
ranks.

3.  Why  haven't  you  prevented, 
or  at  least  attempted  to  prevent 
railroad  and  express  companies 
from  watering  or  Inflntlng  its  cap- 
ital stock  by  wind  to  the  detriment 
of    the    public? 

4.  Why  haven't  you  reduced  or 
at  least  attempted  to  reduce  ex- 
press  rates? 

5.  Why  haven't  you  prevented, 
or  at  least  attempted  to  prevent, 
railroad  corporations  from  paying 
big  sums  for  officers'  salaries, 
political  attorneys,  lobbyists,  polit- 
ical   contributions    and    rebates? 

6.  Why  did  you  vote  to  deny 
the  attorney  of  record  to  examine 
J.  J.  Hill  In  the  commodity  rate 
case,  as  to  the  payment  of  salaries, 
political  attorneys,  lobbyists,  po- 
litical  contributions    and    rebates? 

The  public  Is  vitally  concerned 
in  these  questions.  Now  then,  if 
you  can  show  me  within  ten  days 
that  you  have  labored  for  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  by  answering 
the  aforesaid  six  questions  then  I 
will  cheerfully  step  dow-n  and 
out  and  if  you  have  been  a  ser- 
vant of  the  people  I  yield  cheer- 
fully.

I 
have  been  on  trial  before  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  for  twenty-one 
years,  four  terms  in  the  legisla- 
ture, and  thirteen  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission.  I  invite  the  closest 
scrutiny   of    my    record.

The  commission  also  has  control 
of  the  state  grain  department  and 
the  weights  and  measures  depart- 
ment, and  these  are  concededly  the 
best    of    their    kind    of    America.

Against  Disease. 

Washington,  Dec.  22. — To  prevent  the 
spread  of  trichinosis,  a  dreaded  disease 
little  known  to  t]&e.  American  people, 
the  department  of  agriculture  has  Is- 
sued a  warning  against  the  consump- 
tion of  raw  or  uncooked  pork  prod- 
ucts, the  declared  source  of  the  malady. 

In  many  districts  of  the  country], 
particularly  lit  sections  with  large 
foreign  populations,  the  statement 
said,  large  quantities  of  pork  are  con- 
sumed during  the  Christmas  season, 
resulting  frequently  In  cases  of  ser- 
iously Impaired  health.  If  not  in  fatal- 
ities. ., 

The  department  assorts  that  during 
November  and  December  of  1911  there 
were  flfty-elghth  cases  of  trichinosis 
that  terminated  fatally  In  one  Cali- 
fornia community.  In  each  instance 
the  disease  was  traced  to  sausage, 
eaten  uncooked.  Other  outbreaks  of 
the  disease  with  many  fatalities  are 
cited.  I

Because  his  appetite  for  strong  drink 
got  the  better  of  him,  Robert  Affleck, 
113  Lake  avenue  north,  lost  his  Job 
Saturday  on  a  jury  in  Judge  Dancer's 
division  of  the  district  court.  All  of 
which  accounts  for  the  fact  that  a 
jury  of  eleven  men  went  out  on  a 
case   this    morning. 

Affleck  failed  to  show  up  on  time 
Saturday.  The  clerk  called  the  roll 
and  it  was  discovered  that  he  was 
missing.  While  the  court  and  attor- 
neys were  waiting,  Affleck  telephoned 
the  Judge  that  he  had  been  unavoid- 
ably detained  at  the  city  Jail  on  a 
ciiarge  of  drunkenness  and  would  be 
"on  the  job"  as  soon  as  he  could  get 
away.  He  said  he  would  try  to  fix 
things  up  so  that  he  could  report  in 
court   in   about   ten    minutes. 

Affleck  delayed  proceedings  forty 
minutes  and  when  he  did  show  up,  he 
was  informed  by  the  court  that  his 
services  on  the  case  as  a  Juror  could 
be  dispensed  with  and  that  the  attor- 
neys had  agreed  between  themselves 
that  the  case  might  go  on  with  but 
eleven  men.  Affleck  was  arrested  for 
drunkenness  on  Friday  evening  and 
paid  a  fine  of  %'i  in  police  court  Satur- 
day   morning. 

He  was  in  the  courtroom  corridors 
this  morning  but  as  yet  has  not  been 
called  on  any  other  cases. 

The  case  from  which  he  was  ex- 
cused was  that  of  Matthew  Alexander 
against  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  Alexan- 
der is  demanding  $2,999  damages  from 
his  former  employers  for  alleged  fail- 
ure to  properly  provide  him  with  med- 
ical and  surgical  attention  under  the 
terms  of  a  laborer's  contract.  The 
evidence  had  all  been  presented  Fri- 
day evening  and  although  Saturday  is 
usually  an  "off"  day  for  the  jurors  the 
court  directed  that  the  jury  report  for 
Saturday  morning  at  which  time  final 
arguments  in  the  case  were  presented 
by   the   attorneys. 

Judge  Dancer  charged  the  jury  this 
morning  and  the  eleven  men  retired 
with  the  case  at  9:55  o'clock  this 
morning.  Up  to  2  o'clock  this  after- 
noon  no   agreement  had  been   reached.

A  goc  .  example  of  the  value  of  the- 
Eertillon  system  was  shown  during  the  I 
regular    session    of    police     court     this  | 
morning. 

John  Guschowsky  was  arrested  Fri- 
day on  a  charge  of  vagrancy  and 
pleading  not  guilty   to  the  charge,  his 

trial  was  set  for  10  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. Saturday  Guschowsky  was  recog- 
nized as  the  man  who  was  arrested  by 
the  .Superior  police  last  September  in 
connection  with  a  hold-up  that  was 
perpetrated    there    at    that    time.      The 


suspect  was  released,  however,  follow- 
ing an  investigation. 

This  morning  Chief  Troyer  told  the 
court  that  Guschowsky  had  been  ar- 
rested before  and  immediately  the  lat- 
ter jumped  up  and  denied  the  state- 
ment. He  declared  he  had  never  been 
arrested  in  Superior  and  that  his 
photograph  was  never  taken  by  the 
authorities  across  the  bay.  His  picture 
was  secured  from  the  Bertillon  room 
and  a  comparison  made.  The  descrip- 
tion on  the  Bertillon  card  tallied  exact- 
ly with  Guschowsky,  while  the  photo- 
graph was  an  excellent  likeness  of  the 
prisoner.

comparing  the  descriptions.  Judge  Cut- 

tmg      gave      Guschowsky      a      straight 

thirty-day    sentence.

Seeks   to    Force   Strikers 

Out  of  Company 

Houses. 

Lansing,  Mich.,  Dec.  22. — In  an  ef- 
fort to  oust  their  former  employes 
from  the  company  houses,  the  Qulncy 
Mining  company  appealed  to  the  su- 
preme court  today  for  an  order  re- 
quiring Circuit  Judge  O'Brien  of 
Houghton  to  show  cause  why  a  writ 
of  mandamus  should  not  be  Issued  to 
compel  him  to  set  aside  his  order 
allowing  appeals  to  be  taken  from  the 
eviction  judgments  of  the  circuit  court 
commissioner  of  Houghton  county. 

Judgments  were  obtained  by  the 
mining  companies  against  a  number 
of  their  former  employes  who  Joined 
the  copper  mine  strikers,  but  the  men 
appealed  to  Judge  O'Brien,  and  the 
delay  in  ousting  the  tenants  has 
caused  the  operators  to  carry  the  case 
to    the    supreme   court.

Statewide    liabor    Meeting:. 

Houghton,  Mich.,  Dec.  22. — A  state- 
wide special  labor  convention  will  be 
called  by  the  Michigan  Federation  of 
Labor  to  be  held  at  Lansing  within 
thirty  days  to  discuss  way.s  and  means 
of  settling  the  copper  strike,  accord- 
ing to  five  of  the  six  members  of  the 
board  who  came  here  to  meet  mem- 
bers of  the  Western  Federation  of 
Mlnerj.  All  of  the  labor  organizations 
of  the  state  will  be  asked  to  be  rep'% 
resented. 

Grant  Fellows,  attorney  general,  is 
here  to  confer  with  George  E.  Nich- 
ols, special  prosecutor,  conducting  the 
grand  jury  investigation  into  strike 
lawlessness. 


Nevet  before  in  the  history  of  the 
local  postofCice  has  there  been  such  a 
Christmas  rush  as  is  going  on  this 
week,  and  the  new  parcel  post  system 
is  getting  the  acid  test  for  efficiency.

It  is  already  too  late,  he  said,  to 
make  connections  with  San  Francisco, 
Seattle  and  other  Pacific  coast  points 
before  or  even  for  Christmas  day.  The 
rush  Is  so  big  in  those  cities  that 
should  the  parcels  arrive  Thursday, 
they  would  not  be  delivered  until  Fri- 
day and  maybe  Saturday. 

Senders  of  Christmas  gifts  to  New 
York  and  Atlantic  coast  and  Southern 
points  still  have  time  to  make  the 
proper  connections  for  Christmas  de- 
livery, by  mailing  their  gifts  this 
evening  or  tomorrow  morning  at  the 
latest.  Parcels  for  Chicago  must  leave 
here  tomorrow,  while  those  for  the 
Twin  Cities  must  go  by  tomorrow  eve- 
ning. 

For  local  delivery,  parcels  must  be 
sent  by  Wednesday  noon,  at  the  latest, 
and  all  those  naailed  later  take  a  big 
chance  of  not  being  delivered  on  Christ- 
mas day. 

This  morning  there  were  three  con- 
tinual lines  of  stftmp  buyers  waiting  at 
the  stamp  windows,  the  crowd  having 
been  the  largest  so  far  during  the 
Christmas  rush.  As  each  buyer  has  his 
parcels  weighed  by  the  stamp  clerk, 
there  is  a  delay  before  a  purchase  is 
made,  and  the  lines  show  no  signs  of 
decreasing.

District  Court  Hears  Evi- 
dence Against  Duluth 
Physician. 

Dr.  James  C.  Anderson,  a  practicing 
physician  of  thU  city,  is  in  district 
court  today  defending  himself  against 
a  malpractice  charge  made  by  Albert 
J.  Burgess,  who  is  seeking  to  recover 
$7,600  damages  from  the  physician  for 
the  alleged  wrongful  death  of  his  wife, 
Grace,  L.  Burgess,  on  April  12  last. 
Death  followed  an  operation  performed 
by  Dr.  Anderson  at  St.  Mary's  hospital. 

Burgess  asks  damages  for  tiie  benefit 
of  himself  and  his  son,  Gordon  Leslie, 
aged   9. 

Burgess  claims  that  while  his  wife 
was  under  the  treatment  of  Dr.  An- 
derson she  did  not  receive  the  proper 
and  ordinary  care  and  that  the  physi- 
cian, in  performing-  a  certain  ab- 
dominal operation  demonstrated  that 
he  did  not  possess  the  skill  of  an 
ordinarily  prudent  surgeon.  Mrs. 
Burgess's  death  is  directly  charged  to 
the   alleged   malpractice. 

Dr.  Anderson,  in  his  answer,  declares 
that  he  advised  both  Burgess  and  his 
wife  that  an  operation  would  probably 
be  the  only  chaace  for  her  life  and 
that  It  was  of  an  extremely  critical 
nature.  He  claims  that  he  exercised 
the  highest  care  and  skill  at  his  com- 
mand and  filed  a  counterclaim  for  $260 
for    his    services.

The  most  notj^ble  death  of  the  year 
In  major  leagut  baseball  circles  was 
that  of  Willian:  H.  Locke,  who  died 
in  Atlantic  City  last  August,  after  a 
long  illness.  Former  club  owners  and 
managers  who  passed  away  during  the 
year  Included  J.  F.  Kilfoyle,  ex-presl- 
dent  of  the  Cleveland  American  league 
club;  James  B.  Billings,  for  thirty 
years  one  of  the  owners  of  the  Boston 
National  league  club;  William  Dwyer, 
who  managed  tlie  Des  Moines  team 
when  It  won  tho  Western  league  pen- 
nant In  1909,  and  the  long-to-be-re- 
membercd  Chris  Von  Der  Ahe,  owner 
of  the  old  St.  Louis  champion  ball 
team  of  1885-88  and  for  many  years 
one  of  the  beet  known  baseball  mag- 
nates of  the  country. 

Many  Old   riayern  Claimed. 

Former  ballpLiyers  who  died  during 
the  year,  some  of  them  widely  fa- 
mous in  their  day,  were  Jlggs  Dona-

(Red)  Donahue,  who  had  pitched  for 
St.  Louis,  Philadelphia,  Cleveland  and 
other  maor  league  teams;  Harry 
O'Hagan,  once  Ai'ell  known  as  a  play- 
er with  the  National.  Eastern  and  New 
England  leagues;  Mont  McFarland, 
formerly  with  ;he  Chicago  American 
league  team;  Eddie  Heydon,  who  had 
caught  for  the  Indianapolis  and  AVa'-h- 
Ington  teams;  A.  J.  Bauer,  who  played 
with  the  first  Wilkesbarro  team  in 
1866;  (Jeorge  E.  (Chummy)  (Jray,  onoe 
a  well  known  pitcher  in  both  the  big 
and  little  leagues;  Michael  Drlssell,  an 
old-time  catche-  for  the  St.  Louis 
Browns;  Micha?l  J.  Connors,  many 
years  ago  a  star  pitcher  in  the  old 
American  league;  Jerry  Harrington, 
once  catcher  for  the  Cincinnati  liod.s 
and  also  for  Louisville;  Roscoe  Mill- 
er, who  pitched  for  Detroit,  New  York 
and  Pittsburg:  Charles  H.  Robinson, 
who  played  witli  the  Providence  teanr 
of  the  National  league;  Jonn  J. 
O'Brien,  who  ltd  the  New  England 
league  in  battin?  one  season  and  later 
managed  the  Lculsville  club;  Edmond 
Therrien.  who  caught  for  Peoria  and 
other  minor  league  clubs  and  Walter 
(Dutch)  Moore,  once  well  known  in 
Eastern,  Westerti  and  Tri-State  league 
ci  rclos.

The  turf  lost  Tommy  Burns,  inter- 
nationally fame  us  as  a  hockey,  and 
James  R.  Keene,  whose  racing  stable 
was  for  many  years  the  most  noted 
in   America.

Williams  County,  N.  D.,  Offi- 
cial Criticized  forCul- 
bertson  Lynching. 

Williston,  N.  D.,  Dec.  22.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Sheriff  Erickson  of 
VViliiams  county  Is  the  first  Socialist 
ever    elected    to    that    office     in    North 

Dakota  and  the  first  in  the  entire 
United  States,  it  is  claimed.  Because 
of  his  political  affiliations  he  has  been 
cen.su red  for  not  removing  Cleve  Cul- 
bertson  to  the  state  penitentiary  earl- 
ier and  it  Is  claimed  had  he  done  so 
the  lynching  and  the  attendant  dis- 
grace on  Williston  might  have  been 
avoided. 

In  Justification  of  the  sheriff  it  Is 
stated  that  a  certain  time  had  to 
elapse  after  the  conviction  before  the 
sentence  could  be  imposed,  tlien  he 
w^as  arraigned  on  two  other  murder 
charges. 


IN  NEW  QUARTERS, 

Roseau   County   Courthouse   is   Now 
Being  Used. 

Roseau.  Minn.,  Dec.  22. — The  new 
Roseau  county  courthouse  that  was  de- 
signed   by    Architects    Lignell    &    Loe- 

beck  of  Duluth,  erected  by  Fawcett  & 
Bergstrom,  and  supervised  during  con- 
struction b.v  Chairman  Nelson  of  the 
county  board  and  Auditor  S.  G.  Bertil- 
rud,  is  now  being  used.  The  building 
Is  deemed  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  county  for  a  number  of  years.  It 
is  said  to  have  been  erected  reasonably 
considering  the  high  price  era  pre- 
vailing in  the  land. 


CO-OPERATIVE  STORE 

SCHEME  DROPPED. 

Cooperstown,  N.  D.,  Dec.  22. — The 
plan  for  a  co-operative  store  here  has 
failed.  A  few  days  ago  the  announce- 
ment was  made  that  ninety-eight  sign- 
ers at  ?100  each  had  been  secured  and 
that  twenty-five  more  would  be  added. 
It  was  claimed  the  success  of  the  plan 
was  assured.  An  investigation  showed 
only  seventy  had  signed  up.  Despair- 
ing of  securing  enough  to  raise  the 
list  to  100  the  promoters  have  released 
those  who  had  already  signed  and  an- 
nounced the  indefinite  postponement 
of  the  plan. 


SKIP  ROPE  BREAKS. 

Skip  Drops  Quarter  of  a  Mile,  Killing 
One  Man. 

Crystal  Falls,  Mich.,  Dec.  22. — The 
hoisting  rope  on  a  loaded  skip  at  the 
Dunn  mine  broke  a  few  evenings  ago 
and  let  the  skip  with  its  three  ton  of 
ore  and  its  own  weight  of  two  tons — 
five  tons  in  all — fall  to  the  bottom  of 
the  .'-.haft,   a  distance   of   1,200   feet. 

Four  men  were  at  work  below  the 
pentice  at  the  1,200-foot  level,  timber- 
ing up  the  new  lift.  One  of  them, 
Charles  Koskenin,  was  killed,  two  In- 
jured and  the  fourth  escaped  without 
a  scratch.  The  living  were  trapped  in 
for  several  hours  and  it  was  not  until 
the  next  day  that  the  dead  man's  re- 
mains were  taken  from  under  the 
debris    that   covered    them. 

CRIPPLE  LOSES  LIFE 

BUT  SAVES  FAMILY.

— With  his  clothing  a 
mass  of  flames  from  an  oil  explosion, 
H.  E.  Corbin,  a  cripple,  thought  first 
of  the  safety  of  his  wife  and  children, 
and  he  called  to  his  wife,  still  sleep- 
ing, to  flee  from  the  house  with  the 
babies. 

Corbin  attempted  to  smother  the 
flames  with  a  quilt,  making  his  ov*n 
Injuries  so  serious  that  he  died  shortly 
afterwards.

Agreement  to  Live  Together 
Constitutes  Legal  Wis- 
consin Marriage. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Dec.  22. — The  Wis- 
consin eugenic  marriage  law,  which 
goes  into  effect  on  Jan.  1,  and  which 
has  created  a  state-wide  discussion  for 
several  weeks,  received  a  jolt  yester- 
day when  Horace  B.  Walmsley,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  bar  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States,  came  forth  with  a 
statement  that  a  marriage  ceremony 
in  Wisconsin  was  unnecessary  and 
therefore  the  eugenic  measure  was  use- 
less. 

"All  that  It  requirea  In  this  state  is 
that  two  persons  who  are  not  married 
at  the  time,  agree  to  accept  each  other 
as  mates."  said  Mr.  Walmsley.  "No 
service  is  necessary,  and  the  physical 
examination  required  by  the  late  law 
cannot  be  enforced." 

The  contention  of  Mr.  Walmsley  Is 
based  on  a  decision  of  the  state  su- 
preme court  of  April  8,  1913.  The  de- 
cision says  that  any  man  or  woman 
not  married  at  the  time  may  make  a 
legal  and  valid  contract  of  marriage 
without  any  license,  medical  examina- 
tion, priest,  clergyman  or  magistrate. 
All  that  Is  required  Is  that  two  per- 
sons agree  to  take  each  other  as  mar 
and  wife  and  begin  to  live  together 
in   that  relation. 

Might  Sisrn  Contract. 

No  written  statement  nor  witnesses 
are  required,  but  the  court  suggested, 
that  for  the  benefit  of  both  parties  It 
would  be  well  to  sign  an  agreement  as 
follows: 

"The  persona  who  have  signed  this 
paper  on  this  day  take  each  other  for 
hu.sband  and  wife,  being  then  In  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  and  they  begin  to 
live  together  as  such  husband  and 
wife." 

The  court  also  suggested  that  there 
be  duplicate  copies  of  the  agreement 
so  that  both  parties  may  be  supplied. 
Then  if  either  party  wishes  the  paper 
to  be  made  a  record  with  the  register 
of  deeds,  all  that  Is  necessary  Is  to 
have  two  witnesses  sign  it,  pay  a  no- 
tary public  25  cents  and  the  whole 
things  Is  accomplished,  despite  the 
laws  requiring  physical  examinations 
and   clergymen. 

This  discovery  has  thrown  the  eu- 
genic supporters  into  a  state  of  un- 
certainty. They  are  beginning  to  feel 
that  the  law  Is  useless.  The  opponents 
of  the  law  are  happy,  and  now  every- 
one is  awaiting  the  new  year  to  see 
just  what  will  happen. 

The  decision  of  the  supreme  court 
permitting  marriages  without  licenses 
and  examinations,  will  hold  after  Jan. 
1,  and  cannot  be  changed  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  state  legislature.

Despite  the  excellent 
weather  that  prevails,  there  is  no  tell- 
ing when  severe  storms  will  come  and 
it  is  generally  conceded  that  a  .«kipper 
who  would  make  such  an  attempt 
would  be  nothing  less  than  foolhardy. 
Should  he  experience  difficulty  in  mid- 
lake  there  would  be  no  hope  of  aid 
from  other  vessels  as  in  the  naviga- 
tion season,  and  therefore  a  crew  that 
would  ship  on  such  a  hazardous  pro- 
ceeding would  be  placing  themselves 
in  utmost  peril.

Christmas  Bill  Headlined  By  Stirring 
Little  Japanese  Drama. 

Reminiscent  of  "The  Typhoon"  in 
atmosphere  but  totally  differing  In 
plot  is  "The  Yellow  Peril"  the  one- 
act  play  which  headlines  the  Christ- 
mas week  bill  at  the  Duluth  Orpheum. 

Miss  Nina  Morris,  an  actress  who  is 
more  or  less  familiar  to  theater-goers, 
because  of  her  work  with  James  K. 
Hackett,  is  presenting  the  sketch,  as- 
sisted by  a  capable  little  company. 

The  sketch  may  have  its  weaknesses, 
but  certainly  lack  of  action,  stirprise, 
and  "punch"  is  not  one  of  them.  It  is 
quite  a  littl%  thriller  In  its  way,  and 
introduces  some  very  modern  stage 
surprises,  including  an  electric  chair 
and  a  dictagraph.  The  story  deals 
with  a  Japanese  spy  and  a  plot  to 
blow  up  all  the  American  warships  In 
the  navy  yards.  It  is  foiled  by  some 
American  secret  service  agent,  chief 
of  whom  is  Dora,  played  by  Miss  Mor- 
ris. If  the  spectator  can  accept  the 
Japanese  menace  seriously,  then  the 
plot  is  quite  consistent  and  well 
worked  out.

Southern  Pacific  and 

the  Coalers. 


Xew  York,  Dec.  22. — Traders  who 
went  into  the  stoclt  market  for  a  turn 
on  tlie  long  side  last  week,  were  dis- 
posed to  realize  today,  and  their  of- 
ferings held  the  advance  in  check.  Un- 
settled conditions  of  the  market  re- 
cently and  the  uncertain  outlook  for 
money  during:  the  closing  days  of  the 
year  caused  holders  of  long  stock  to 
take  profits  rather  than  hold  on  for  a 
further    advance. 

Weakness  of  special  stocks  ali^o  im- 
posed restraint  upon  the  market,  as 
did  foreign  selling  of  Canadian  Pacific, 
Steel  and  Amalgamated.  Preparations 
for  year-end  settlements  at  Berlin, 
where  some  money  strain  was  looked 
for,  were  responsible  for  the  selling 
from  that  quarter  of  Canadian  Pacific, 
which  sagged  over  4  point.s.  Western 
Union  was  again  depressed  and  Mis- 
souri Pacific  dipped  to  22 Vi.  the  low- 
est point  in  twenty  years.  The  range 
of  prices  as  a  whole  was  narrow  with 
the  average  at  noon  a  shade  under 
Saturday's    close. 

Bonds     were    irregular. 

Stocks  reacted  at  the  opening  of 
the  market  today  from  the  higher 
level  established  Saturday.  Western 
Union  was  especially  heavy,  dropping 
2>.^  to  a  new  low  record  at  55.  .\merl- 
can  Telephone  declined  nearly  a  point 
and  Canadian  Pacific  lost  2\.  The 
market  In  general  was  fractionally 
lower  but  after  a  fi^w  minutes  of  trad"- 
ing  prices  stiffened.  Lehigh  Valley 
rose  1  and  Sugar  I14. 

Buyers  at  the  early  low  prices  were 
intimidated  by  the  volume  of  selling 
orders  which  the  rally  brought  out, 
and  by  liquidation  In  Canadian  Pacific, 
Western  Union  and  American  Tele- 
phon.  Popular  stocks  returned  to 
opening  figures,  where  they  were  sup- 
ported. 

Active  bidding  for  Southern  Pacific 
gave  tone  to  the  whole  market  and 
prices  hardened.  Southern  Pacific  rose 
to  88%,  and  the  telephone  and  tele- 
graph stocks  rallied  1  to  2  points. 
Foreign   houses   sold   30,000   shares. 

A  more  optimistic  sentiment  was 
diffused  by  a  brisk  rally  in  the  coal 
stock.''.  The  general  average  was 
raised   above   last   week's   close. 

The  market  closed  strong.  The  short 
interest  provided  a  leverage  fur  mark- 
ing up  prices  in  a  substantial  manner. 
Many  low-priced  stocks  were  conspicu- 
ously strong,  particularly  Can.

Five  Men  Are  Detailed  to 

Work   By   the 

City. 

With  the  coming  of  cold  weather 
the  park  department  Is  busily  engaged 
In  putting  eleven  outdoor  skating 
rinks    in   shape  for   use. 

The  bottoms  have  been  frozen  and 
the  surfaces  are  now  being  provided. 
It  Is  expected  that  most  of  them.  If  not 
all.  will  be  In  service  tomorrow.  A 
crew  of  five  men  was  detailed  to  this 
work  today  and  will  continue  until  it 
has  been  completed. 

The  city  will  prepare  the  rinks  and 
re-surface  them  from  time  to  time  as 
needed  but  will  not  have  any  further 
share  in  their  maintenance.  The  ice 
will  be  cared  for  by  the  boys  in  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  various  rinks. 
Some  will  be  provided  with  warming 
houses  but  they  must  be  properly  used  i 
and  kept  up.  The  city  authorities  will 
not  allow  them  to  remain  If  they  be-  I 
come  the  rendezvous  of  gangs  whose 
pastime  Is  swapping  Indecent  stories, 
smoking  cigarettes  or   playing  cards. 

The  rlnks  are  located  In  the  follow- 
ing places:  Irving,  Fifty-seventh  ave- 
nue vt-est  and  Nicollet  street;  Merritt, 
Fortieth  avenue  west  and  Seventh 
street;  Longfellow  and  Ely.  Fifty- 
seventh  avenue  west  and  Cody  street; 
Brvant,  Thirtieth  avenue  west  and 
Third  street;  Emerson.  Ninth  avenue 
west  and  Third  street;  Adams.  Fif- 
teenth avenue  west  and  First  street;

Washington,  Dec.  23.— Diplomatic 
dispatched  today  report  that  a  forced 
loan  of  550.000  Mexican  currency  has 
beep  advanced  by  Spaniards  at  Aca- 
pulco  to  the  Federal  milUary  com- 
mander.

His  parents,  three 
sisters  and  two  brothers  live  in  Swe- 
den, and  Ohman  had  planned  to  spend 
several  months  with  the  members  of 
his  family  before  returning  to  Duluth. 
Before  leaving  here  he  lived  at  2729 Va 
West  Helm  street. 

Brother    Make«    Inquiries. 

Erick  Ohniun,  a  brother  of  the  dead 
man,  came  to  police  headquarters  last 
evening  and  inquired  into  tlie  dispatch 
published  in  The  Herald  regarding  the 
tinding  of  Ohman's  body  in  a  Chicago 
hotel.  Upon  Inquiry  Chief  Troyer 
learned  that  the  man's  room  showed 
signs  of  a  struggle  and  that  first  im- 
pressions were  that  he  had  been  mur- 
dered, it  having  been  known  that 
Ohman  had  considerable  money  In  his 
possession. 

This  morning  Chief  Troyer  received 
several  dispatches  stating  that  later 
evidence  points  to  suicide  and  that 
Ohman  must  have  strangled  himself  to 
death. 

The  brother  who  lives  at  2632  West 
Huron  street,  said  at  police  head- 
quarters this  morning  that  he  does 
not  believe  his  brother  committed  sui- 
cide. He  declares  that  Nels  had  never 
been  drunk  to  his  knowledge  and  he 
rather  doubts  the  story  that  he  took 
his  own  life.  He  thinks  that  Nels  was 
killed  by  some  men,  wlio  robbed  him 
of  his  money. 

Nels,  who  Is  31  years  old,  came  to 
Duluth  in  1908  and  had  been  working 
as  a  dock  and  railroad  laborer  up  to 
several  weeks  ago,  when  he  decided 
to  make  a  visit  to  Sweden.

Johnson  was  arrested  last  evening 
by  Officer  Fagerberg  on  a  charge  of 
drunkenness  and  he  •was-  compelled  to 
spend  the  night  in  jall^'with  six  other 
prisoners,  who  had  btfetf  taken  in  cus- 
tody   during    the    evening. 

When  breakfast  time  came  this 
morning,  Johnson  was  told  that  all 
he  would  get  would  be  some  sardines, 
bread  and  water.  He  thought  a 
moment  and  remembering  that  he  had 
a  little  money  when  arrested,  agreed 
to  buy  breakfasts  for  all  the  prison- 
ers. He  was  told  that  the  restaurant 
refuses  to  bring  any  meal  over  for 
less  than  twenty-five  cents,  but  this 
did  not  alter  Johnson's  plan  and  he 
told  Patrolman  Wanvick  to  go  as  far 
as  he  liked.  A  few  minutes  later 
seven  breakfasts  errived  and  the 
prisoners    enjoyed    a    meal    fit    for     a 

'"l  guess  I  can  afford  it,"  said  John- 
son, while  the  men  were  eating  this 
morning,  "and  these  fellows  certainly 
do  need  a  square  meal.  If  they  had 
lone  every  day,  they  would  Probably 
never  land  in  jail.  And  this  being  so 
near  Christmas,  it  is^only  right  that 
I   do   my   little   .share   for  humanity. 

After  breakfast  tli«  men  were  all 
taken  upstairs  to  the  court  room, 
where  they  were  each  brought  up  be- 
fore  Judge  Windom.  Johnson  paid  his 
ffne  of  $3  and  before  leaving  the  ja.l 
stopped  long  enough  to  wish  all  the 
prisoners  a  Merry  Christmas  and  a 
Happy  New  Year.  The  only  thing  he 
regretted,  he  said,  was  that  he  was 
not  able  to  pay  the  fines  of  all  the 
prisoners.

within  so  short  a  time.  It  shows  what 
may  be  done  in  other  states  if  spe- 
cial efforts  are  made  to  safeguard  all 
engaged    in    the    mining    industry. 

"I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood 
as  agreeing  that  the  death  rates  in 
Michigan  and  Minnesota  are  as  low  as 
they  should  be,  or  as  low  as  they 
will  eventually  become,  but  I  do  say 
that  these  two  states  in  the  year  have 
made  more  real  progress  toward  the 
desired  goiil  than  others  in  the  Union, 
eitlier  in  metal  mining  or  coal  min- 
ing, and  that  mucli  credit  is  due  the 
mine  owners  in  these  states  for  their 
activities  in  behalf  of  safety. 
Fine    Co-operative    Spirit. 

"From  the  very  tirst,  the  tmreaii  of 
mines  has  noted  the  friendly  co-opera- 
tive spirit  between  the  operators,  the 
miners,  the  state  inspectors  and  the 
bureau  of  mines.  The  aggressive,  pro- 
gressive spirit  manifested  by  all  per- 
sons concerned,  the  desire  upon  the 
part  of  the  operators  and  the  men 
to  learn  about  the  work  of  the  bu- 
reau along  safety  lines,  the  enthusi- 
astic, kindly  greeting  of  the  men  of 
our  rescue  cars,  the  eagernes.<?  of  the 
miners  to  take  the  prescribed  rescue 
and  flrst-ald  training,  all  those  were 
sufficiently  noticeable  to  bring  warm 
comments  from  the  employes  of  the 
bureau.  And  the  result  has  been  so 
fruitful  in  so  many  less  funerals,  so 
many  less  widows  made  and  so  many 
children  who  have  their  fathers  left 
to  them.  If  there  were  a  lesson  to 
the  entire  mining  industry  for  the 
year  just  closing,  I  would  point  to  the 
remarkable  record  made  by  Michigan 
and    Minnesota." 

Figures  For  W'liole  Country. 

The  bureau's  report  on  metal-mine 
accidents  in  the  I'nlted  States  in  1912, 
shows  661  men  killed,  4,502  seriously 
injured  and  26,232  men  slightly  injured 
out  of  a  total  number  of  169,199  men 
employed.  The  figures  show  a  decrease 
of  thirty-four  deaths  from  1911,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  Alaska  with  twen- 
tv-one  fatalities  is  included  for  the 
first  time  in  the  1912  report.  The  death 
rate  for  1912  was  3.91  for  every  1.000 
employed  as  against  -1.19  in  the  year 
1911. 

The  report  on  motal-mine  accidents 
completes  the  mortality  statistics  for 
the  mining  industw  for  the  year  1912 
and  shows  in  coal  mining,  metal  min- 
ing and  quarrying,  a  total  of  3,234 
deaths  for  the  year,  with  a  death 
rate  of  3.22  as  against  3,602  in  1911 
and  a  rate  of  3.58  in  every  1,000  em- 
ployed.

People  Impoverished. 

Mexico  City,  Dec.  23. — Feeble  efforts 
have  been  made  to  arrange  holiday 
festivities  in  Mexico  City  this  year. 

Governor  Corona  of  the  Federal  dis- 
trict has  enlisted  a  few  of  the  city's 
fashionable  women  to  assist  him  In 
holding  a  kermess  In  one  of  the  public 
parks,  but  even  this  show  of  holiday 
spirit  is  half  apologetic,  it  being  an- 
nounced that  the  proceeds  are  to  go 
toward  buying  clothing  for  the  poor. 

Merchant.^  in  Mexico  annually  dress 
their  windows  and  stores  to  attract 
the  gift-buying  public,  but  unlike  the 
stores  in  the  United  States,  the  rush  Is 
not  over  untllone  week  later.  Only  a 
few  Mexicans  buy  presents  and  dis- 
tribute them  on  Christmas,  but  all  of 
them  want  to  give  tokens  of  their 
love  and  friendship  on  New  Year's  day. 

Tills  year  the  merchants  have  made 
little  effort  to  capture  the  holiday 
money.  Sentiment  has  dulled  the  buy- 
ing spirit  and  war  has  drained  the 
money  bags.  As  a  people,  the  Mexicans 
are  impoverished.  Merchants  who  had 
placed  orders  early  In  the  year  with 
European  toy  houses  have  generally 
cancelled  them  because  of  the  in- 
creased duty  on  all  importations.  Such 
shop  windows  as  are  decorated  with 
holiday  goods  this  year  contain  only 
the  left-over  goods  of  a  year  ago. 

It  is  stated  here  that  the  Marines 
cruiser  Iduzuma,  which  arrived  at  Man- 
zaniUo  yesterday,  are  coming  to  the 
Federal  capital,  "merely  on  a  visit." 
The  visit  is  to  be  of  several  days' 
duration. 

La  Nacion,  the  daily  newspaper  pub- 
lished In  the  interests  of  the  Catholic 
party,  suspended  publication  today  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment.

"You  broke  up  my  home!" 

Glover  drew  an  automatic  pistol, 
Splelman  said,  and  three  shots  were 
fired  while  the  men  grappled.  De  Vil- 
liers died  in  a  few  minutes.  After- 
ward another  pistol,  vmdischarged,  was 
found  beside  the  dead  man's  body.

lacking  In  institutional  economy  or  ef- 
ficiency. The  operation  of  sending  a 
telegram  is  loaded  down  witli  seventy- 
four  incidental  services  and  processes, 
not  less  than  fifty  of  which  would  be 
replaced  by  affixing  the  postage  stamp. 
The  American  inefficiency  is  further 
exaggerated  bj'  the  complication  of 
telegraph  offices  in  all  the  important 
towns  and  cities,  and  the  denial  of  the 
service  at  many  thousand  necessary 
points. 

Telegraph    Serviee    Deelinlng. 

"A  striking  feature  is  the  discovery 
that  the  telegraph  service  is  a  rela- 
tively declining  institution,  and  that  it 
would  be  unwise  now  to  postalize  It 
alone  and  as  a  single  service.  To  take 
over  the  telegraph  lines  alone  and 
operate  them  merely  as  telegraph  lines 
might   result   in   postal    bankruptcy. 

"But  our  toll  and  long  distance  rates 
compared  with  those  of  other  coun- 
tries show  even  less  favorably  than  do 
our  telegraph  rates.  It  Is  not  unfair 
or  inaccurate  to  say  that  the  American 
interurban  teleplione  rates  are  the 
scandal  of  public  service  rates  the 
world  over.  The  American  Telephone 
monopoly  takes  the  thirteenth  place 
among  seventeen  countries  with  regard 
to   the  lowness   of  these  rates. 

"The  local  rates  of  the  Bell  telephone 
monopoly  are  just  twice  the  average 
charge  In  other  countries,"  continued 
Mr.  Lewis.  "While  our  postal  rates 
give  us  the  first  rank  in  lowness  of 
charges,  this  company  ranks  but  four- 
teenth among  sixteen  countries  with 
its  local  charges,  and  we  are  one  of 
three  countries  where  the  charge  per 
local  call  exceeds  the  letter  postage 
rate,  the  other  thirteen  countries  giv- 
ing a  muhc  lower  per  phone  call  than 
their    letter    rates. 

Phone    RateM    High. 

"The  subscriber's  rates  in  American 
cities,  compared  with  continental  cities, 
are  about  three  times  as  high.  For  ex- 
ample. New  York,  where  5,400  calls, 
about  fifteen  per  day,  under  a  meas- 
ured service  tariff,  cost  more  than  the 
four  unlimited  yearly  rates  of  London, 
Paris,  Berlin  and  Stockholm  together. 
For  like  services,  Baltimore  people  pay 
more  than  the  rates  for  London  and 
Paris  combined,  and  Washington  pays 
»s  much  a.<5  the  five  cities  of  Amster- 
dam, Rotterdam.  Auckland,  Tokio  and 
Copenhagen  combined. 

"In  postal-telephone  countries  the 
local  toll  tariffs  tend  to  run  about  one- 
half  the  charge  for  a  letter,  while  here 
it  runs  with  the  street  car  fare,  and 
sometimes  exceed  it,  when  It  Is  three 
times  the  letter  rate. 

Effeet   of  Competition. 

"While  competition  does  not  supply

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Wisconsin    Professor  Also 
Urges  Moral  Instruc- 
tion in  Schools. 

Madison,  Wis.,  Dec.  23. — "I  do  not 
believe  in  the  wholesale  introduction 
of  sex  education  into  the  school  sys- 
tem of  a  city,"  said  Prof.  Sharp  of  the 
department  of  philosophy  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin   today. 

"Generally  speaking,"  he  continued, 
"this  work  can  be  most  satisfactorily 
carried  on  in  connection  with  other 
work.  For  instance,  it  can  be  done 
effectively  In  connection  with  work  in 
biology.  In  my  opinion  every  high 
.school  should  give  a  required  course 
In  biology  in  the  freshman  year.  In 
connection  with  this  work  certain  as- 
pects of  sex  education  could  be  han- 
dled in  a  natural  and  effective  man- 
ner." 

Prof.  Sharp  said  he  believed  th.at  a 
systematic  course  In  moral  Instruction 
should  be  given  In  every  grade  and 
high  school.  Sex  education,  he  said, 
would  then  form  an  integral  part  of 
that  work  in  the  high  school  and  in 
the  eighth  grade. 


GERMANS  TO  BUILD 

CHINESE  RAILWAYS. 

Berlin,  Dec.  23 — An  agreement  for 
the  construction  of  two  railroads  In 
China  by  German  engineers,  who  are 
to  utilize  purely  German  materials  aiid 
fJerman  capital,  was  signed  today  by 
the  Chinese  foreign  minister  and  the 
German  minister  to  China  at  Pekin. 

The  first  line  Is  to  run  from  Kaoml, 
near  Kiaochow,  on  the  Shantung  rail- 
way, southward  to  Han  Chwang, 
where  the  Tien  Teln-Pukow  railway 
crosses  the  Grand  canal.  The  second 
line  Is  to  extend  the  Shantung  railway 
from  its  terminus  at  Tsinan  to  Shun- 
teh  on  the  Hankow  railway.

For  many  years  the  losses  of 
the  municipality  have  been  next  to 
nothing,  the  risks  being  above  the  ave- 
rage, and  were  the  premiums  devoted 
to  a  fire  insurance  fund  It  would  be 
but  a  comparatively  few  years  before 
the  Insurance  fund  would  be  on  a  solid 
financial    footing.

Houston  has  issued  an  order  continu- 
ing the  quarantine  put  temporarily 
into  effect  Sept.  20  last  forbidding 
potato  Importations  from  the  British 
Isles,  Canada  and  all  continental  Eu- 
rope. This  action  was  modified,  how- 
ever, by  a  second  order  under  which 
the  quarantine  may  be  raised  under 
proper  regulation  and  Inspection  from 
foreign  countries  or  districts  which 
can  show  that  they  are  free  from  po- 
tato wart  and  powdery  scab,  the  two 
diseases  which  the  department  of  agri- 
culture alms  to  keep  out  of  the  coun- 
try. 

The  first  becomes  effective  Dec.  24, 
but  win  admit  until  Jan.  15  next  po- 
tatoes covered  by  consular  Invoices 
Issued  on  or  before  Wednesday  next. 
The  second  becomes  effective  Jan.  16 
next. 

Protested  Qaarantlnc. 
Representatives  of  countries  affected 
appeared  at  hearings  recently  held 
and  protested  against  the  quarantine. 
In  the  case  of  certain  provinces  in 
Canada  and  certain  countries  and  dis- 
tricts of  Europe,  the  officials  here  be- 
lieve the  absolute  prohibition  can  be 
lifted  In  time  to  allow  the  movement 
of  the  present  year's  crop,  under  regu- 
lation and  Inspection,  which  under  the 
secretary's  order  is  similar  to  that  for 
nursery   stock. 

In  a  statement  accompanying  the 
orders,  the  department  announced  that 
"the  present  potato  excitement  is  ap- 
parently due  to  a  misunderstanding 
of   the   yield    of   this    year." 

Crop  Abov*>  AvcraK*.

Washington,  Dec.  23. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Lawyers  and  gamesters 
have  one  thing  in  common — they  will 
take  a  chance  on  anything.  There  are 
gamblers  who.  If  you  will  give  them 
"odds"  enough,  will  bet  you  there  will 
be  no  ocean  tide  at  Fundy  tomorrow, 
and  there  are  law>'er8  who  are  ready 
to  distort  and  kick  to  pieces  the  plain- 
est proposition  than  can  be  writ  in 
our  tongue.  A  very  successful  prac- 
titioner, Aaron  Burr,  is  credited  with 
this  definition:  "That  is  law  which  is 
clearly  elated  and  plausibly  main- 
tained." That  may  be  called  the  art 
of  law.  if  the  judge  on  the  bench  hap- 
pen.s  to  be  unlearned  in  the  letter  of 
the  law.  Incapable  in  the  Interpreta- 
tion of  the  law,  or  deficient  in  a  moral 
sense  of  justice. 

There  are  lawyers — and  these  like 
poets  and  generals  are  born — who  are 
naturally  versed  in  the  principles  of 
the  law.  They  have  an  exquisite  sense 
of  justice  and  do  not  have  to  go  to 
the  books  to  find  out  whether  one 
proposition  is  sound  and  another  er- 
roneous. On  the  other  hand,  there  are 
lawyers  w^ho  will  hazard  no  opinion  on 
any  proposition  without  a  careful  ex- 
amination   of   the   precedents. 

*  •  « 
The  late  John  G.  Carlisle,  then 
speaker  of  congress  and  a  very  busy 
man,  was  employed  in  a  very  import- 
ant case  Involving  a  large  sum.  He 
snatched  time  to  read  the  brief,  and, 
his  mind  then  the  clearest  perhaps 
with  which  any  American  lawyer  was 
gifted,  decided  that  the  cause  of  his 
client  was  Just  and  should  prevail.  A 
few  days  before  the  case  was  to  be 
argued  in  the  supreme  court  he  jotted 
down  some  notes  of  less  than  a  thou- 
sand words,  called  his  son,  Logan,  him- 
self a  very  able  lawyer,  and  said:  "Go 
into  the  supreme  court  librarj'  and 
search  the  English  and  American  de- 
cisions. If  the  principle  here  involved 
has  been  decided  it  surely  has  been 
held  this  way,"  and  he  read  the  pa- 
per. 

Logan  ^-orked  two  or  three  days  on 
the  case  and  found  the  decisions  to 
be  oreciselv  what  the  prescience  of  his 
father  had  divined  them  to  be.  When 
he  went  into  court  Mr.  Carlisle  spoke 
less  than  thirty  minutes.  Opposed  to 
him  were  some  of  the  ablest  lawyers 
in  the  land  who  argued  for  more  than 
two  hours;  but  Carlisle  gained  the 
case.

THE  NEW  CURRENCY  LAW  PROVISIONS 

Statement  of  Its  Terms  Stripped  of  Technical  Language  and  Phrased 
So  It  Can  Be  Understood  by  the  Non-Financier— How  It  Is  Expected 
to  Avert  Money  Troubles  by  Elasticity— Farm  Mortgage  Loans  by 
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Washington,    23. — The    new    bill 
fectlng     the      currency,      banking 
finances    of    the    country,    which 
now    been    passed    by    the    house 
which  the  senate  prepared  to  pass 
day  and  send  to 
his  signature.   Is 
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reaching  measures  relating  to  finance 
that  has  ben  enacted  in  many  years. 
The  magnitude  of  the  subject,  the  di- 
versity of  interests  affected,  and  the 
length  of  the  debates  in  both  branches 
of  congress,  have  made  it  difficult  for 
ordinary  observers  to  follow  the 
changes  and  grasp  the  essentials  of 
this  highly  technical  measure  in  its 
Important  bearings  on  money,  finance, 
banking  and  the  entire  range  of  fiscal 
subjects,  public  and  private,  which  it 
affects. 

With  a  view,  therefore,  to  present- 
ing succintly  and  in  non-technical 
language  an  epitome  of  the  sali'-nt 
features  of  the  measure  as  finally 
framed,  the  following  sumamry  is  giv- 
en of  the  bill  as  a  whole  and  of  its 
principal  details. 

Tlie  Flriit  Step. 
Generally  speaking,  the  first  steps 
to  be  taken  to  bring  into  operation  the 
nation's  new  financial  system  will  be 
through  an  organization  committee 
consisting  of  the  secretary  of  the 
trea.sury,  secretary  of  agriculture  and 
comptroller  of  the  currency.  Banks 
have  sixty  days  within  which  to  file 
their  applications  for  membership  in 
the  new  system;  and  one  year's  time 
is  allowed  before  the  government  will 
compel  the  dissolution  of  any  national 
bank  that  refuses  to  join.  ,  ^,  ,,  . 
The  new  law  will  make  little  direct 
change  In  the  operation  of  the  pres- 
ent national  bunks,  except  to  allow 
them  to  loan  a  certain  amount  of  their 
funds  upon  farm  mortgages.  Its  chlet

Reserve  Bank  Purpose. 

Danks  are  now  rcQuired  to  keep  a 
certain  percentage  of  their  deposits  as 
"reserves,"  part  in  cash  in  their  own 
vaults  and  part  of  which  may  bo  re- 
deposited  in  the  banks  of  New  York, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  other  designat- 
ed cities.  In  times  of  .sudden 
demands,  when  banks  have 
to  the  full  limit  of  their  resources, 
tliese  reserves  furnish  little  relict, 
because  if  they  are  paid  out  to  meet 
demands  the  banks  are  left  In  a  pre- 
carious  condition.      .        .   ,^  „  ,„^ 

The  basic  principle-  of  the  new  law 
is  to  get  these  reserve  funds  out  into 
circulation  when  necessary,  without 
lessening  the  safety  of  any  bank;  and 
to  provide  a  place  to  which  local 
banks  may  rush  In  a  crisis  a.nd  get 
cash  for  the  "prime  commercial  pa- 
they    hold    in    their 
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banks.  In  order  not  to  disturb  busi- 
ness conditions,  or  to  withdraw  too 
suddenly  the  heavy  deposits  of  country 
banks  In  the  large  cities^,  the  law  pro- 
vides that  three  years  may  be  con- 
sumed in  shifting  these  balances,  and 
that  if  necessary,  part  of  the  reserves 
transferred  to  the  regional  banks  may 
consist  of  commercial  paper. 

The  amount  of  reserve  required 
every    bank    under    the    new    law. 
the   place   where   it   must   be   kepi 
as  follows; 

Country  banks:  Total  reserve  re- 
quired, 12  per  cent  of  demand  deposits 
and  5  per  cent  of  time  deposits.

One  regional  bank  cannot  again  pay  ' 
out  the  notes  of  another,  except  under 
a  heavy  tax.

None  of  the  existing  forms  of  cur- 
rency except  the  national  bank  notes 
will  be  disturbed  by  the  new  law.  The 
United  States  bonds  now  used  to  se- 
cure the  issue  of  national  bank  notes, 
are  to  be  taken  up  at  the  rate  of  J25,- 
000,000  a  year  by  the  regional  reserve 
banks,  and  new  treasury  notes  or  short  i 
term  3  per  cent  bonds  will  take  their 
place.  National  bank  currency  is  ex- 
pected gradually   to   retire. 

The  Federal  reserve  board  will  exer- 
cise final  control  over  the  entire  op- 
eration of  the  system.  It  can  compel 
one  regional  bank  to  loan  to  another 
in  time  of  need;  can  suspend  all  re- 
strictions surrounding  the  reserve 
which  regional  banks  must  hold;  and 
can  remove  directors  of  regional  re- 
serve banks  whenever  it  is  believed 
necessary.

Tliat  word  "affect"  recalls  a  case  in 
the  supremq  court.  Before  and  long 
after  the  civil  rights  law  of  Charles 
Sumner  was  enacted  a  negro  was  in- 
competent to  testify  in  the  state  courts 
of  Kentucky.  For  the  unspeakable 
crime  a  negro  was  mobbed  and  hanged 
in  the  old  commonwealth.  The  l.'nited 
States  district  court  at  Louisville  In- 
dicted, tried,  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  death  several  alleged  members  of 
the  mob.  employing  the  Federal  civil 
rights  law  to  nullify  the  law  of  Ken- 
tucky as  to  negro  testimony  in  the 
state  courts.  The  case  was  appealed 
and  the  state  of  Kentucky  employed 
the  late  Jeremiah  S.  Black  to  appear 
in  the  supreme  court  in  behalf  of  the 
condemned.  In  my  humble  judgment 
his  argument  in  that  case  was  never 
surpassed  by  any  lawyer  who  ever 
spoke  our  tongue:  it  is  preserved  in 
his  "Life."  now  unhappily  out  of  print. 
The  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  was  overwhelmingly  Republican 
in  political  bias,  but  there  were  some 
great  jurists  on  that  bench  and 
had  too  much  respect  for  their 
Intellects  to  decide  the  case 
Black.  The  word  "affect"  was 
m  the  civil  rights  bill.  They  were  too 
partisan  to  declare  the  law  unconsti- 
tutional, but  they  reversed  the  court 
below  and  set  the  condemned  free, 
shielding  themselves  behind  a  mar- 
velous interpretation  of  the  term  "af- 
fect." ^    ,^

At  the  head  of  the  system  will  stand 
a  Federal  reserve  board  at  Washing- 
ton, appointed  by  the  president,  and 
to  consist  of  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency and  five  other  members.  Two 
of  these  shall  be  expert  bankers,  but 
none  shall  have  banking  affiliations  os 
own  stock  during  their  service.  "This 
board  will  exercise  general  control 
over   the   entire   system. 

The  temporary  "organization  corn- 
mittee "  or  the  Federal  reserve  board, 
will  select  from  eight  to  twelve  cities 
where  regional  reserve  banks  shall  be 
located  and  will  divide  the  entire 
country  geographically,  w-ith  these 
ciUes  as  the  centers  of  dl.strict.s  All 
national  banks  In  a  district  will  be 
required  to  subscribe  for  the  stock

"Member   Banks." 

Local  banks  will  be  known  as  "mem- 
banks."  because  they  will  own  the 
of  the  regional  reserve  bank  of 
their  district.  Each  member  bank  will 
be  required  to  take  capital  stock  of 
the  regional  reserve  bank  equal  to 
6  per  cent  of  the  member  bank's  capi- 
tal and  surplus.  The  capital  of  the 
regional  bank  will  Increase  or  de- 
crease so  that  it  always  represents  6 
per  cent  of  the  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  all  the  banks  of  the  dis- 
trict  that   have   joined  the  system. 

National  banks  are  compelled  to 
join  and  state  banks  are  permitted 
to  if  they  bring  their  reserve  require- 
ments up  to  the  standard  set  for  na- 
tional banks,  and  submit  to  national 
examinations. 

Public  ownership  of  the  stock  of  the 
regional  reserve  banks  is  permitted  in 
case  enough  banks  do  not  join  in  any 
district  to  provide  a  capital  stock  of 
$1,000,000.

"4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
compete  In  any  interscholastlc  contest 
for  more  than  four  vears  after  admis- 
sion to  a  high  school. 

"5.  No  person  over  21  years  of  age 
nor  any  high  school  graduate  shall  be 
allowed  to  compete  in  any  interhlgh 
school    contest. 

"6.  No  person  who  can  be  proven  to 
be  a  professional  shall  be  allowed  to 
compete  In  any  Interhigh  school  con- 
test 

"7  No  contest  shall  be  held  at  a 
time  which  shall  interfere  with  regu- 
lar high  school  work.  »,^„,,o 

"8  Contesting  teams  shall  always 
be  accompanied  by  the  city  or  vlllago 
superintendent  or  by  some  member  of 
the  faculty  duly  appointed  by  the  su- 
perintendent. This  faculty  represen- 
tative shall  be  authorized  to  act  in  all 
matters    for    the    superintendent. 

<'0      No   contest   shall   be   planned   by 


students  but  all  arrangements  shall  be 
made  by  the  superintendents  of  tho 
schools  concerned  or  by  some  member 
of  the  faculty  duly  appointed  by  the 
superintendent   for   this   purpose.

— The  In- 
dianapolis American  asociation  ball 
club  has  been  sold  by  Sol  Meyer,  own- 
er, to  J.  C.  McGill  of  Denver  and 
William    Smith    of   New    York    city    for 

$150,000. 

The  purchase  price  was  paid  to  Sol 
Kiser,  Mr.  Meyer's  representative,  at  a 
meeting   in   Chicago. 

The  sale  of  the  Indianapolis  team 
includes  the  franchise  of  the  Spring- 
field, Ohio.  Central  league  club,  Mr. 
Meyer  announces.  The  Springfield 
team  has  been  used  as  a  farm  by  the 
Indianapolis    club. 

About  three  months  ago  Mr.  McGill 
and  some  associates  of  Denver,  it  was 
reported,  purchased  the  team  at  that 
time  for  $165,000.  The  agreement  pro- 
vided for  $50,000  cash  payment,  but 
the  deal  fell  through  because  of  the 
inability  of  Mr.  Meyer  to  reach  an 
agreement  with  Mike  Kelley,  manager 
of  the  Indianapolis  team,  who  was  un- 
der a  two  years'  contract. 

When  the  new  negotiations  w^ere 
opened.  Kelley  agreed  to  accept  $5,000

Two  Harbors  Saloon  Man, 

Who    Violated    Law, 

Loses  Privilege. 

Two  Harbors,  Minn.,  Dec.  23. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — After  hearing 
the  evidence  of  two  detectives.  Mayor 
W^illiam  Towl  and  half  the  police  force 
against  W'illlam  Cook,  the  saloon  man 
who  was  found  guilty  by  .Justice  Nels 
Westerland  of  selling  liquor  on  Sun- 
day, July  13,  1913,  to  two  detectives 
which  the  city  engaged  to  gather  evi- 
dence against  him,  the  city  council  last 
night  revoked  his  saloon  license  by 
the  vote  of  4  to  2.  Esse,  Rothfus, 
Strand  and  Hedman  voted  in  favor  of 
the  resolution  revoking  the  license 
and  Harry  Van  Dyken  and  Tubman 
voted  against  it.  Alderman  Anderson 
was  not  present,  as  he  was  out  of  the 
city. 

Alderman   Kxplalnii. 

After  the  resolution  was  passed  Al- 
derman Van  Dyken  explained  to  the 
remaining  members  of  the  council  and 
the  large  crowd  which  packed  the 
council  chamber  wliy  he  voted  against 
the    resolution. 

"I  realize  that  I  will  be  severely 
censured  by  many  of  the  good  people 
of  Two  Harbors  for  the  position  I 
have  taken  as  regards  this  resolu- 
tion," he  said,  "but  my  conscfence 
would  not  permit  me  to  do  otherwise. 
To  revoke  this  man's  license  on  the 
word  of  two  'stool  pigeons,'  such  as 
the  ones  who  appeared  on  the  witness 
stand  tonight  does  not  seem  right  to 
me  and  such  an  act  would  be  delib- 
erately depriving  him  of  his  dally 
bread,  according  to  my  way  of  think- 
ing."

Cook  to  close  his  place  of  business  will 
be  served  on  him  the  Latter  part  of  the 
week,  after  the  official  publication  of 
the  proceeding  in  the  local  official 
paper. 

The  witnesses  were  examined  and 
questioned  by  City  Attorney  John 
Dvvan.  Tiie  mayor  and  the  chief  of  po- 
lice and  Patrolman  Ringdor  told  al- 
most exactly  the  same  story  as  they 
did  before  the  district  court.

1  L-iter  this  afternoon  she  was  to  be 
released. 

"Then    I    am    going    to    vanish,"    she 
t  said. 

Couch  died  on  the  lounge  in  his  of- 
fice early  Sunday  morning.  His  com- 
panion, shriekin^r,  gave  the  alarm  and 
summoned  a  pliysician.  Then  for  the 
first  time  it  became  known  that  for 
three  years  she  had,  for  the  love  of 
the  man,  exi.sted  in  a  tiny  quarter  of 
the  office  partitioned  oil  as  a  combi- 
nation sleeping  and  living  room  and 
kitchen. 

Loved  Him  Devotedly. 
Couch  for  years  had  spent  most  of 
his  time  In  his  office.  The  Brance 
woman  says  she  loved  him  devotedlv; 
that  he  returned  her  love,  and  that 
tfieir  relations  dated  back  fifteen  years 
when  she,  as  a  book  agent,  chanced 
to  call  on  him. 

"The  woman  looks  pale  and  haggard 
today.  She  was  young  and  attractive 
looking  ten  years  ago.  but  her  devo- 
tion to  Couch  and  the  secret  alliance 
and  Its  Incident  Imprisonment  have 
aged  her  terribly.  She  has  refused  to 
discuss  the  case,  saying  that  she 
wishes  to  drop  out  of  sight  in  order 
not  to  cause  the  Couch  family  any 
more  notoriety.  Her  historv  Is  vague, 
little  being  known  except  that  she  for- 
merly lived  In  «jo.shen,  X.  Y.,  and  has 
a  brother  somewhere  in  Ohio.

Grand  Marais,  Minn.,  will  soon  have 
Its  first  railroad. 

The  Grand  Marais  &  Northwestern 
Railway  company  has  let  a  contract 
for  the  construction  of  the  first  twenty 
miles  of  Its  line  from  Grand  Marais  to 
Ely,  Minn.  The  road  from  Grand 
Marais  to  Ely  will  be  seventy-live  miles 
long,  and  when  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota 
road  is  built — which,  it  is  understood, 
will  be  soon — Grand  Marais  will  have 
direct  connection  with  Duluth,  a  thing 
which  has  been  impossible  heretofore 
except   by   boat. 

Men  are  at  work  clearing  the  right- 
of-way   for  the  Grand  Marais-Ely  road, 
preparatory    to     the    work    of    grading  I 
early    next    spring.      The    present    fine  j 
weather  has  afforded  a  splendid  chance 
for  this   preparatory  work. 

The  extension  of  the  Duluth  &  North- 
ern Minnesota  road,  long  talked  about, 
will  ultimately,  it  is  declared,  result  in 
a  railroad  to  Port  Arthur  and  Fort 
William;  but  that  is  in  advance  of 
present  piaii.s.  Only  sixteen  miles  of 
road  is  needed  to  connect  with  the  pro- 
posed Grand  Marais-Ely   road.

Henry  M.  Seager,  professor  of  po- 
litical economy,  Columbia  university 
in  the  Survey:  The  Federal  industrial 
relations  commission,  just  appointed 
by  I'resldent  Wilson,  was  created  to 
investigate  the  causes  of  the  prevail- 
ing bitter  feeling  between  employers 
and  employes  and  to  recommenJ 
measures  for  its  abatement. 

Antagonism  between  employers  and 
employes  is,  of  course,  no  new  thing. 
Their  interests,  when  it  comes  to  the 
division  of  the  fruits  of  their  com- 
mon thou;jht  and  toil,  are  necessarily 
opposed.  So  long  as  the  share  of  the 
employes  depends  on  their  ability  to 
make  favorable  bargains  with  their 
employers — that  is,  so  long  as  the 
wase  system  itself  endures — some 
sense  of  antagonism  must  continue. 

There  is,  however,  a  new  element  in 
the  situation,  and  this.  In  my  judg- 
ment, is  a  widespread  sense  of  the  in- 
justice of  the'  conditions  under  which 
the  wage  contract  must  now  be  made. 
Ry  this  I  do  not  mean  that  any  very 
large  proportion  of  wage  earners  has 
come  to  accept  the  doctrine  which 
Socialists  teach — that  the  whole  prod- 
uct of  Industry  is  due  to  labor  and 
ought  of  right  to  go  to  the  workers. 
Ihe  revolt,  as  I  Interpet  It,  is  not 
against  the  wage  system  itself,  but 
rather  against  the  legal  restrictions 
which  in  practice  hamper  wage  earn- 
ers at  every  turn  In  their  efforts  t) 
Improve  their  condition  without  put- 
ting any  corresponding  restraint  on 
their  employers. 

The    Injunction    an    Illustration. 

A  few  illustrations  will  make  my 
meaning  clearer.  The  injunction  pro- 
cess has  been  found  a  highly  efficient 
means  of  breaking  a  strike.  It  can  be 
used  by  employers  against  their  em- 
ployes, because  they  can  nearly  al- 
ways persuade  a  court  that  damage 
suits  against  these  employes,  after 
they  have  committed  unlawful  acts 
which  are  destructive  of  property,  will 
prove  Ineffective.  It  can  rarely,  if 
ever,  be  turned  against  employers, 
because  it  can  usually  be  urged  that 
they  will  be  able  to  respond  in  dam- 
ages, and  that,  therefore,  there  is  no 
need  for  this  extraordinary  means  of 
compelling  them  to  respect  the  prop- 
erty rights  of  others.  A  legal  remedy 
which  may  be  used  by  one  side  in  an 
inuustrial  dispute  and  not  by  the 
other,  naturally  seems  to  the  other 
unfair. 

Again,  wage-earners  know  that  to 
succeed  In  .strikes  for  higher  wage.j 
or  shorter  hours  they  must  control  a 
stafflclent  proportion  of  the  available 
v/orkers  In  the  trade  to  bring  It  home 
to  the  employer  that  they  are  neces- 
sary partners  In  his  business.  From 
their  point  of  view,  therefore,  efforts 
to  strenegthen  their  unions,  throug'i 
strikes  to  prevent  the  employment  of 
non-unlonlsts  or  "scabs,"  are  as 
necessary  and  proper  as  efforts  to  get 
higher  wages  or  shorter  hours  di- 
rectly. Wlien  the  courts  tell  them 
that  they  may  strike  for  better  condi- 
tions, but  if  they  strike  to  strengthen 
the  union,  they  «re  guilty  of  con- 
spiracy, they  feet  that  the  law  is  il- 
logical, arbitrary  and  designed,  while 
seeming  to  concede  to  them  the  right 
to  imited  action,  really  to  prevent 
their  united  efforts  from  being  effec- 
tive. 

If  Strike*,   Why  Not   BoycottH? 

Another  distinction  the  law  draws, 
which  seems  to  them  unfair,  is  that  be- 
tween strikes  and  boycotts.  One  way 
in  which   the   obdurate   employer  uiay 


be  made  to  respect  the  rights  of  his 
men  to  organize  Is  by  Inducing  his 
customers  to  withdraw  their  patronage 
unless  he  treats  his  employes  in  a 
manner  that  seema  to  these  customers 
fair.  Trade  unionists  see  no  reason 
why,  feeling  as  they  do  in  regard  to 
tlie  right  of  wage-earners  to  organi:'-e, 
they  should  not  refuse  to  patronize  an 
em.ployei  who  denies  them  this  right. 
To  make  such  refu.sal  effective  they 
think  that  they  should  be  allowed  to 
publish  the  names  of  "unfair"  or  "we- 
don't-patronize"  employers.  The  view 
that  this  constitutes  a  conspiracy 
seems  to  them  to  Involve  a  denial  of 
their  libertv  to  patronize  whom  they 
choose.  When  this  view  of  the  boy- 
cott crvstallizes  In  an  injunction,  for 
the  alleged  violation  of  which  John 
Mitchell  is  threatened  with  line  and 
imprisonment,  it  oecoine.s.  vo  «-»'<^>' 
minds,  an  intolerable  instrument  of 
tyranny.  ^  ^,       _,    , 

Finally,  the  application  of  the  fed- 
eral anti-trust  act  to  labor  combin- 
ations strengthens  wage-earners  in 
their  belief  that  for  whatever  purpose 
a  law  may  be  framed  the  courts  will 
be  certain  to  turn  It  again.^t  them 
rather  than  against  their  employers. 
Under  the  statute  the  United  Hatters 
.Tre  liable  to  pay  damages  to  the 
amount  of  $240,000  for  acts  which 
their  consciences  fully  approve,  while 
the  Standard  Oil  company,  the  trust 
most  frequently  referred  to  when  the 
act  was  under  consideration  in  con- 
gress, has  escaped  with  an  order  to 
di.><solve,  obedience  to  which  has  served 
only,  so  the  wage-earner  argues,  to  en- 
hance greatly  the  value  of  its  con:;tl- 
tuent  properties. 

It  Is  these  anomalies  in  our  law  as 
It  applies  to  wage-earners  which  are. 
In  mv  opinion,  chiefly  responsible  for 
the  bitterness  whi^h  An,erlcan  work- 
Ingmen  feel  toward  their  employers 
and  the  readiness  with  which  they  turn 
from  lawful  to  unlawful  and  even 
criminal  means  to  procure  their  ends. 
Nothing  is  so  fatal  to  a  law  abiding 
disposition  as  a  conviction  that  the 
law  itself  is  unjust  or  that  Its  ad- 
ministration is  unfair.

BRAZIL    NUTS    MORE    POPULAR. 

New  York  Sun:  Brazil  nuts,  which 
are  regarded  with  increasing  favor  as 
a  food  as  well  as  a  dainty,  are  not 
grown  in  cultivated  orchards  In  Bra- 
zil, but  are  gathered  from  the  wild 
forest  In  a  laborious  and  even  dan- 
gerous   way. 

A  Brazilian  merchant  will  equip  a 
party  of  men  by  providing  provisions, 
clothing  and  other  necessaries,  and 
the  expedition  Is  then  dispatched 
along  the  banks  of  the  Amazon  to 
collect  the  harvest,  an  operation  which 
frequently  lasts  several  months.  Some 
idea  of  the  nature  of  the  task  may 
be  formed  by  the  knowledge  that  only 
the  pods  thrown  down  by  wind  and 
rain  can  be  secured.  No  collector  dare 
climb  the  tall  tree,  on  .account  of  the 
scorpions,  fire  ants  and  other  pests 
that  infest  the  bark  and  foliage.  There 
Is  also  great  liability  to  fever  In  the 
forests,  so  that  men  can  be  Induced 
to  do  this  work  only  In  the  season 
when  the  more  remunerative  work  of 
collecting    rubber   is    not   to   be    had. 

The  year's  crop  begins  to  arrive  in 
New  York  and  London  In  early  spring, 
but  It  Is  said  to  be  difficult  to  dispose 
of  the  nuts  then,  as  tradition  asso- 
ciates them  with  Christmas,  when 
the  demand  becomes  great.

WRITERS  OF  HISTORIC  SONGS. 

London  Chronicle:  Most  of  the  .songs 
that  have  made  history  were  written 
by  men  who  had  no  other  claim  ta 
Immortality.  The  "Marseillaise"  i?  the 
only  production  of  Rouget  de  Lisle 
which  has  survived,  and  "The  Wea'ing 
of  the  Green"  was  the  work  «)f  an 
anonymous  purveyor  of  ball'ids  for  the 
street  hawkers  of  Dublin.  Max 
Schneckenburger,  an  obscure  Swabian 
merchant,  who  never  published  any- 
thing else,  composed  in  1840  some 
verses  of  which  the  burden  v>as  thus 
translated: 

"Dear   Fatherland,   no  danger  thine. 
Firm    stand     thy    sons    to    watch     the- 
Rhine." 

Little  was  heard  of  these  until  thirty 
years  later,  when  the  Franco-  German- 
war  gave  them  an  enormous  vogue 
They  were  then  adopted  as  the  na-^ 
tional  anthem  of  ITnited  Germanv.  and 
a  yearly  pension  of  3, COO  marks  was 
conferred  on  the  composer  of  tiie  tuncb 
to  which  they  were  seL

Canadian  millers  are  appealing  to  the 
government  at  Ottawa  for  an  investi- 
gation Into  the  freight  discrimination 
between  Hour  and  wheat  by  the  ocean 
liners. 

As  a  basis  for  investigation  the  mil- 
lers have  stated  that  the  rate  on 
grain  to  Liverpool  is  now  6.58c  per 
100  pounds,  while  the  rate  on  flour 
is  14c  per  100  pounds,  a  discrimina- 
tion against  flour  of  7.42c.  Millers 
over  there  do  not  ask  that  freights  on 
wheat  and  flour  be  placed  on  the  same 
basis,  but  they  estimate  that  a  dis- 
crimination of  from  2c  to  3c  Is  suf- 
ficient to  cover,  the  greater  expense 
involved  In   carrying  flour. 

it  Is  conceded  that  a  remedy  for  the 
trouble  Is  not  easily  found  for  the 
reason  that  British  steamers  largely 
monopolize  the  carrying  trade  from 
Canadian  ports  across  the  ocean.  They 
are  Influenced  by  milling  interests 
over  there  and  are  besides  beyond 
Canadian  government  control.  Some 
In  the  trade  go  so  far  as  to  suggest 
that  a  line  of  government  freight 
steamers  be  established  to  look  after 
the  Interests  of  the  home  miller. 

The  American  milling  trade  Is  fac- 
ing a  similar  situation  and  the  sug- 
gi  stion  is  offered  In  some  quarters 
that  international  action  be  taken  to 
secure  relief  from  the  steamship  com- 
panies.

RECALLS  VENTURE 

OF  HIS  YOUTH 


Capt.  Majo  Reminded  of  In- 
vention for  Inter-City 
Transportation. 

Capt.  A.  C.  Majo  of  the  Independent 
ferry  line  of  Duluth  recalled  a  ven- 
ture of  his  younger  days  last  evening 
when  he  read  the  "Twenty  Tears  ago" 
column  in  the  Herald. 

An  item  there  told  of  a  scow  which 
was  operated  between  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior. The  scow  was  designed  to 
either  slide  over  the  Ice  or  float  In  the 
wrater,  depending  on  whether  or  not 
the  ice  was  strong  enough  to  bear  its 
weight. 

The  scow  was  an  invention  of  Capt. 
Majo's  and  it  created  an  Immense 
amount  of  interest  at  the  time.  Pic- 
tures of  it  appeared  In  many  maga- 
zines, Including  the  Youth's  Compan- 
ion. 

The  description  of  the  scow  con- 
tained in  the  Herald  clipping  was  as 
follows:

Attorney  General  Says  Ben- 
dixen  Law  Interpreta- 
tion Is  Illegal. 

St.  Paul.  Minn..  Dec.  24. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Attorney  General  Smith 
today  vetoed  the  plan  of  the  railroads 
to  solve  the  difficulties  presented  by 
the  Bendixen  2-cent  rate  law,  enacted 
by  the  last  legislature,  which  will  su- 
persede the  old  law  sustained  by  the 
Federal  supreme  court  on  Jan.  1. 

The  act  says  that  carriers  may 
charge  3  cents  a  mile  for  the  first  five 
miles  and  thereafter  2  cents.  The  rail- 
roads proposed  that  they  charge  15 
cents  for  .«ix  and  seven  miles,  or  until 
the  2  and  3-cent  rates  met.  The  at- 
tornev  general  says  that  this  is  il- 
legal, and  that  while  the  fare  for  five 
miles  may  be  15  cents,  that  for  six 
miles  must  be  12  cents  and  for  seven 
miles   14  cents. 

The  roads,  it  is  tinderstood,  will  now 
solve  the  problem  by  charging  12 
cents  for  four,  five  and  six-mile  hauls, 
and   then   14   cents   for  seven    miles. 

The  bill  has  itiprcased  rates,  it  is 
said,    which    was    not    the   intention.

FAVORS  DELAY  OF 
THE  SEAMEN'S  BILL 


Foreigners'  Committee  Is- 
sues Statement  Regard- 
ing the  Proposal. 

New  York,  Dec.  24. — A  statement  is- 
sued in  behalf  of  a  committee  which 
represents  practically  every  foreign 
trans-Atlantic«Bteamship  line,  by  Paul 
Gottheil,  the  chairman,  supports  Pres« 
Ident  Wil.«on's  suggestion  tliat  legisla- 
tion regulating  the  status  of  seamen 
and  allied  subjects  should  be  deferred 
until  the  results  of  the  international 
conference  of  safety  ai  sea,  now  being 
held  in  London,  is  known.  It  is  held 
that  the  bill  now  pending  In  congress 
would  fail  to  accomplith  'ts  purnose 
of  increasing  the  safety  of  ocean 
travel.  The  measure  has  already 
passed   the  senate. 

The  statement  points  out  that  there 
should  be  uniformity  in  the  n..iritimo 
laws  of  all  nations,  and  that  for  this 
lenson  it  would  be  well  to  wait  for 
recommendations  to  be  mad  ^  by  the  in- 
ternational conference.  It  is  declare! 
that  the  bill  now  befor-3  ';ongre.-.s  is 
impracticable  in  some  of  its  provit-i<  lis 
and  cumbersome  In  others.  As  nn  ex- 
ample, the  compulsory  a.ssignment  of 
passengers  to  certain  places  in  p.ir- 
tlcular  lifeboats  is  cited.  Jt  is  con- 
tended that  this  measure  Is  'ibmrd. 
because  in  the  confusion  incident  to 
disaster  at  sea.  passengers  could  not 
always  get  to  the  boat  assigned 
them.

We 
have  slowly  been  coming  to  this  time 
which  has  now,  happily,  arrived,  when 
there  is  a  common  recognition  of  the 
things  that  it  is  undesirable  should  be 
done  in  business  and  the  things  that 
It  Is  desirable  should  be  done. 

"Organisation    Our    Prac«." 

"What  we  are  proceeding  to  do  now 
Is  to  organize  our  peace.  Is  to  make 
our  prosperity  not  only  stable,  but  free 
to  havi  an  unimpeded  momentum.  It 
is  so  obvious  that  it  ought  not  to  need 
to  be  stated,  that  nothing  can  be  good 
for  the  country  which  is  not  good  for 
all  of  the  country.  Nothing  can  be 
for  the  interest  of  the  country  which 
la  not  In  the  Interest  of  everybody: 
therefore,  the  day  of  accommodation 
and  of  concession  and  of  common  un- 
derstanding is  the  day  of  peace  and 
achievement  of  necessity. 

"We  have  come  to  the  beginning  of 
that  day.  Men  are  no  longer  resisting 
the  conclusions  at  which  the  nation 
has  arrived  as  to  the  necessity  of  re- 
adjustments of  its  business.  Business 
men  of  all  sorts  are  showing  their 
willingness  to  come  into  this  arrange- 
ment, which  I  venture  to  characterize 
as  the  constitution  of  peace.  So  that 
by  common  counsel  and  by  the  ac- 
cumulating force  of  co-operation,  we 
are  going  to  seek  more  and  more  to 
serve  the  country. 

Men'*    Eyea    Opened. 

"I  have  been  surprised  at  the  sud- 
den acceptance  of  this  measure  by 
public  opinion  everywhere.  I  say  sur- 
pri-sed,  because  it  seems  as  if  it  had 
suddenly  become  obvious  to  men  who 
had  looked  at  It  with  too  critical  an 
eye,  that  it  was  really  meant  in  their 
interest.  They  have  opened  their  eyes 
to  see  a  thing  which  they  had  supposed 
to  be  hostile,  to  be  friendly  and  serv- 
iceable— exactly  what  we  intended  it 
to  be,  and  what  we  shall  intend  all  our 
legislation   to   be. 

"The  men  who  have  fought  for  this 
measure  have  fought  nobody.  They 
have  simply  fought  for  those  accom- 
modations which  are  going  to  secure 
us  in  prosperity  and  in  peace.  No- 
body can  be  the  friend  of  any  class  in 
America  in  lh>'  .-(  n-o  of  being  the 
enemy  of  any  other  class.

Washington,  Dec.  24.  —  President 
"Wilson  signed  the  Glass-Owen  cur- 
rency bill  at  6:01  o'clock  last  night 
in  the  presence  of  members  of  his 
cabinet,  the  congressional  commit- 
tees on  banking  and  currency  and 
Democratic  leaders  in  congress  gen- 
erally. 

With  a  few  strokes  of  the  pen,  the 
president  converted  into  law  the  meas- 
ure to  be  known  as  the  Federal  re- 
serve act,  reorganizing  the  nation's 
banking  and  currency  sy.stem,  and  fur- 
nishing. In  the  words  of  the  presi- 
dent, "the  machinery  for  free  and 
elastic  and  uncontrolled  credits,  put 
at  the  di.'^posal  of  the  merchants  and 
manufacturers  of  this  country  for  the 
first    time    In    fifty    years." 

An  enthusiastic  applause  ran  through 
the  ceremony  as  the  president,  after 
affixing  his  signature,  delivered  an  ex- 
temporaneous speech,  characterizing 
the  desire  of  the  administration  to 
take  common  council  with  the  busi- 
ness men  of  the  country  and  the  tat- 
ter's efforts  to  meet  the  government 
advances  as  the  "constitution  of 
peace." 

An   Fnprecedented   Record. 

The  event  came  at  the  close  of  a 
day  of  rejoicing  in  the  national  cap- 
ital, for  congress  has  recessed  for  two 
weeks  for  the  first  time  since  it  con- 
vened last  April.  The  Democratic  lead- 
ers were  Jubilant  because  they  had 
completed  two  big  pieces  of  legisla- 
tion— the  tariff  and  the  currency  re- 
form— in  nine  months,  a  performance 
which  they  con.sidered  unprecedented 
In  the   history  of  the  country. 

"I  need  not  tell  you,"  said  the  pres- 
ident to  the  assembled  group  as  he 
took  up  hl.q  pen,  "that  I  feel  a  very 
gratification     at     being     able

He  said  his  case  was 
in  the  hands  of  his  attorney. 

Mrs.  Young  was  voted  back  into  the 
superlntendency  after  a  stormy  session 
of  the.board  of  education.  Seven  mem- 
bers refused  to  vote  on  the  ground 
that  the  board  had  no  power  to  recon- 
sider the  election  of  John  D.  Shoop, 
assistant  superintendent  under  Mrs. 
Young,  who  had  been  elected  her  suc- 
cessor.

Washington,  Dec.  24. — Plans  for  In- 
augurating a  system  whereby  all  ques- 
tions  pertaining  to   water   control   and

"We  expect  to  consider  the  problem

VON  KLEIN  GUILTY 
ON  BIGAMY  CHARGE 


Former    Minneapolis    Man 

Collapses  on  Hearing 

the  Verdict. 

Portland.  Or,  Dec.  24. — Edmund  E.  C. 
Von  Klein  of  Chicago  was  found  guilty 
of  bigamy  last  night.  The  indictment 
was  that  he  lived  here  blgamously 
with  Ethel  Newcomb  In  1911.  He  was 
twice  tried  on  charges  of  stealing  Miss 
Newcomb's  Jewels,  each  trial  resulting 
In   disagreement. 

Practically  no  defense  was  intro- 
duced In  the  present  case,  only  two 
minor  witnesses  being  introduced.  In 
the  course  of  the  trial  Von  Klein's 
father,  an  eminent  Chicago  scientist, 
died. 

Von  Klein  collapsed  when  the  ver- 
dict was  read.  He  fell  backward,  his 
head  striking  the  stone  floor  of  the 
courtroom,    and    he    became    hysterical. 

The  surprise  of  the  trial  was  the 
appearance  of  Louise  Von  Klein,  who 
says  she  was  married  to  Von  Klein  in 
Michigan  City,  Ind.,  in  1902.  The  trial 
developed  the  fact  that  Von  Klein  and 
Miss  Ethel  Newcomb  were  married  In 
San  Francisco  in  October,  1911,  and 
came  to  Portland,  registering  at  a 
hotel  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  B.  LewLs. 
It  was  while  at  the  hotel  that  Von 
Klein  was  accused  of  having  taken  the 
jewels,  valued  at  53,500,  from  Miss 
Newcomb.

Since  the  first  trial  Miss  Newcomb 
has  been  mlslng  and  her  testimony  at 
the  first  trial  has  been  read  from  the 
records   at   each    trial. 

Among  other  women  from  whom  it 
was  alleged  Von  Klein  obtained  jewels 
through  marriage  or  marriage  pro- 
posals, were  Mrs.  E.  Webber  of  Kan- 
sas City.

During 
the  second  trial  Mrs.  Rene  B.  Morrow 
of  Chicago  was  present,  apparently  as 
an  aide  to  Von  Klein.  An  apparent  rift 
between  them  occurred  and  Mrs.  Mor- 
row vanished.  Mrs.  Illstrup  Von  Klein 
and  Miss  Newcomb  were  the  only  two 
who    testified    against    him. 

Von  Klein's  attorneys  indicated  an 
appeal  to  the  supreme  court  would   be

I  think  we 
have  now  arrived  at  that  point  In 
sclentiflc  achievement  which  Justifies 
the  belleX  that  the  wheels  of  Industry 
will  not  cease,  nor  our  houses  go  un- 
lighted  or  unheated,  so  long  as  dams 
may  be  built  upon  our  streams.  Water 
will  be,  indeed  already  is.  the  greatest 
conservator  of  coal.  We  must  seek 
to  make  use  of  our  coal,  the  fullest 
use  that  society  requires.  This  prin- 
ciple seems  a  truism.  Hut  here  lies 
the  difficulty.  We  wish  cheap  coal  and 
at  the  same  time  a  minimum  of  waste. 
We  wish  society  to  take  the  lion's 
share  of  the  profit  and  yield  no  moro 
to  the  operator  than  will  make  his 
work  sufficiently  attractive  to  keep 
him  at  it.  In  short,  we  desire  competi- 
tion without  waste,  a  frank  impossi- 
bility. 

SafeHt   to   Leaite   Land. 

"Other  countries  have  wrestled  with 
this  problem.  Some  have  gone  Into 
government  operation.  But  those  who 
are  nearest  to  us  in  Institutions  and 
tendencies  have  found  that  In  a  new 
country  where  there  must  be  a  large 
development  and  higher  rewards  for 
enterprise,  the  safest  practicable 
method  Is  to  lea.se  the  land,  the  gov- 
ernment taking  a  njodest  royalty  and 
retaining  fome  mea^3ure  of  control  over 
operation." 

Similar  suggestions  are  offered  as 
to  the  development  of  petroleum,  phos- 
phate and  potash.  Secretary  Lane's 
idea  is  that  such  deposits  ought  to  be 
developed  under  the  leasing  system,  as 
in  the  case  of  coal,  the  government 
reserving  necessary  supplies. 

As  to  oil,  he  says:  "We  should.  I 
believe,  stimulate  the  search  for  oil 
and  protect  the  prospector.  I  feel  that 
we  are  not  sufficiently  rewarding  the 
pioneer.  A  plan  could  readily  he 
evolved  by  wliich  anyone  wishing  to 
prospect  for  oil  on  the  public  lands 
could  obtain  a  license  from  the  govern- 
ment exclusively  to  prospect  a  large 
tract    of    laud    for    a    period    of    time — 


achieved  through  the  development  of 
these  resources  under  proper  super- 
vision. 

Comparatlv>ly,  the  report  is  brief.  It, 
likewise,  is  wholly  unique,  in  that  it 
contains  not  a  single  recommendation.

I.iane  observes  emphatically  is  what  tiie 
country  desires  and  needs,  are  numer- 
ous; but  he  prefer.s  to  propose  general 
pulicie.s  to  the  making  of  Hat  recom- 
mendations.

New  York.  Dec.  24. — Robert  T.  Heite- 
meyer,  a  millionaire  leather  manufac- 
turer of  Hoboken,  and  Mrs.  Edna  L.

Oiriclals  In  charge  of  the  Salvation 
Army  relief  department  believe  that 
more  than  1,000  destitute  people  will 
receive  Christmas  dinners  through  the 
agency    of    the    department. 

Originally  It  was  planned  to  take 
care  of  150  families.  The  families  will 
average  ai.x  people  to  a  family.  It  Is 
estimated.  So  rapidly  have  requests 
fur  food  been  coming  In  during  the 
past  few  hours  that  it  Is  estimated  that 
at  least  1,000  of  the  needy  will  be  sup- 
plied. 

Many  of  the  commission  houses  of 
the  city  have  responded  nobly  to  the 
work  of  aiding  the  Salvation  Army  and 
have  supplied  a  large  number  of 
chickens.

Mure  IV'eedy  Families. 
According  to  the  statement  of  those 
In  charge  of  the  Salvation  Army 
work,  there  Is  a  greater  demand  for 
relief  than  ever  In  the  history  of  tlie 
cltv.  One  of  the  reasons  assigned  for 
this  condition,  In  fact  the  principal 
one,  is  that  the  unseasonable  weather 
has  thrown  a  large  number  of  wage 
earners    out    of    employment.

In  the  year  1907  a  number  of  squat- 
ters entorod  on  government  land  in 
Xorthtrn  Minnesota,  which  had  not 
yet  come  into  the  market,  and  settled 
down  to  farm  life.  In  April,  1J08,  the'r 
h<M>e3  were  .shattered  by  a  sweeping 
n«)tice  from  the  interior  department 
that  the  entire  township  had  been  at- 
twrhed   to  the  national  forctt  re.'ierve. 

Then  It  looked  gloomy  for  squatters 
and  most  of  them  abandoned  their 
claims,  as  they  did  not  think  it  worth 
wiiile  exp<M-imentlnB  with  them.

.-till  these  particular  claims  remained 
a  blank  on  the  map  to  all  who  were 
not  familiar  with  the  survey  in  the 
lield.  Numi  rous  communications  fol- 
lowed between  the  claimants  and  the 
commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office.  The  aid  of  Congressman  Miller 
was  sought  to  good  effect,  and  in  <)c- 
tober.  1911,  the  plats  were  filed  in  the 
li>c;<l  land  oflUe.  and  the  t  laimants  al- 
lov.ed  to  make  entry  on  the  land.  The 
mnking  of  final  proof  on  our  claims 
«l»>s»'d  an  intere.<!ting  piece  of  history.

There  has  been  no  official  confirma- 
tion of  tlii.-i,  but  significance  has  been 
attached  to  the  fact  that  negotiations 
between  Washington  and  London  on 
the  tolls  question  came  to  a  stf>p  about 
that  time,  and  the  British  government 
has  mode  no  effort  to  re.sume  them. 
Mr.  Bryce's  last  note,  however,  prac- 
ticall.v  committed  the  British  foreign 
office  to  the  delivery  of  another  com- 
munication, amplifying  and  .strength- 
ening the  points  adduced  by  the  am- 
bassador in  opposition,  to  the  argu- 
ments of  the  state  department  in  svip- 
port  of  the  exi.'^ting  canal  tolls  act. 
Expect  Kiiglnnd  to  Walt. 
The  weigiit  of  opinion  in  official  cir- 
cles is  that  now  that  Sir  Cecil  Sprlng- 
llice,  the  present  Britisli  ambassador, 
has  regained  his  health,  he  will  be 
I  prepared  to  resume  the  negotiations, 
I  though  he  probably  will  wait  a  rea- 
sonable time  to  afford  congress  a 
chance  t  >  act  ui)on  the  .Adatnson  bill. 

Representative  Adamson,  in  a  state- 
ment explaining  his  resolution,  said  it 
did  not  involve  the  principle  of  grant- 
ing subsidy  to  special  interests,  but 
did  afford  an  ojiportunily  to  clear  up 
the  international  phases  and  to  test 
contentions  of  all  sides  in  the  canal 
toll    controversy. 

"Tho3e  if  us  wlto  advocated  uniform 
lolls,"  said  Mr.  Adamson,  "rested  our 
case  largely  on  the  contention  that 
the  toll.<5  would  be  needed  to  operatv 
the  canal,  lo  prevent  the  operation  and 
maintenance  from  becoming  a  charge 
on  the  ireasur.v.  Mo»t  of  those  who 
advocated  exemption  from  coastwise 
trade  professed  that  if  the  govern- 
ment really  needed  the  tolls  to  oper- 
ate the  canal,  then  they  would  not 
insist  upon  the  exemption,  but  they 
contended  that  there  would  be  a  large 
iurplus  of  tolls  from  oth-r  vessels  and 
that  the  exemption  could  well  be  af- 
forded, considering  the  plethora  of 
revenue. 

Would  Aot  Violate  Treaty. 
"t)n  the  other  proposition,  the  ad  .'o- 
cates  of  uniform  tolls,  while  it  was 
still  a  domestic  proposition  and  be- 
fore England  had  been  heard  from  at 
all,  considered  the  treaty  stipulations 
and  sought  to  avoid  violation  of  them. 
'Ihe  advocates  of  exemption,  insisting 
that  there  wa;--  no  violation  of  treaties, 
asserted  that  they  would  not  cou.;enl 
to  violate  a  treaty,  and  that  if  it  re-.lly 
was  a  violation  of  a  treaty,  they  Avould 
not  insist  upon  the  exemption. 

"Then  a  leading  exponent  on  the 
lloor  of  the  house  suggested  that  the 
exception  be  made,  and  that,  if  Eng- 
land objected,  a  case  be  made  for 
demonstration  at  The  Hague.  Since 
that  exemption  was  made,  that  gentle- 
man and  others  of  his  associates  ob- 
ject to  arbitration  at  all.

Usual  Christmas  Formali- 
ties Will  Be  Observed 
There. 

Rome,  Dec.  24. — The  recent  deaths  in 
the    cardlnalate    have   cast   some   gloom 

over  Christmas  festivities  at  the  Vat- 
ican, but  the  season  will  be  generally 
observed  with  the  usual  formalities. 
The  pope  will  send  his  personal  greet- 
ings to  all  the  Catholic  sovereigns  of 
Kurope  witli  the  exception  of  the  king 
of  Italy,  with  whom  he  Is  supposed  to 
hold  no  communication. 

The  cardinals  residing  in  Rome  like- 
wise have  many  greetings  to  send, 
while  those  living  abroad,  incliullng  the 
4  three  American  cardinals,  senjjl  letters 
to  the  pope  which  are  read  personally 
by  the  pontiff  and  answered  by  Card- 
inal Merry  dol  Val,  the  papal  secre- 
tary of  state. 

Today  the  pope  received  the  cardi- 
nals. Christmas  <lay  itself,  howevi%\ 
is  to  be  a  da;'  of  rest  for  the  pontiff, 
as  after  celebrating  early  mass,  he 
simply  receives  his  .listers  and  passes 
the  remainder  of  the  time  in  the  library 
with    hi:;   books. 

At  the  Quirinal.  Christmas  will  be 
very  quietly  observed.  The  sovereigns, 
after  presenting  gifts  to  their  house- 
holds, will  retire  to  their  private  p.part 
ments  and  spend  the  day  with  their 
children.

Regulations    Do    Not 

Bar  the  Unfit. 


Proper  Eugenic  Selection  of 

the  Incoming  Millions 

Is  Urged. 


Washington,  Dec.  25. — "The  United 
States  is  taking  more  pains  today  to 
see  that  a  Hereford  bull  or  a  South-  j 
down  ewe,  imported  for  the  improve-  i 
ment  of  our  cattle,  are  sound  and  free  | 
from  disease  than  It  takes  in  the  ad-  ] 
mission  of  an  alien  man  or  woman  who 
will  be  the  father  and  mother  of 
American  children."  declares  Frof. 
Hubert  DeC.  Ward  of  Harvard  univer- 
sity, in  a  recent  communication  to  CJll- 
bert  H.  «.;rosvenor,  director  of  the  Xa- 
tiiinal  CJeographical  society  at  Wash- 
ington. "How  far  do  our  present  im- 
migration laws  enable  us  to  exclude 
those  aliens  who  are  mentally,  phy.^i- 
<.;illy  and  morally  unde-sirable  for  par- 
enthood; those  who  are  coming  here 
will  tend  to  produce  an  inferior  rather 
than  a  superior  American  race;  those 
who,  in  other  words,  are  eugenically 
unfit  for  race  culture?  Steamship 
ag^ents  and  brokers  all  over  Europe 
and  Eastern  Asia  are  today  deciding 
for  us  the  character  of  the  American 
race   of   the   future. 

Do    >ot    Keep    Oat    Fnflt. 

"Our  present  laws  aim  to  exclude 
Fome  twenty-one  classes  of  mentally, 
physically,  morally  and  economically 
undesirable  aliens.  On  paper  the  list 
of  the  excluded  classes  is  long  and 
formidable,  and  seems  more  than  suf- 
tivient  to  accomplish  our  engenic  pur- 
poses; but  the  fact  is  that  careful  and 
imprtjudiced  students  of  immigration 
«gree  that  the  laws  do  not  keep  out 
tlie  unfit  so  as  to  preserve  the  status 
quo.  to  say  nothing  of  promoting  eu- 
Kenic  improvement.  We  could  -Insist 
that  each  alien,  on  landing  here,  should 
undergo  a  very  thorough  mental  and 
physical  examination  at  the  hands  of 
our  public  health  and  marine  hospital 
i^erviie  surgeons.  Tliese  examinations 
would  involve  the  stripping  to  the 
skin  of  each  alien;  the  usual  physical 
examinations  for  physical  defects;  men- 
tal tfsts;  tests  for  contagious  diseases, 
and  similar  precautif)ns.  It  is  nothing 
iihort    of   a   crime   to   admit    people,   as 


often  happens  in  a  rush  season,  at  the 
Ellis  Island.  On  April  11,  1910.  T.9.31 
Ellis  lesland.  On  April  11,  1810,  7.931 
Immigrants  were  Inspected  by  the  med- 
ical officers.  I  believe  we  ought  to 
limit  the  number  of  aliens  who  shall 
be  landed  in  one  day  to  a  certain 
number  which  could  reasonably  well  be 
carefully  inspected.  We  ought  largely 
to  increase  the  number  of  surgeons 
detailed  for  this  work  and  should  en- 
large the  accommodations  at  some  of 
our  immigrant  stations. 

Should  Inrreaite  Fines. 

"We  can  go  a  long  way  in  increasing 
the  fines  which  the  steamship  com- 
panies pay  when  they  bring  over  an 
alien  who  is  found,  on  our  own  ex- 
amination here,  to  be  an  imbecile. 
Idiot,  epileptic,  or  suffering  from  a 
loathsome  or  contagious  disease  which 
could  have  been  detected  at  the  Port  of 
departure.  The  ttne  is  now  only  $100. 
We  should  put  immigrant  inspectors 
and  our  own  surgeons  on  board  of 
all  immigrant-carrying  vessels.  These 
officials,  mingling  with  the  immigrants 
on  the  voyage  over  should  see  that 
they  are  not  overcrowded,  and  that 
they  receive  adequate  medical  atten- 
tion. They  would  be  able  to  detect  a 
great  many  cases  of  physical  and  or 
mental  defect  which  we  could  not  pos- 
sibly detect  in  our  necessarily  hurried 
examinations  when  these  people  land. 
We  ought  to  amend  our  laws  so  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  exclude  more  aliens 
of  such  low  vitality  and  poor  physique 
that  they  are  eugenically  undesirable 
for   parenthood. 

"The  need  is  imperative  for  apply- 
ing eugenic  principles  in  much  of  our 
legislation.  But  the  greatest,  the  most 
logical,  the  most  effective  step  that 
we  can  take  is  to  begin  with  a  proper 
eugenic  selection  of  the  incoming  alien 
millions."

Consumption  Per  Capita 

Has  Greatly  Increased 

in  Twenty  Years. 


The  high  prices  prevailing  for  eggs 
as  compared  with  a  few  years  ago,  is 
a  condition  that  is  causing  much  con- 
cern to  consumers.  The  following  ex- 
planation by  the  Toronto  (ilobe  of  the  j 
conditions  in  Canada  is  of  interest 
here  as  the  situation  of  the  trade  m  | 
the    two    countries    is    identical.  : 

"Some  people  look  back  to  the  I 
golden  days  when  eggs  could  be  had 
in  the  springtime  at  10  cents  per  doz- 
en, and  the  cold  storage  man  is  blamed 
because  they  are  not  available  at  that 
price  in  the  spring  now.  They  did  sell  i 
at  10  cents  a  dozen  in  the  spring  fif- 
teen years  ago,  but  in  the  fall  and 
winter  they  could  not  be  bought  at 
34c  to  35c.  as  is  the  ruling  price  for 
cold   storage   eggs   at   the    present   time.  > 

"Government   figures  have  a  signifi-  i 
cant     bearing     on     the     present      high  ■ 
cost   of   eggs.     During  the   last  twenty  \ 
years    production    in    Canada    has    more 
than    doubUd,    but    the    population    has 
almost    doubled,    and    the    consumption 
per     capita     has     increased     strikingly.  ; 
The  excess  of  the  growth  of  consump-  j 
tion  over  increase  in  production   is  in-  ; 
dicated  in   the  steady  dwindling  of  ex- 
ports   during    the    past    decade    or    two 
and  the  hepvy  increase  in  imports.  The 
following  table  is  valuable,  eggs  given 
in    dozens:

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GREEN  CORN  HAS  NEW  VOGUE 


NfW  York  Sun:  Chafing  dish  spe- 
cialties at  the  hotels  just  now  include 
many  preparations  of  green  corn.  The 
majority  of  these  are  adaptations  of 
old  .'Southern  recipes,  which  have  been 
revived  with  a  few  fancy  touches  by 
modern  chefs.  A  spoonful  of  chopped 
green  peppers  or  some  slivers  of  pi- 
mento, a  top  sprinkling  of  cheese  or  a 
few  extra  eggs  will  work  wonders  in 
transforming  a  humble  green  corn  dish 
into  a  chafing  dish  concoction.  The 
gl.inior  of  the  attractive  service  goes 
a  Itmg  way  toward  the  popul.arity  of 
such  a  dish,  and  the  delicate  flavor  of 
green  corn  happens  to  blend  particular- 
ly well  with  many  of  the  best  liked 
accessories. 

The  simplest  recipe  for  stewed  or 
creamtd  corn  can  be  so  glorified  that 
it  will  bear  little  resemblance  to  its 
original  state.  A  couple  of  egs  yolks 
beaten  into  the  sauce  gives  a  rich  yel- 
low, v/hich  adds  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  dish,  as  well  as  to  its  nutritive 
value.  Slices  of  stewed  okra  blend 
well  with  the  flavor  of  corn,  and 
creanu-d  corn  with  okra  can  be  utilized 
a^  a  soup,  or  the  same  mixture  can 
be  baked  and  served  direct  from  the 
di.'^^i.  The  process  is  the  same  in  each 
case,  the  variation  b^ing  merely  in  the 
amount  of  liquid  added  and  the  mode 
of   serving. 

Corn  chowder  with  okra  is  a  favor- 
ite Southern  soup,  which  is  now  being 


served  at  some  of  the  establishments 
run  bv  Southern  housekeepers.  Any 
simple  creamed  corn  mixture,  with  the 
addition  of  three  eggs  to  every  cup  of 
corn,  will  result  in  a  corn  souffle, 
which  must  be  sent  direct  from  the 
oven  to  the  table.  This  baked  corn 
dish  is  on  the  list  of  "to  order"  spe- 
cials and  is  well  worth  waiting  for 
the    required    ten    minutes. 

In  the  case  of  the  popular  baked 
corn  preparations  much  depends  upon 
the  attractiveness  of  the  service.  Sent 
to  table  in  individual  ramekins  or  in 
a  quaint  browu  casserole  with  stubby 
handle  the  most  ordinary  combination 
of  ingredients,  well  cooked  and  sea- 
soned, gains  a  place  among-  the  most 
frequently  ordered  dishes.  Corn  tim- 
bales  are  In  reality  individual  corn 
puddings  baked  in  tlmbale  moulds  set 
in  a  pan  of  hot  water.  The  slow  cook- 
ing, under  a  shelter  of  buttered  paper, 
gives  them  a  remarkable  delicacy. 
Served  with  tomato  puree  or  with  a 
cream  sauce  made  green  with  much 
chopped  parsley  corn  tlmbales  stand 
hifrh   on   the    list   of   green   corn   dishes. 

Creamed  corn  makes  a  delicious  fill- 
ing for  either  baked  potatoes  or  green 
peppers.  In  each  case  the  green  corn 
is  taken  direct  from  the  cob  and 
cooked  slightly  with  a  little  onion  be- 
fore being  used  as  a  filling.  Somewhat 
similar  in  flavor  Is  a  corn  omelet 
served  with  tomato   sauce  or  with  the 


highly  flavored  sauce  which  accompa- 
nies what  is  known  as  Spanish  omelet. 
Any  of  these  are  excellent  as  lunch- 
eon dishes  for  this  time  of  the  year, 
when   green    corn   Is   at   its    best. 

Corn  croquettes  make  a  delicious 
entree,  and  the  same  mixture,  shaped 
into  balls  a  little  larger  than  an  Eng- 
lish walnut,  makes  an  appetizing  n,3 
well  as  attractive  garnish  for  broiled 
chicken.  "When  fried  a  golden  brown 
these  corn  balls  should  be  piled  cannon 
ball  fashion  as  a  border  to  the  plat- 
ter. Corn  oysters  are  always  favorites 
and  are  suitably  served  with  cold  meat 
at  luncheon  or  supper  or  as  an  accom- 
paniment to  chicken  a  la  Maryland. 
Green  corn  griddle  cakes  are  -a.  typical 
Southern  accessory  which  the  modern 
tea  rooms  are  reviving.  They  are  un- 
sweetened and  fried  on  a  griddle  in 
the  usual  way. 

Even  plain  boiled  corn  Is  receiving 
more  attention  than  usual,  and  care- 
ful cooks  who  are  sceptical  as  to  the 
freshness  and  sweetness  of  city  corn 
add  a  cup  of  milk  to  the  water  in 
which  the  corn  is  boiling,  and  also  a 
spoonful  or  two  of  sugar.  These  ad- 
ditions are  often  responsible  for  the 
good  results  In  boiling  corn  that  is 
lacking  in  its  own  milky  sweetness. 
Pieces  of  the  stalk  allowed  to  boll  in 
the  water  also  make  for  sweetness  and 
many  cooks  leave  a  few  of  the  outer 
leaves  of  the  husk  on  after  the  silk 
has  been  carefully  pulled  out,  a  long 
outer  leaf  being  used  to  tie  the  inner 
leaves  in  place  during  boiling.  These 
little  tricks  tend  to  conserve  all  the 
natural  flavor.  There  is  also  a  right 
and    a    wrong    way    to    cut    raw    coru 


from  the  cob.  Each  grain  should  be 
scored  through  the  center  with  a  sharp 
knife  and  the  milky  pulp  scraped  from 
the  hull  w1U»  some  dull  kitchen  uten- 
sil. Grated  corn  is  even  more  delicate, 
and  when  Intended  for  corn  tlmbales  or 
croquettes    Is    much    to    be    preferred. 

RATINE  THREAD. 

Mrs.  Howard  L.  Willett  in  Woman's 
World:  There  is  a  new  kind  of  wash- 
able cotton  thread  for  crocheting  a^d 
embroidering.  It  is  rough  and  w^ooly- 
looking  like  Turkish  toweling  and  is 
called  "ratine."  It  comes  in  four  col- 
ors, white,  blue,  brown  and  black,  16 
cents  a  bunch.  Crochet  bags  of  ratine 
thread  are  handsome  and  unusual  to 
carry  with  summer  costumes  of  ratine. 
A  striking  gown  is  made  of  coarse 
white  voile,  with  the  skirt  cut  In  three 
sections.  The  hem  of  each  section  is 
finished  witii.  a  simple  embroidered  de- 
sign, alternating  between  a  long  and 
short  stitch,  done  in  blue  "ratine" 
thread.  The  long  stitches  are  close  to- 
gether to  give  the  effect  of  a  solid 
border.  Th«  waist  is  trimmed  with 
buttons,  covered  with  blue  ratine  cloth 
to  matcli  the  embroidery,  and  the  col- 
lar and(  cuffs  are  of  blue  ratine  cloth. 
With  the  gown  can  be  carried  a  blue 
bag  crocheted  from  the  same  ratine 
thread.,  The  thread  is  really  much 
more  suitable  for  crocheting  than  em- 
broidering, $.9  it  is  rather  thick  to 
work  with.  In  embroidering  choose  a 
loose-w«ave  material  and  use  a  tapes- 
try needle  Ttjlo.   22.

The  carbon  dioxid 
laden  air  of  the  usual  car  is  such  that 
it  becomes  a  perfect  medium  for  the 
suspension  of  such  germs.  Many  of 
even  more  dangerous  variety  may  be 
present,  all  depending  upon  the  pas- 
sengers and  what  diseases  they  may 
happen  to  carry."

Christmas  Is   Not

The  weather  man  made  good  so  far 
as  sending  cold  weather  for  Christmas 
is  concerned,  but  the  expected  record- 
breiking  conditions  mentioned  in  The 
Herald  yesterday  will  not  be  realized. 
Mr.  Richardson,  the  weather  forecas- 
ter, said  yesterday  that  if  there  was 
not  any  snow  on  the  ground  today  it 
woald  be  the  first  Christmas  since  the 
records  of  the  weather  bureau  have 
been  carefully  kept,  which  is  since 
1884,  that  there  was  no  snow.  But  the 
little  snowstorm  that  came  today 
knocks  out  the  chance  of  making  this 
record.  ,     ^  ^. 

However  it  is  not  expected  that  the 
snow  flurries  will  amount  to  much. 
Mr.  Richardson  makes  the  prediction 
for  Duluth,  Superior  and  the  ranges 
that  there  will  be  partly  cloudy  weath- 
er tonight  and  tomorrow,  ending  at  7 
o'clock  tomorrc  w  morning.  He  also 
predicts  that  the  temperature  here- 
abouts will  go  to  zero  or  lower  to- 
night and  that  moderate  northerly  to 
easterly  winds   will  prevail. 

The  lowest  temperature  during  last 
night  was  3  above  zero,  and  at  7 
o'clock  this  morning  it  was   4  above. 

Snow  or  rain  prevails  throughout 
the  Middle  West  and  the  South,  and 
there    is    rain    on    the   Pacific   coast.

Total    Carrying    Capacity 

Will  Be  Smaller  Next 

Season. 

As  a  result  of  the  severe  marine 
losses  during  the  past  season  culmi- 
nating In  the  storm  of  last  month,  it  is 
estimated  by  Capt.  Monahan.  local 
United  States  inspector  of  hulls,  that 
the  number  of  freighters  operating  on 
the  lakes  will  be  reduced  by  eight  next 
summer.  While  several  new  boats  will 
be  built  to  take  the  place  of  those 
that  were  lost,  they  will  fall  far  short 
of  making  up  the  deficiency  in  carry- 
ing capacity. 

Shipbuilders  have  learned  from  the 
behavior  of  the  steamers  in  the  hurri- 
cane of  November  that  the  present 
lake  carrier  is  weak  In  its  structural 
lines  in  many  respects,  and  the  specifi- 
cations covering  the  construction  of 
some  of  the  proposed  new  boats  about 
to  go  on  the  stocks  are  reported  to 
have  been  amended  in  accordance  with 
the    lessons    learned. 

"I  consider  that  the  long  continuous 
hatches  are  a  weak  feature  in  our 
present  carriers,"  said  Capt.  J.  T.  Rose 


yesterday.  "They  are  under  a  severe

A  family  sqtiabble  over  an  Insurance 
policy  held  by  Christ  Donovan  in  the 
Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen 
and  Enginemen  at  the  time  of  his  death 
on  May  12  last  which  was  brought  Into 
district  court  lias  been  amicably  set- 
tled outside  the  court  room. 

Donovan's  relatives,  who  filed  ad-

Through  some  mistake 
the  second  policy  was  issued  by  the 
company  before  the  first  one  had  been 
called  in.  All  four  beneficiaries  pre- 
sented claims. 

The  insurance  order  paid  the  .noney 
into  court  In  order  that  it  might  not 
be  involved  in  the  dispute.

gated, and  the  conditions  of  the  fam- 
ily were  known.  There  w^e  many  ad- 
ditions to  this  list  froii'n^es  sont 
in.  These  were  investigated^  •ither  by 
the  Good  Fellow  Editor  ipr  iU'a  assist- 
ants, or  by  the  Associated  Charities 
workers,  generally  the  ratatC-enr.  They 
also  checked  over  the  ll«rt' to  See  that 
there  were  no  duplications  of  cases 
that  were  being  takt-n  care  of  by  other 
societies.  It  was  a  "clean  list" — re- 
markably so.  There  has  not  been  a 
case  reported  back  yet  as  undeserv- 
ing. In  most  Instances  the  Good  Fel- 
lows who  have  reported  teve  «ald  'hat 
the  cases  were  even  m^te  (Ikeservinjf 
than  they  expected  to  flncPjth^ta. 
Every  Family  UelV«d. 
It  was  a  list  of  100  of  the  most  de- 
serving families  in  the  city  of  Du- 
luth, and  every  case  on  the  list  was 
visited  and  given  a  lift  over  a  hard 
spot  in  the  road.  Christmas  dinners 
were  provided,  toys  for  the  little  folks, 
and  perhaps  warm  clothing  and  fuel 
If  they  were  needed.  In  many  in- 
stances the  family  was  aided  in  meet- 
ing some  back  rent  payments.  and 
given  a  fresh  start  which  will  go  far 
toward  tiding  them  ov^ec  the  winter. 
The  (Jood  Fellows  this  year  took  hold 
as  they  never  have  before  and  when 
they  took  a  case  they  "saw  it  through." 
Some  T^-plcal  Canes. 
The  Good  Fellow  Editor  has  no  de- 
sire to  harrow  the  feelings  of  Herald 
readers  on  this  glad  Christmas  day. 
but  three  typical  cases  encountered  > 
last  evening  will  show  how  the  money 
went. 

In  a  tumble-down  fram*  tenement  in 
the  West  end  he  found  three  children, 
a  father  and  a  mother.  He  spent  ex- 
actly twenty  minutes  by  the  watch 
finding  the  rooms,  and  the  address 
given  was  correct.  That  may  give 
some  idea  of  housing  conditions  in 
some  parts  of  Duluth.  The  father  was 
a  helpless  cripple  from  rheumatisni. 
The  mother  was  sickly  and  unable  to 
do  hard  labor.  The  oldest  boy  was 
about  16  years  old,  a  bright  little  chap, 
and  the  two  youngest  children  were 
girls,  probably  6  and  8  years  of  ago. 
The  three  rooms  they  occupied  were 
almost  bare  of  furniture.  The  boy  said 
he  had  been  out  of  work,  but  had 
fotmd  a  job  and  was  going  to  start 
on  It  Friday.  The  mother  was  out, 
sitting  up  with  a  neighbor  who  was 
about  to  give  birth  to  a  child.  The 
boy  said  their  rent  wasipaid  up  to 
the  first  of  the  month,  and  they  had 
i  enough  food  for  two  or  three  days, 
such  as  it  was.  There  was  ho  sigr. 
of  any  Christmas  cheer.  When  the 
visitor  stated  his  mission,  the  boy 
promptly  sent  the  little  'girls  to  an- 
other   room. 

"Fix  the  KldM.'^^: 
"You  might  fix  the  klfls  up,"  he 
said  sturdily.  "They're  cr«izy  to  have 
some  presents."  He  refused  to  take 
anything  for  himself.  but  said  hi.s 
father  was  getting  better  and  might 
be  able  to  find  some  e«liy  work.  He 
rather  reluctantly  took  some  money 
and  started  off  up  town  with  the  visi- 
tor to  buy  some  toys  and  warm  cloth- 
ing for  the  two  little  girls. 

In  another  equally  humble  home 
was  found  a  woman  with  four  little 
children.  The  husband  h«di  d<pserted 
the  family  and  had  not  Jbeen  heard 
from  for  many  w»eks.  *The  mother 
was  doing  her  best  to  suyy^urt  the  lit- 
tle ones  with  what  she  '  couTfl  earn 
working  by  the  day.  She  had  no  dif- 
ficulty finding  work,  but  found  it  difTi- 
cult  to  leave  the  children,  and  .she  was 
not  in  the  best  of  health.  She  was  be- 
hind with  her  rent,  and  needed  fuel. 
Arrangements  wore  made  to  pay  her 
rent  up  to  date,  and  provide  her  with 
fuel,  and  she  was  giv(  n  a  small  sum  of 
money  which  she  promised  to  spend 
on  a  good  Christmas  dinner  and  warm 
clothing,  with  a  few  inexpensive  toys 
for   the    children. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  a  woman. 
with  a  csippled  daughter  whose  care 
demanded  much  of  her  attention.  She- 
was  two  months  behind  in  her.  rent, 
almost  out  of  fuel,  and  had  a  pot  of 
rice  soaking  on  the  stove,  which  was 
Intended  for  her  Christmas  dinner.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  to-  pay  her  rent 
and  provide  her  with  -fuel  and  a 
Christmas  dinner  was  sent  out  to  her 
this    morning. 

Many  M'orkersi  BiMy. 
Those  were  fair  samples  of  the  cases. 
Several  times  during  the  evening  the 
Good  Fellow  Editor  encountered  other 
parties  on  similar  mi.«slons.  He  met 
a  man  and  his  wife  and  daughter  from  I 
a  West  end  church,  carrying  a  huge 
basket  of  wstrm  clothing.  They  seom^d 
to  know  the  people  they  were  visiting 
and  their  needs  and  were  able  to  give 
the  Good  Fellow  Editor  some  good  ad- 
vice   regarding    one    case. 

On  another  occasion  he  met  a  mem- 
ber of  a  fraternal  order  with4wo  little 
voungsters  In  tow.  He  was  taking 
them  through  a  toy  shop.  The  man 
is  a  bachelor  and  he  looked  rather 
shame    faced   but   happy. 

The  (Jood  Fellow  Editor  crossed  the 
trail  of  Salvation  Army  workers  sev- . 
eral  times.  These  tireless,  persistent 
people  seemed  to  have  visited  many  of 
the  homes,  and  seemed  to  be  doing  all 
in    their   power    to   help. 

He  also  found  the  trail  of  the  As- 
sociated Charities  and  the  Humane  so- 
ciety In  other  homes,  where  they  told 
of    having    been    visited    ujid    helped. 

Tho    happiest    people      hA     met    all 
Christmas  ,  evening    were    tnose     good 
folks  from  that  West  end  church.  With 
their  big  basket  and  their  capable,  di- 
rect but  kindly  democratic  way  of  get- 
ting   to    the    point    and    knowing    how 
to    handle    a    case,    they    seemed    to    be 
the  embodiment  of  the  Christmas  spirit. 
The  Good  Fellow  Editor  wished  he  had  | 
had  them  with  him  a  little  latei*  In  the  , 
evening    when    a    woman    out   In    West  | 
Duluth  broke  down  and  sobbed.  i 

These    were   simply   some    of    the   ex-  ] 
periences  of  one  of  the  workers  in  the  : 
Good      Fellow      movement.         Probably  | 
every     one     of    the     other    eighty-four 
Good    Fellows    met   with    much    similar 
I  ones.      A    Herald    reporter  who    helped 
lout  yesterday  afternoon  told  o»  a  little 
I  colored    girl    who    lay   on    her   back    on 
the    bed,    kicked    her    heels    in    the    air 
I  and     squealed     with     delight    when     he 
!  intimated  that  a  doll  might  be  accept- 
i  able.      When    the   doll    was    delivered   a 
i  short    time    later    she    became    almost 
i  hysterical    with    glee,    and    her    mother 
j  had  difficulty  in  quieting  her.

nations,  providing  for  a  judicial  In- 
vestigation of  the  Issues  In  any  dis- 
pute   before    recourse    to    hostilities. 

The  finishing  touches  probably  will 
be  added  to  the  Danish-American 
treaty  In  the  early  days  of  the  new 
year.  Secretary  Bryan  is  confident 
that  it  will  receive  the  approval  of 
the  senate,  notwithstanding  previous 
abortive  efforts  to  make  such  treaties, 
and  that  it  will  open  the  way  for  the 
conclusion  of  similar  conventions  with 
all  of  the  nations  with  which  the 
United  States  has  already  negotiated 
"peace    pacts." 

BaMlM   In  Raropean  Treaty. 

The  basis  of  the  Danish-American 
treaty  i.s  a  convention  between  Den- 
mark and  Italy  "for  the  settlement  of 
all  differences  by  arbitration,"  signed 
at  Rome.  Dec.  19,  1905.  This  conven- 
tion in  its  first  article  obligates  the 
parties  to  submit  to  .the  arbitration 
of  The  Hague  court  "all  dsputes  of 
whatever  nature  that  may  arise  be- 
tween them  and  could  not  have  been 
settled  by  diplomacy,  even  in  case  the 
said  disputes  have  had  their  origin  In 
facts  anterior  to  the  conclusion' of  the 
present   convention." 

Article  2  of  this  pact  provides  that 
the  parties  "shall  sign  a  special  com- 
promise clearly  defining  th^  object  of 
the  dispute,  the  scope  of  the  powers  of

Springfield,  111.,  Dec.  25. — Governor 
Dunne,  in  his  first  Christmas  statement 
as  executive  of  the  state  of  Illinois, 
lauds  the  peace  policy  of  the  national 
administration.

I. 
rXDER    MOSES. 

1.  HIS  TRY  TU  GOD — Numbers  xi, 
10-25.  They  had  gone  but  a  little  way 
after  their  long  encampment  till  a  sud- 
den howling  broke  out  in  camp.  And 
it  was  all  about  not  having  fiesh  lo 
eat,  though  they  had  manna  In 
abundance  and  it  was  good.  Perhaps 
home  straggling  Eygptians  made  them 
worse.  Then  they  not  only  complained 
but  they  lied  as  well — and  as  usual. 
They  said  "it  was  well  with  us  in 
Egypt"  and  they  knew  it  was  false.  It 
is    ever    thus.    We    wonder   at    the    self 


control    of    Moses    and    his    devotion    to 
them    when   he    said    that    he    had    evi- 
dently  not   found   favor  in   Clod's   sight 
or  the  condition  would  not  be  thus.  It 
ought  to  have  been  a  lesson  they  would 
never    forget    when    God    had    millions 
I  of  quails   to   fly   over  and  they  ate   till 
I  they    got   sick   and   thousands   of   them 
j  died. 

i       2.   HE      MEETS  ,    WITH      JEALOUSY 
!  AND   ENVY — Numbers  xii.    Things  were 
]  getting   worse   for   the   great   man.      It 
was   enough   that  the   people  .should  be 
i  constantly  complaining  at  him;  his  own 
brother  and  sister  started  a  new  kind 
of     complaint.     They     didn't     like     his 
1  prominence    and    power   and    said    they 
were    as    much    prophets    as    he.    They 
claimed  that  it  was  because  of  the  wife 
!  whom   he   had   married   in   Midian,    but 
j  that    was    only    the    occasion,    not    the 
I  cause,    of    their   outbreak.    A    mere    ex- 
cuse.   The    self-restraint    of    Moses     is 
superb.  As  usual  he  goes  to  God  about 
it.       God     defended     him    grandly,      as- 
sembling   them    all    at    the    tabernacle, 
then   a   word   of   rebuke,   then   the   lift- 
ing of  the  cloud  and  Miriarn  was  found 
to    be    a    leper,    as    punishment.    It    was 
severe,   but  was   needed  both   for   their 
sakes     and     to      impress     the     people. 
Though   it  was  cured,   she   had   to  stay 
in     retirement     the     usual     number     of 
days,      to   show   what   a   terrible    thing 
It    was.    just    as    she    would    be     cere- 
monially unclean  and  would  have  to  be 
separated   if  she   had  accidentally  been 
spit  on  by  her  father.

and  investigate  the  people  and  their 
conditions.  All  bring  back  the  report 
that  it  is  a  great  fertile  land  and  has 
many  strong  people.

4.  HIS  OWN  SIN— Numbers  xx.  At 
last  the  immaculate  has  shown  a  spot 
on  his  nature.  Thanks!  We  are 
brothers.  He  Is  not  too  far  above  us. 
But  after  they  had  nagged  and  stung 
and  abused  him  for  years,  his  patience 
gave  way  and  he  distrusted  'Jod.  Tliey 
were  the  occasion  of  it.  When  they 
cried  for  water  again  and  God  told 
Moses  to  stand  and  speak  to  the  rock 
and  it  would  give  forth  water,  he 
struck  it  with  his  rod  as  he  did  once 
before.  God  told  him  it  was  disobedi- 
ence founded  on  unbelief.  The  penalty 
was  that  he  should  not  enter  the  land. 
The  penalty  was  for  the  people's  sake 
as  well  as  his.  It  would  impress  them 
that  God's  will  must  be  respected  by 
every  one  and  it  would  awaken  their 
consciences  to  see  such  a  man  suffer  on 
their  account.

They  see  that  Israel's  God  has 
given  them  the  victory  and  think  that 
their  only  chance  is  to  get  on  the  good 
side  of  that  God  and  have  Him  to  turn 
against  that  conquering  nation.  They 
can  do  that  only  by  finding  a  prophet 
of  that  God  who  w^lll  pronounce  a 
curse  on  them  in  the  name  of  that 
God.  They  know  such  a  man,  Balaam, 
away  off  in  the  East.  He  declines  to 
come  at  first.  The  second  time  he  Is 
willing  if  God  is  willing.  God  sees 
that  the  man  wants  to  go  and  gives 
permission,  rebukes  him  on  the  way 
and,  ^%'hen  he  is  there,  compels  him  to 
pay  fervent  tribute  to  the  nation  and 
their  God.  much  to  the  disappoint- 
ment of  Balak  the  king  who  sent  fo* 
him.  When  we  put  other  accounts 
with  this  we  conchide  that  Balaam  was 
so  anxious  for  the  money  that  he 
stayed  around  there  and  succeeded  In 
corrupting  the  men  by  bringing  In 
Moabite  women — all  for  hire. 

6.  HIS  DEATH. — Deut.  xxxlv.  1-12. 
He  had  been  under  sentence  for  several 
months.  But  he  was  hannv,.  for  his 
work  was  accomplished  and  he  saw  the 
people  encamped  ready  to  go  over 
into  their  own  land.  That  is  what  he 
had  lived  tor.  He  had  his  successor 
rea<i>'.  Moses  would  have  been  un- 
equal to  the  new  task  of  settling  them 
and  starting  them  off.  The  death  is 
alone,  with  God.  and  his  grave  where 
the  people  could  not  see  It  and  give 
It  Idolatrous  reverence.  They  know  their 
own  sins  had  caused  him  all  his  trou- 
ble and  were  sorry  both  for  his  death 
and  for  their  sins.  His  death  was  a 
great  victory.

1.  JOfSHUA,  THE  NEW  LE.\DER.— 
Joshua,    1,     1-9.      The      people      chose 


Joshua  for  two  reasons — Moses  had 
chosen  him  for  them  and  he  had  shown 
his  fitness.  He  showed  it  when  he 
and  Caleb  made  their  brave  report 
in  the  face  of  a  terrible  storm  of  abuse 
and  vicious  revolt  and  in  defeating 
the  Amalekites  and  in  all  the  battles 
they  had  in  the  way.  He  was  fitted 
for  It  by  the  natural  gifts  of  leader- 
ship, by  his  military  and  colonizing 
and  pioneer  talents,  which  were  both 
inborn  and  ingrained.  He  was  brought 
up  in  th^  wilderness.  He  was  fitted 
for  it  by  his  faith  in  God  and  his 
complete  acquaintance  with  the  spirit 
and   point  of   view   of  Moses.

Jericho  was'  a  strategic  place  and  must 
be  taken  or  it  will  be  their  undomg.

Free  Justice 


Cleveland  Pre.«R:  Every  lawyer  is  an 
officer  of  the  court,  sworn  to  aid  ju.s- 
tlce.  Any  lawyer  may  be  ordered  by 
the  court  to  take  the  case  of  a  de- 
fendant who  hasn't  money  enough  to 
pay  a  fee. 

We  believe  that  a  judge  in  New  York 
once  assigned  a  lawyer  of  the  first 
rank  to  try  the  case  of  a  poor  devil 
who  couldn't  hire  him,  but  the  cus- 
tom didn't  spread.  Usually  the  job 
goes  to  some  fiedgling  at  the  bar  who 
is  eager  for  experience,  often  at  the 
poor  devil's  other-than-money  ex- 
pense. 

There,  are  a  few^ — a  very  few — law- 
yers who  put  their  skill  into  social 
service  without  much  regard  to  fees. 
Louis  D.  Brandeis  Is  one.  Frank  P. 
V.al.«ih  of  Kan.«as  City  is  another.  Their 
biggest  work  is  donated.  But  they 
are  much  more  popular  among  the 
laity  than  among  their  fellow  profes- 
sionals. 

■'wyers  are  fee  grabbers.  They 
have  to  be.  Their  profession  is  over- 
crowded. They  have  to  scratch  gravel 
to  make  a  living.  Often  w^e  censure 
them  unfairly.  They  can't  afford — the 
great  majority  of  them — to  serve  jus- 
tice when  the  big  rewards  are  for 
lawyers   who  can   beat  or  cheat  it. 

"I  believe  in  free  justice,"  says 
Judge  Ruppenthal  of  Russell,  Kan.  "I 
believe  that  lawyers  should  be,  in 
practice  as  well  as  in  theory,  officers 
of  the  court,  paid  by  the  state,  so  that 
they  would  be  in  fact  be  as  truly  of- 
ficers of  the  court  as  the  court  it.nelf 
is  an  officer  of  justice.  I  believe  that 
under  such  a  system  we  v,*culd  be  able 
to  get  rid  of  the  pettifoggers  and  the 
shysters  and  the  hangers-on  who  now 
make  the  name  lawyer  a  by-word  and 
a    term   of   reproach." 

That  is  not  a  new  idea.  It  has  often 
been  suggested.  Onc^  in  a  great  while 
it  has  been  tried,  in  a  small  way.  A 
few  cities  have  hired  public  defenders. 
Some  communities  have  free  legal  aid. 
Cleveland  has  a  successful  court  in 
which  Justice  of  a  pretty  good  quality 
is  administered  without  the  use  of 
lawyers    at  all. 

P.ut    nowhere    is    there    as    broad    an 


organization  of  free  justice  as  there 
Ig  everywhere  free  medical  and  sur- 
so  Incen.sed  over  such  an  unpatriotic  I  gieal  help  for  the  sick.  The  profes- 
and  traitorous  proceeding,  that  the  |  gjo^  of  healing  Is  far  in  advance  of 
men  would  be  in  grave  danger  of  j  the  profession  of  justice.  There  is  a 
lynching.

bloodshed.  They  expected  to  make 
public  the  names  of  the  wicked  coal 
dealers   the   next   day.

We're  not  ar- 
resting any  aldermen,  though,  and  you 
can  tell  your  editor  not  to  send  any 
more  stuch   sarcastic   messages   to   me."

degenerate  people;  that  the  means  of 
production  and  distribution,  now 
owned  by  the  trusts  and  which  should 
be  owned  by  the  nation,  are  the  lever 


to  np.tlor.al  life,  as  all  the  above  atte3.t 
— should  be  made  plain  to  every  think- 
ing man.  He  should  see  it  In  the  most 
portentous  of  statements  In  all  po- 
litical literature,  that  of  Woodrow 
Wilson  In  his  "New  Freedom"  when  he 
says:  "There  has  been  a  history  of 
the  human  race,  you  know,  and  a  his- 
tory of  government,  it  is  recorded;  and 
the  kind  of  thing  proposed  (legulatlon 
of  monopoly)  has  been  tried  again  and 
again  and  has  always  led  to  the  Rame 
result.  History  Is  strewn  all  along  its 
course  with  the  wrecks  of  govern- 
ment that  tried  to  be  humane,  tried  to 
carry  out  humane  programs  through 
the  instrumentality  of  those  who  con- 
trolled the  material  fortunes  of  the 
rest   of   their   fellow   citizens."

Washington,  Dec.  25. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — You  see  it  is  tills  way — 
If  the  currency  bill  should  prove  ad- 
vantageous to  business  in  its  oper- 
ation all  the  credit  of  it  will  go  to  the 
Democratic  party.  That  is  what  all 
this  cry  about  the  caucus  on  the  part 
of  Gallinger  and  Cummins,  i'enrose 
and  Bristow  means.  There  was  a  cau- 
cus in  the  country  once  that  was  vi- 
cious.

It  very  nar- 
rowly missed  making  William  H.  Craw- 
ford president,  the  successor  of  James 
Monroe,  and  had  Mr.  Crawford's  phy- 
.sical  health  been  robust  it  is  quite 
likely  that  he  and  not  John  Quincy 
Adams  would  have  been  inaugurated 
president,    March    4,    1826. 

It  was  called  "King  Caucus,"  for  un- 
der its  operation  the  dominant  party 
in  congress  named  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  but  it  went  to 
smash,  was  succeeded  by  the  national 
political  convention,  that  is  soon  to 
give  place  to  the  "primary.^'

But  a  caucus  of  a  party  in  congress 
responsible  for  the  future,  called  and 
operated  to  promote  certain  legisla- 
tion, is  a  very  differpnt  affair  and  any 
opposition  to  it  is  the  child  of  ignor- 
ance, any  railing  against  It  the  fruit 
of  dissimulation.  You  can't  havo  gov- 
ernment by  the  people  except  it  be 
through  party,  and  you  will  never 
have  party  government  except  it  be 
through  caucus. 

This  Senator  Albert  B.  Cummins  is  a 
very  considerable  man,  but  with  the 
possible  exception  of  my  friend  Champ 
Clark,  the  "bee  in  his  bonnet"  gives 
him  more  trouble  and  more  unrest 
than  anybody  else  In  the  land,  al- 
ways excepting  the  Hon.  and  Col. 
Theodore  lioosevelt.  I  never  had 
speech  with  him,  but  I  have  a  liking 
for  the  man,  for  my  mother  was  a 
Cummins  and  in  physique  the  senator 
resembles  her  people.  Indeed  he  Is 
like  all  of  them — except  politically.  No 
doubt  in  his  veins  courses  the  blood 
of  that  "Red"  Cummins  Robert  Bruce 
slew  at  the  altar  of  God,  and  doubt- 
less, for  the  good  of  Scotland,  a  very 
necessary    murder    It    was. 

But  that  Is  aside — what  I  would  say 
Is  that  the  senator  from  Iowa  Is  to  be 
admired  and  patterned  for  his  per- 
.=;istence,  for  his  diligence,  for  his  ac- 
tivity. No  doubt  he  is  honest  in  his 
belief  that  the  people  want  him  for 
president;  no  doubt  he  is  sincere  In 
his  faith  that  he  is  the  best  presi- 
dential timber  there  Is  anywhere 
round  about   this   time. 

•  •      * 

But  to  get  back  to  the  caucus — the 
caucus  Is  the  only  curb  of  the  fili- 
buster. There  has  heen  a  well  organ- 
ized filibuster  In  the  senate  ever  since 
the  sujumer  solstice.  The  tariff  bill 
would  have  been  the  law  of  the  land 
by  Aug.  1  had  not  the  Republicans  and 
r.ull  Moosers  of  the  senate  set  about 
a  filibu.<5ter  against  the  currency  bill. 
It  is  notorious  that  all  opposition  to 
the  tariff  bill  would  have  vanished 
had  the  president  and  the  Democratic 
leaders  in  the  two  houses  of  congress 
assented  to  an  adjournment  without 
tinkering    with    the    currency. 

But  the  president  and  the  Demo- 
cratic leaders  denied  the  proposal,  al- 
leging that  the  country  had  demand- 
ed currency  reform  as  well  as  tariff 
reform.  Wh.at  was  the  standpat  and 
progressive  answer  to  that  in  the 
United  States  senate — Gallinger  and 
Cummins,  Penrose  and  Bristow,  Lodge 
and  Borah?

One  and  one-half  cups  sifted  flour;  J4 
teaspooiiful  salt;  3  level  tcaspoonfuls 
K  C  Baking  Powder;  %  cup  shorten- 
ing; about  Yi  cup  milk;  apples.

FAMILY  REUNITED 
AFTER  THREE  YEARS 


Series  of  Hardships  End 

in  Merry  Christmas 

Meeting. 


A  family  reunion,  promised  in  Italy 
three  years  ago  by  Gusslappo  Sealzo 
to  his  wife  and  children  as  he  de- 
parted for  America,  was  happily  real- 
ized in  Duluth  today.  Senarlon,  a  son 
aged  23,  came  to  America  last  spring, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  family 
reached  Duluth  yesterday  afternoon, 
ready  to  join  in  a  Christmas  family 
reunion. 

The  lot  of  the  father  and  son  since 
leaving  Italy  has  been  hard.  Gusslap- 
po upon  his  landing  in  America  dodged 
officials.  Later  he  secured  employ- 
ment at  Spooner  Wis.,  with  the  Omaha 
&    Nebraska   railway. 

Last  year  he  wrote  his  son  to  join 
him.  '1  he  son  arrived  in  New  York 
with  little  money,  and  went  to  Can- 
ada. Working  at  odd  jobs,  he  final- 
ly decided  to  cross  the  border  into 
the  United  States,  but  having  but  25 
cents  the  Immigration  offiicals  at  In- 
ternational trails  refused  to  admit 
him.  Borrowing  $2  from  a  friend  he 
walked  from  International  Falls  to 
Spooner,  a  distance  of  250  miles.  There 
the  father  and  son  scraped  up  enough 
money  to  secure  passage  for  the  re- 
mainder   of    the    family    to    Amercla. 

Applying  for  naturalization  papers 
in  Duluth  the  son  was  thrown  into 
prison  and  the  father  was  about  to  be 
deported  when  Inspector  Dailey  inter- 
fered in  their  behalf.  Finding  the 
two  men  were  hard  working  and  law- 
abiding,  Mr.  Dailey  advised  that  they 
be  given  their  first  papers  and  wrote 
to  the  Italian  consul,  who  forwarded 
$16  for  their  head  tax.  The  son  was 
then  released.  Yesterday  afternoon 
the  mother  and  the  rest  of  the  fam- 
ily— three  small  children — arrived,  and 
were    received    at    the    station    by    the 

father    and    son.

An  operation  was  ad- 
vised and  she  was  sent  to  the  hospital 
to  be  "built  up"  for  it.  The  operation 
was  performed  on  March  27  and  her 
death  followed  on  April  12.  It  was 
claimed  by  Burgess  that  the  physician 
mistook  the  ileum  or  lower  portion  of 
the  smaller  Intestine,  for  the  jejunum, 
or  middle  division,  and  sewed  It  to  the 
anterior  wall  of  the  stomach  near  the 
pyloris  with  the  result  that  a  reversal 
of  the  perlstalic  movement  of  the  in- 
testines followed.  A  diet  of  raw  meat 
which  was  prescribed  so  agitated  the 
stomach  that  the  union  broke  and  al- 
lowed fecal  matter  to  e.scape  Into  the 
abdominal  cavity,   causing  death. 

The  case  has  been  on  trial  for  sev- 
eral days  and  has  attracted  more  or 
lesj^  attention  especially  among  the 
members  of  the  medical  profession.  A 
number  of  expert  witnesses  were 
called  on  both  sides  of  the  case.  The 
case  was  tried  before  Judge  Cant.

He  had,  during  a  drunken 
frenzy,  struck  his  wife,  a  bride  of  a 
month,    over    the    head    with    an    ax. 

Yesterday  afternoon  he  walked  from 
a  courtroom  a  free  man.  A  forgiving 
bride  rested  on  his  arm  and  the  happy 
and  reunited  couple  took  with  thtm 
the  Christmas  blessings  of  Judge  Kn- 
sign.  The  court  had  presented  Fish- 
er with  a  parole  for  a  Christmas  pres- 
ent. 

Fisher  is  a  young  man  and  so  far 
as  can  be  learned  has  never  been  in 
trouble  before.  He  told  the  court  a 
straightforward  story  and  after  the 
court  had  paroled  him  and  told  him 
to  go  home  and  spend  Christmas  with 
his  wife  he  could  hardly  contain  him- 
self. 

Had    Quarrel. 

On  Dec.  4,  last,  P'isher  and  his  broth- 
er-in-law quarreled.  Fisher  left  the 
house  and  went  to  the  first  saloon  he 
came  to.  He  went  there  to  get  drunk. 
He  had  heard  that  intoxication 
drowned  one's  troubles  and  he  wanted 
to  forget  his.  Fislier  is  not  a  drink- 
ing man  and  this  was  his  first  offense, 
so    he   confided    to   the  court. 

He  purchased  a  half  pint  of  whisky 
and  drank  it  down  without  stopping. 
The  liquor  took  effect  immediately 
and  Fisher's  recollection  of  what  fol- 
lowed was  hazy  until  he  came  out  from 
under  its  influence  after  having  been 
arrested.  He  had  come  home  and  in  a 
drunken  fury  seized  an  ax  and  dealt 
his  wife  a  blow  over  the  head  with  it. 
Through  no  less  than  a  miracle  she 
escapt.'d  the  consequences  of  the  blow. 
Mrs.  Fisher  has  considerable  hair  on 
her  head  and  to  this  fact  she  at- 
tributed her  escape  from  the  murder- 
ous   attack. 

KopentK  Mad  Act. 

When  Fisher  recovered  from  the  ef- 
fects of  the  liquor  he  realized  for  the 
hrst  time  the  seriousness  of  his  act. 
He  sent  for  his  wife  and  at  the  county 
jail  a  reconciliation  followed.  He  re- 
pented and  she  forgave.  Mrs.  Fisher 
came  to  County  Attorney  Greene  with 
her  story  and  begged  the  court  to  re- 
lease him.  Fisher's  attorney,  John  H. 
Norton,  advised  Fisher  to  plt-ad  guilty 
to  the  charge  and  throw  himself  upon 
the  mercy  of  the  court.     Fisher  did  so. 

In  paroling  Fisher,  Judge  Ensign 
told  him  that  he  must  abstain  abso- 
lutely from  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors  for  a  period  of  two  years  and 
that  he  must  at  all  times  be  kind  and 
considerate  to  his  wife  and  true  to 
the  trust  that  she  had  reposed  In  him. 
He  must  also  make  regular  reports  to 
F.  E.  Resche,  probation  officer.  If  he 
falls  to  make  good,  an  indeterminate 
sentence  to  the  St.  Cloud  reformatory 
on  a  charge  of  assault  In  the  second 
degree,  of  which  he  stands  convicted 
on  ills  own  plea,  will  become  operative 
without    further    ceremony.

North  Dakota's   Blue   Sky 

Law  Appears  to  Work 

All  Right. 


Number  of  Companies  Not 

Complying  With  Law 

Are  Barred. 


Bismarck.  N.  D.,  Dec.  25. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — About  fifteen  in- 
vestment companies  have  complied 
with  the  provision  of  the  blue  sky 
law,  passed  by  the  last  legislature  and 
this  is  less  than  one-half  of  the  com- 
panies that  applied  for  admission  to 
do  business  in  the  state. 

These  figures  are  given  by  State 
Ea!ik  Examiner  Severtson  covering  the 
first  six  months  of  operation  under 
the  new  law. 

The  blue  sky  law  patterned  after  the 
Kansas  act  has  been  remarkably  suc- 
cessful in  Its  objects,  according  to  Ex- 
aminer Severtson,  as  well  as  Sec- 
retary  of  State  Thomas   Hall. 

Thirty   Companle^i    .Applied. 

All  tn!d.  over  thirty  companies  have 
applied  for  admi.ssion  to  the  state, 
but  the  examination  of  the  credentials 
of  more  than  half  of  them  resulted  in 
the  refu.eal  of  the  officials  to  grant 
permission.  Threats  of  prosecution  un- 
der the  provision  of  the  measure  have 
been  made  asrainst  several  other  con- 
cerns, and  they  have  quickly  with- 
drawn   from    the    state    as    a   result. 

I'nder  the  term^  of  the  law,  the  cor- 
porations must  give  the  secretary 
of  state  the  power  of  attorney  in  the 
matter  of  accepting  service  in  civil 
procedures.  That  is  a  feature  against 
which  many  of  the  companies  have 
objected,  and  which  has  resulted  in  the 
withdrawal  of  numerous  questionable 
enterprises.

He  was  hounded  by  the  police,  he 
claims,  and  accused  of  several  bur- 
glaries   of    which    he    was    innocent. 

This  disgusted  him.  and  his  business 
I  began  to  fall  off,  and  he  gave  up  try- 
■  ing    to    make    an    honest   living. 

"I  met  a  companion  and  we  per- 
fcrmed  these  burglaries.  When  a  man 
finds  he  can't  get  justice,  what  little 
mercy  comes  his  way  is  of  little  im- 
portance," said  Schneider,  as  he  wa.s 
led  back  to  the  county  jail  to  make 
ready    for   his   long    prison    term.

In  the  days  that 
are  gc>ne.  when  the  very  stress  of  the 
circumstances  compel  us  to  admit  that 
glory  was  at  least  the  greater  incen- 
tive, as  there  wasn't  much  money;  in 
the  days  when  men  gathered  around 
tliC  ring  with  loaded  guns  and  it  was  , 
sometimes  worth  a  fighter's  life  to 
show  the  least  trace  of  cowardice,  we 
l;ad  fighters  who  considered  it  a  last- 
ing disgrace  to  be  beaten. 

One  of  the  sterling  characteristics 
of  the  fighters  of  old  was  that  once  a 
date  was  set  upon  for  a  meeting  the 
fighter  generally  kept  the  engagement 
even  though  a  physician  advised  oth- 
erwise. 

Thus  we  reatl  in  some  of  the  tales 
of  the  wonderful  career  of  McAuliffe 
of  his  meeting  with  the  tough  Eng- 
lishman, Jem  Carney,  when  several 
doctors  told  the  champion  that  he  was 
very   liable  to  collapse  in  the   ring. 

McAuliffe  had  been  ill  for  wceka 
before  the  contest.  His  friends 
begged  him  not  to  meet  the  English- 
man until  he  was  in  better  condition. 
To  tiie  protests  and  pleadings  of  his 
friends  McAuliffe  turned  a  deaf  ear. 
It  was  against  the  grain  of  the  old 
champion  to  break  a  ring  engage- 
ment. 

The   battle   with   Carnc)-   went    sev- 
enty-four   rounds.      McAuliffe   was   a 
sick    man   when   he   stepped   into   the 
ring.      After    the    battle    had    gone    a 
ways  the  American   fought  on  game- 
ly,   doggedly,    tenaciously,    simply    to 
protect    the    money    his    friends    had  i 
bet   on    him.      There   was    no    giving! 
up:    the    meaning   of    quit    had    never! 
been  felt  by  the  chivalrous  McAuliffe,  | 
and   he   lasted   the   fight   out   until   it  i 
was    stopped   because    he   was   one   of  j 
the  gamest  men  that  the  ring  has  ever  j 
known.  |

Player  Gets  Last 

Call. 

Bangor,  Me..  Dec.  25. — Louis  Socka- 
lexis,  a  Penobscot  Indian,  who  won 
fame  as  a  ball  player,  dropped  dead  of 
heart  disease  while  engaged  In  a  log- 
ging operation  at  Burlington  yester- 
day. His  body  was  removed  to  his 
home   In  Old  Town  last  night. 

Sockalexis  was  born  forty-one  years 
ago.  His  paternal  grandfather  was  at 
one  time  governor  of  the  Penobscots, 
and  the  family  was  prominent  in  the 
affairs  of  the  tribe.  Louis  was  an 
uncle  of  Andrew  Sockalexis,  the  Mara- 
thon  runner. 

Like  his  nephew,  Louis  Sockalexis 
was  a  natural  athlete  and  was  able  to 
run  100  yards  in  ten  seconds  when  at 
his  best.  He  became  known  as  a  base- 
ball player  in  1895-96,  when  he  played 
center  field  on  the  Holy  Cross  team,  his 
work  attracting  the  attention  of  the 
big  league  scouts.  In  1897  he  was  an 
outfielder  for  Cleveland,  then  of  the 
National    league.

Washington,  Dec.  25. — The  White 
House  is  receiving  many  suggestions 
as  to  the  makeup  of  the  Federal  re- 
serve board  under  the  new  banking 
and  currency  system.  The  president, 
under  the  law,  will  appoint  four  mem- 
bers of  this  board,  two  of  whom  must 
be  bankers.  It  is  pretty  well  under- 
stood that  the  head  of  the  board  will 
not  be  a  banker,  but  a  business  man 
of  wide  experience. 

Thus  far  there  is  no  intimation  what- 
ever as  to  what  part  of  the  country 
will  get  this  appointment.

Mr.  Lansing  Is  president  of  a  mining 
company  at  Rawhide  and  Wonder, 
Nev.  He  says  that  the  mining  laws 
of  Nevada  are  much  more  severe  now 
than  in  former  times,  and  that  the 
days  of  "wild  cat"  promotions  are 
over.

Little  children  were  the  first  to  suf- 
fer. They  could  not  get  out  of  the 
way  of  their  elders,  and  dozens  of 
them  were  trampled  to  death.  It  was 
only  w^hen  persons  from  the  outside 
fought  their  way  into  the  hall  that 
the   panic   was  checked. 

Bodies  of  some  of  those  who  were 
killed  were  at  once  carried  away  by 
fathers  and  mothers.  Later  these  were 
taken  to  the  city  hall  for  surer  Iden- 
tification. 

Whole    DUtrlct    .Stunned. 

The  entire  copper  di.strict  Is  stunned 
because  of  the  catastrophe.  The  resi- 
dents of  the  district  last  night  and 
this  morning  showered  the  committees 
of  relief  with  subscriptions  for  the 
families  of  victims  and  for  burial  of 
the  dead,  which  is  expected  to  take 
place  on  Saturday.  A  meeting  of  citi- 
zens represnting  every  business  and 
orofession,  was  held.  Resolutions  were 
passed  extending  sympathy  to  the  be- 
reaved relatives,  the  community  as 
well  as  the  citizens  of  Houghton  and 
I'alumet  pledging  themselves  to  ex- 
tend all  financial  and  other  aid  in  their 
power  to  relieve  any  distress  caused 
by  tl»e  disaster. 

Companies'    .\ld    Rejected. 

Offers  of  help  and  telegrams  of  sym- 
path.v  and  condolence  are  coming  from 
all  directions,  but  all  offers  made  by 
the  people  of  the  Copper  country  or 
by  the  mining  companies  are  spurned 
by  President  Moyer  of  the  Western 
Federation    of    Miners. 

The  district  today  is  draped  in 
mourning.  Sorrowing  crowds  are  gath- 
ered in  the  streets.  Long  files  of  per- 
sons are  viewing  the  dead  in  the 
various  morgues  of  the  city.  while 
preparations  are  being  made  by 
prominent  people  and  public  officers  of 
the  community  for  a  public  funeral 
of  the  victims  of  the  horror,  despite 
the  opposition  of  President  Moyer  of 
the  federation.  The  officers  of  local 
unions  of  the  Western  Federation  of 
Miners  have  gathered  at  Calumet  to 
complete  arrangements  for  the  funer- 
als They  deny  that  the  funerals  of 
the  victims  will  be  a  public  one,  or 
that  they  will  permit  citizens  of  the 
district  to  take  any  part  In  the  ar- 
rangements. 

Meetings  of  citizens  of  Laurlum,  Red 
Jacket,  Calumet  and  other  points  to  ar- 
range the  public  testimonial  will  be 
held  during  the  afternoon,  and  the 
Federation  of  Miners  will  be  called  up- 
on to  permit  the  citizens  of  the  dis- 
trict In  general  to  participate.  The 
time  and  date  for  the  funeral  will  be 
decided  definitely  at  the  Federation 
council    meeting. 

WltnewM    Telln    of    Affair. 

Chief  of  Police  Joseph  Trudell  this 
morning  located  a  striker,  Mattl  Saari, 
who  states  that  he  was  at  the  top 
of  the  flight  of  stair.s  leading  up  to 
the    hall    when    the    panic    occurred. 

Saarl  says  no  man  came  up  the 
stairs,  but  that  the  cry  of  fire  came 
from  within  the  hall  and  from  a  group 
of  men  and  women  who  had  been  sit- 
ting well  to  the  front.  The  crowd, 
he  says,  immediately  scrambled  up 
and  surged  to  the  doors.  Saarl  fled 
down  the  .«tairs  in  advance  of  th« 
crowd    and    saved    himself. 

The  statement  given  out  last  night 
that  there  were  no  lights  on  the 
Christmas  trees  Is  also  denied  by  sev- 
eral this  morning,   although   today  the 


trees    do    not    show     that    there    were 
any    candles   on   them. 

Mrs.  John  Meyers,  who  lives  in  a 
Hat  In  the  adjoining  building  and  on 
the  same  tloor  as  the  hall  where  the 
Christmas  exercises  were  held,  claims 
this  morninfe..  that  during  the  panic 
she  saw  a  man  fleeing  down  the  stairs, 
carrying  a  small  boy,  and  tliat  the 
boy's  cap  was  on  fire.  The  police  are 
working  on  a  theory,  therefore,  that 
there  were  lights  on  the  tree,  the  boy's 
cap  catching  from  one,  and  that  thib 
was  responsible  for  the  cry  whlcli 
started  the  p«nic.  No  arrests  were 
made   up   to   10  o'clock. 

ClilMrfn    Wrre    Kagrr. 

For  mar.y  ciays  the  children  of  the 
copper  mine  strikers  had  waited  anx- 
iously for  the  Christmas  tree  exercises 
that  had  betm  arranged  by  the  women's 
auxiliary  of  the  Western  Federation  of 
Miners.  The  entertainment  was  set 
for  the  early^vening.  ai\d  the  hall, 
which  is  on  thil  e^^cond  lloor,  was  filled 
to  its  limit  of  ■'J'tM) 'people.  The  children 
selected  to  recite  Cliristmas  selections 
and  sing  carols  had  finished  their  part 
of  the  program,  and  the  man  selected 
to  play  the  part  of  Santa  Claus  ap- 
peared to  distribute  the  presents  that 
were  piled  around  the  large  tree.  The 
children  were  instructed  to  march  up 
aisles  to  the  tree,  so  the  presents 
could  be  handed  them.  This  march 
had  just  begun  when  the  false  cry  of 
fire    startt^d    tho   panic. 

The  Italian  haU  was  built  about  five 
years  ago  and  was  well  provided  for 
emergencies.  It  was  thought.  The  en- 
trance wa.s  a  hallway  about  ten  feet 
deep.  A  stairway  about  eight  feet  wide 
led  up, to  a  small  landing  of  about  8 
by  10  feet.  The  main  door  of  the  hall 
opened  on  the  landing.  There  Is  a 
snnll  cloakroom  about  ten  feet  .square 
to  one  side  of  the  main  door.  The  loss 
of  life  was  heavy  at  the  small  door  of 
thi.«<  room.  Tti<?  rmsh  apparently  turned 
many  against  the  door  of  thi.**  room, 
and  crushed  them  to  death  within  the 
doorway. 

Killed   on    St«lr>vay. 

Tne  greatest  number  of  dead  in  any 
one  pla<'e  was  aJ  tht;  bottom  of  the 
stairs.  Th^ie  wha|^eached  the  stairs 
first  werrf  evidently  hurled  to  the  bot- 
tom Jjy  those  behind,  aii^  in  this  way 
thft' »t«-lrway  was  filled  wmost  to  the 
c*flln^. 

That  death  in  most  instances  was 
due  to  suffocation  under  the  weight 
of  those  who  fell  last,  was  Indicated 
by  the  fact  that  few  of  the  corpses 
bore  marks  of  injury.  Bodies  were 
crumpled  and  broken,  but  the  features 
were  not  cut  or  bruised. 

Mrs.  Annie  Clemens,  president  of  the 
women's  auxiliary  in  charge  of  the  en- 
tertainment, said  she  was  on  the  stage 
directing  the  distribution  of  gifts 
when  the  panic  started.  She  and  other 
women  had  been  intent  on  keeping  the 
children  in  ijne  and  orderly,  as  they 
were  eager  to  see  what  Santa  Claus 
had  brought  th<»m.  She  said  the  wom- 
en In  charge  tried  to  stem  the  onrush 
and  quiet  the  people  but  their  cries, 
warning  the  people  that  nothing  was 
wrong,  were  fHtlle. 

Trod   on  >nii  0%Tn  Child. 

One  m.an  wa.f  seen  to  stoop  to  take 
up  his  little  girl,  only  to  be  pushed 
with  great  force  and  made  to  tread 
her  beneath  him.  A  woman  who  ran 
to  grab  up  three  small  boys  was 
crushed    to    death    with    them. 

One  child,  about  5  years  old,  who 
was  too  greatly  frightened  to  give 
her  name,  made  lur  way  unharmed  to 
the  street  by  way  of  the  fire  escape, 
after  all  others  who  were  free  had 
fled.  She  had  been  knocked  down  in 
the  rush  but  no  orte  had  stepped  on  her 
as  she  was  near  the  end  of  the  line. 
Statement    By   Moyer. 

President  My>«ir  of  the  Western 
Federation  of  Miners  said  in  a  state- 
ment: 

"I  have  wired  President  Wilson, 
Governor  Ferris,  Secretary  of  Labor 
Wilson  and  Secretary-  Morrison  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  ac- 
quainting them  with  the  details  of 
this  disaster  and  urging  Immediate 
national  and  state  Investigations  Into 
the  cause.  My  information  Is  to  to  the 
effect  that  no  striker  or  anyone  in 
sympathy  with  the  strike  brought 
about  this  catastrophe. 

"There  are  many  who  testify  that  a 
man  from  the  outside  came  up  the 
stairs  and  yelled  'fire.'  A  public  meet- 
ing of  citizens  has  been  called  for  to- 
morrow to  take  relief  measures,  but  I 
wish  to  say  that  the  Western  Federa- 
tion of  Miners  will  bury  it.s  own  dead, 
and  that  the  American  labor  move- 
ment will  take  care  of  the  relatives  of 
the  deceased.  No  aid  will  be  accepted 
from  any  of  those  citizens  who  a  short 
time  ago  pronounced  these  people  un- 
desirable   citizens." 

MacXauyhton'M    Statement. 

.Tames  MacNaughton.  general  man- 
ager of  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  Mining 
company,  saldf*^*"*' 

"This  is  the  most  awful  calamity 
tl-at  has  ever  been  known  In  Calumet 
and  the  sympathy  of  all  goes  out  to 
the  members  of  the  bereaved  families." 

A  leader  of  the  Citizens'  alliance, 
taking  notice  of  the  statement  of 
President  Moyer  of  the  "Western  Fed- 
eration and  of  the  unofficial  charges 
made  by  strikers  during  the  removal 
of    bodies,    said; 

"It  is  preposterous  to  suppose  that 
any  member  of  the  Citizens'  alliance 
would  have  attempted  to  disturb  a 
Christmas  celebration  by  the  children 
of  strikers  lir- TS^ch  a  manner.  The 
alliance  Is  made&up  of  business  mel. 
and  professional  men,  and  Its  only 
object  Is  to  procure  a  strict  enforce- 
ment of  the  la^^'  In  the  copper  field 
during   the    continuance    of    the    strike. 

"Many  membPrs^of  the  alliance  have 
contributed  llberaliy  to  the  unfortunate 
In  the  copper  flel«l,  even  giving  money 
to  aid  the  strikers  to  enjoy  a  happy 
Christmas.  Nearlyi  all  the  members  of 
the  alliance  who  were  in  the  city  made 
ever>-  effort  to  aid' broken  families  nnd 
alleviate   the  grief  of  the  bereaved."

StateMeM    by    Shaw. 

Boston,  Dec.  25.- — When  Informed  of 
last  night's  traflfedy  at  Calumet.  Mich., 
Quincy  A.  Shaw,  president  of  the  Cal- 
umet &  Hecla  Mining  company,  sent 
the  following  telegram  to  James  Mc- 
Naughton,  superintendent  of  the  mines: 

"In  some  way  through  the  local  pa- 
pers,   you    will    convey    our    sympathy 


I  to    the    men   and   women    to   whom   tha 
I  loss  Is  a  personal  one  and  to  the  whole 
community    which    has   to    face   such   a 
dreadful  calamity. 

"I  feel  sure  that  when  this  message 
reaches  you  you  will  have  done  every- 
thing In  the  company's  power  finan- 
cially and  with  our  hospital  service  to 
render  assistance  to  the  victims  and 
their  families  In  tikis  frightful  acci- 
dent." 
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who  paid  the  expenses  of  publishing 
the  book  Vollum  wrote  some  years 
later    on    premature    btirlals. 

Vollum  states  that  two  undertak- 
er.'s  in  England  told  the  Englishman 
and  himself  "that  If  what  they  per- 
sonally knew  was  published  it  would 
horrify  the  world."  He  stated  that 
if  a  person  died  In  Germany  the  law^ 
required  that  it  be  at  once  reported 
to  the  neare.'st  physician  of  the  gov- 
ernment, who  at  once  takes  posses- 
sion of  the  body,  moves  It  to  a 
mortuary,  placing  it  In  a  comfortable 
bed,  where  It  Is  under  constant  ob- 
servation until  decay  is  shown.  The 
mortuaries  are  built  in  them.  It  l8 
said  that  the  last  mortuary  built  in 
Munich  cost  several  liundred  thous- 
and  dollars. 

Germany  Is  not  a  wealthy  nation, 
and  that  such  a  frugal  nation  should 
spend  thousands  of  dollars  every  year 
to  prevent  any  one  being  buried  alive 
shows  that  they  consider  the  precau- 
tion necessary.  Their  doctors  say  the 
shock  to  the  solar  plexus  caused  by  a 
gunshot  wound,  a  fall,  a  blow  from  a 
fist  or  club,  or  a  tired  and  hungry 
person  drinking  a  quantity  of  ice- 
cold  water  or  beer,  may  cause  ap- 
i  parent  death  that  may  last  for  days 
;  until  the  system  recovers  from  the 
shock  .and  revives,  and  the  person 
lives.  The  same  may  also  occur  from 
weakness  caused  by  Illness,  especial- 
ly  during  epidemics.

To    bury 
within     two    or     three     days     aoes     not 
give    the    body    time    to    recover,    and 
allowing    all    our    undertakers    at   once 
to     inject     10     cent.s'      worth     of     em- 
balming   fluid    into    the    body    kills    all 
1  chances  of  Its  ever  reviving.     It  would 
'  look     as     If     Americans     were     anxious 
to      get      rid      of      their      parents      and 
I  grandparents,    for,    of    course,    middle- 
aged    and    old    people    are    mXich    more 
liable    than    young    people    to    a    state 
!  of    suspended    animation.

SOME  LEMON  RECIPES. 

From    the    Pictorial    Review: 
I<enion    Meringaeii. 

Six    heaping    tablespoons    of    rice. 

One   cup   of   sweet   milk. 

One   tablespoon    of    butter. 

Scant    half  cup    of   sugar. 

One   lemon. 

Three  tablespoons  of  powdered 
sugar. 

Three  eggs. 

Boll    the    rice    In    water    for   one-half 
hour;  then  drain  arid  add   tlie   milk  and 
butter.  Beat  the  yolks  of  the  eggs  with 
the    sugar   until    light.    Add    this    to    the 
rice  an<l  milk   with  the  grated  rind  and 
juice   of   the   lenrmn.   Mix    well    together. 
Place  some  custard   cups  in   a   pan  half 
filled   with   boiling  water,   fill   the  cups  j 
twf)-thirds  full  of  the  rice,  place  over  a  [ 
hot  fire  and  boil   until   the   mixture   be-  i 
comes    a    thick    custard — about    twenty 
minutes.     Beat     the     egg     whites     .stiff ' 
with   three   tablespoonfuls   of   powdered 
sugar.   Cover   the  cups  with   the   merin-  , 
gue    ar»d     set     in    the     oven    to     brown 
lightly.     Set     the     custard     In     a     cold 
place. 

Mormon    Tapioca    Pudding. 

Two  tablespoonfuls  of  tapioca,  one 
lemon,  one-half  cup  of  sugar,  one  egg, 
cream   and   sugar. 

Soak  tne  tapioca  over  night  in  one- 
half  cup  of  cold  water.  In  the  morn- 
ing add  another  half  cup  of  cold  water 
and  the  grated  lemon  skin.  .Set  over 
the  fire  and  boll  until  the  tapioca  is 
clear  and  transparent.  Add  the  lemOn 
juice  and  sugar,  one-half  cup  of  boil- 
ing water,  the  egg  well  beaten  and  a 
pinch  of  salt  and  boll  until  creamy. 
Put  in  a  mold  to  cool  and  serve  with 
cream  and   sugar. 

Candled  Lemon  Pt'ei. 

One-half  pound  of  sugar,  lemon 
skins. 

It  Is  an  economy  to  save  lemon 
skins.  After  extracting  the  juice, 
clean  out  the  white  skin  and  throw 
it  at  once  into  cold  water.  Bring  them 
to  a  boll,  boil  for  five  minutt^s  and 
drain.  Cover  with  boiling  water  and 
boil  again  until  tender.  Prepare  a 
syrup  from  one-half  pound  of  sugar 
and  one-half  cup  of  water.  Bring  to 
a  boil  and  skim.  Put  in  the  lemon 
rinds  and  cook  until  transparent. 
Lemon    lee. 

Six  lemons,  one  quart  of  milk,  one 
cup    of    granulated    sugar. 

Extract  the  juice  of  the  lemons  and 
add  the  sugar;  then  add  the  milk.  The 
mixture  will  curdle,  but  this  makes 
no  difference.  Freeze  at  once.  This  is 
a    simply    made    and  'delicious    Ice.

FARM    CAPITAL    AND    PROFIT. 

Kansas  Farmer:  It  has  been  un- 
der.stood  for  years  that  farming  re- 
quires more  capital  than  has  been 
avaiinble  to  most  farnier.s.  It  ha.s  been 
known,  too,  that  the  farmer  who  liad 
the  n<cessary  capital  upon  which  to 
operate  was  the  man  who  was  able 
to  realize  more  money  from  a  quarter 
section  as  compared  with  the  man  o!i 
the  same  number  of  acres,  the  sam*- 
kind  of  land,  but  farming  with  less 
equipment  and  less  capital. 

The  first  figures  showing  the  rela- 
tion of  capital  to  profits  are  tho.«»e 
which  come  from  an  investigation 
made  by  the  Wisconsin  experiment  sta- 
tion. In  thi.s  investigation  it  was 
found  that  when  the  operating  capital 
— that  is,  the  machiner.v,  livestock  and 
cash — was  13  M-  per  cent  of  the  t<ilal 
investment,  the  profits  were  5167. "8  a 
farm;  increasing  the  operating  capit.'il 
to  17.7  per  cent  raised  the  profits  to 
$433.68;  when  the  ca|>ital  was  raised 
to  28.8  per  cent  the  profits  were 
$1,628.55,  and  when  the  operating  cap- 
per cent  the  profits  went 
It  must  be  understood 
above  figures,  operating 
capital  Is  regarded  as  machinery,  cat- 
tle,  hor.ses,   hogs,  chickens  and  cash. 

These  figures  are  the  averages  of 
many  farms  and  indicate  accurately 
that  there  Is  a  cloi^e  relation  between 
opeiating  capital  and  profits,  the 
largest  profits  coming  when  one-third 
was  in  stock,  machinery  and  c;»8h  and 
but  two-thirds  of  It  In  land  and  build- 
ings. When  lu'arly  all  the  capital  was 
in  land  and  buildings  the  profits  were 
smaller,  and,  to  use  the  familiar  ex- 
pression, such  farmers  were  "land 
poor." 

Commenting  on  the  Wisconsin  experi- 
ment, Mr.  P;ilmer  f)f  the  North  Dakota 
Agrir-ultural  college  Fays  that  having 
nearly  all  the  capital  In  land  and  build- 
ings is  a  good  deal  like  the  merchant 
whc>  has  a  big  store  but  scarcely  any 
goods  on  the  shelve*.  It  Is  better  to 
have  a  smaller  store  with  well -stocked 
shelves.  Likewise,  It  Ifl  better  to  have 
a  smaller  farm  If  it  Is  supplied  with 
the  stock,  machinery  and  cash  neces- 
sary to  make  the  best  use  of  the  land.

one  egg.  It  Is  true,  but  beating  It, 
nevertheless. 

The  four  other  birds  in  the  Barron 
pen  supported  Princess  Dldit  nobly, 
the  total  yield,  in<'luding  that  of  the 
record-breaker,  being  1,1!*0  eggs,  an 
average  of  238.  This  pen  thus  become.s 
probfbly  the  most  valuable  In  exi.^t- 
ence.  Princess  Didit  alone  being  worth 
much  more  money  than  the  average 
poultryman   can  afford  to  give. 

One  of  Princess  Did  it's  sisters  ■was 
not  f.ir  to  the  rear  of  the  champion, 
producing  262  eggs  in  the  3Cr>  days  and 
stands  third  In  the  competition.  An- 
other laid  230,  still  another  210,  and 
the  lowtst  206.

FOUR  WOUNDED  IN  PISTOL 


DUEL;  ONE  LIKELY  TO  DIE 


Superior  Detective  Has  Mir- 
aculous   Escape    in 
Tenderloin  District. 


Fights  Four  Armed  Assail- 
ants   and    Escapes 
Without  Scratch. 


As  a  result  of  an  early  morning 
shootlnt;  affray  which  took  place  In 
front  of  a  Hammond  avenue  resort  at 
Superior.  Frank  Roborto,  aged  25.  Is 
dying  and  three  of  his  companions, 
who  engaged  in  a  pistol  battle  with 
Detective  Carl  Huber  when  the  officer 
attempted  to  arrest  one  of  their  num- 
ber, are  at  St.  Mary's  hospital,  Supe- 
rior, seriously  wounded.  Roborto's 
companions   may   survive. 

The  shooting  affair  was  remarkable 
in  that  Officer  Huber,  single-handed, 
fought  off  four  men,  three  of  whom 
were  armed,  and  came  out  of  the  fracas 
without  a  scratch.  His  assailants  did 
not  fare  so  well.  All  but  one,  who 
escaped,  were  shot.  The  officer  flred 
five  shots,   emptying  his  gun. 

Officer  Huber  was  in  plain  clothe.s. 
About  12:30  o'clock  this  morning  while 
making    the    rounds    of    the    tenderloin 


district,  he  observed  five  men  being 
ejected  from  a  Hammond  avenue  re- 
sort. One  of  them,  furious  with  rage, 
pulled  a  razor  from  his  pocket  and 
started  back  into  the  place  with  the 
open    blade   in   his   hand. 

The  officer  immediately  headed  the 
man  off  and  placed  him  under  arrest 
on  a  charge  of  disorderly  conduct. 
While  the  policeman  was  taking  his 
prisoner  to  the  patrol  box,  he  noticed 
that  he  was  being  followed  by  the 
prisoner's  companions.  As  he  wheeled 
around,  the  man  nearest  to  him  fired,  j 
the  revolver  being  concealed  in  an 
overcoat    pocket. 

rresrnre    of    Mind. 

Officer  Huber  displayed  presence  of 
mind  by  placing  his  prisoner  between 
himself  and  his  assailants,  three  of 
whom  opened  fire  on  him.  Several 
shots  were  exchanged  and  three  of  the 
four  men  were  wounded.  The  fourth 
man  escaped.  The  three  wounded  men 
attempted  to  escape  but  were  captured 
by  Patrolmen  Angvlck  and  Bingham  at 
Sixth  street   and  Tower  avenue. 

The  man  who  pulled  the  razor  and 
who  was  arrested  by  Officer  Huber 
gave  his  name  as  George  Foyo,  alias 
Frobo,  aged  30.  He  broke  away  from 
the  officer,  but  was  recaptured  after 
he  had  been  struck  a  blow  over  the 
head  with  the  butt  end  of  the  officer's 
gun.  Foyo  is  in  the  hospital.  The 
other  three  men  were  also  taken  to 
the  hospital.  Their  names  were  Frank 
Roberto,  25.  fatally  wounded;  Peter 
Marino,  30,  and  Joe  Pardo,  19,  both  ol 
whom  are  expected  to  survive. 

Roberto  was  shot  through  the  abdo- 
men and  little  hopes  are  being  held 
out  for  his  recovery.  The  police  be- 
lieve that  the  man  who  escaped  also 
was  armed  and  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  apprehend  him.

KING  GEORGE 

HAS  A  GOOD  JOB. 

London  Answers:  The  civil  list,  as 
It  is  called — that  is,  the  amount  of 
the  public  provision  made  by  the 
country  for  the  comfort  and  dignity 
of    the   sovereign   and   his    household — 

stands  at  the  present  at  470,000  pounds 
a  y«?ar,  and  is  the  same  as-  was  re- 
ceived   by    Edward    VII. 

To  add  to  this  there  is  the  Income 
from  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  The 
revenues  of  this  duchy  which  were 
only  10,000*  pounds  a  year  when  Queen 
Victoria  came  to  the  throne,  are  now 
over  CO, 000   pounds. 

The  main  Income  of  the  duchy  arises 
from  rents  of  land  and  from  royaltl«s 
paid  by  mine  and  quarry  owners. 
These  royalties,  include  sums  paid  for 
sand  and  gravel  taken  from  the  fore- 
shore, the  usual  royalty  for  shingle  be- 
ing  two-pence   a    ton. 

■  The  duchy  income  also  includes  such 
and  odd  item  as  8,000  pounds  from  the 
consolidated  fund  "in  lieu  of  presage 
and  butlerage  of  wine."  The  best  pay- 
ing part  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster 
is  not  in  Lancashire  at  all,  but  in 
London.  Lancaster  Place,  near  the 
north  end  of  Waterloo  bridge,  is  the 
center  of  a  valuable  piece  of  land  be- 
longing  to    the   Northern   duchy. 

The  civil  list,  it  must  be  understood, 
is  guaranteed  to  our  sovereign,  who,  in 
return,  has  surrendered  to  the  country 
ail  his  rights  to  the  crown  lands. 
These  crow  lands,  however,  are  still 
his,  and  are  only  given  up  to  the  coun- 
try for  the  king's  lifetime.  If  his  suc- 
cessor chose  to  do  so,  he  could  no 
doubt  give  up  his  civil  list  and  resume 
possession    of    the    crown    lands. 

The  estates  of  all  people  who  die 
without  making  wills  or  leaving  heirs 
form  part  of  the  crown  property,  and 
a  good  deal  of  money  accrues  in  this 
way  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Many  subjects  leave  to  their  sover- 
eign legacies  by  will.  The  most  famous 
case  v/as  tlie  '■a  million  pounds  be- 
queathed to  Queen  Victoria  by  the 
Misses  McNeale.  A  family  vault  and 
race  horse  worth  at  least  a  1,000 
pounds  were  other  legacies  to  Queen 
V^ictoria  and  King  Edward  respec- 
tively. 

What  the  king's  private  income  may 
be  is  no  matter  for  discussion,  but 
we  know,  of  course,  that  he  owns  the 
estates  of  Balmoral  and  Sandringham, 
which  have  had  much  money  spent  up- 
on them,  and  are  now  paying  prop- 
erties. 

He  also  has  certain  perquisites, 
such  as  the  right  to  every  whale  or 
sturgeon  captured  off  British  coasts, 
while  from  other  sources  he  is  entitled 
to  such  curious  odds  and  ends  as  siWer 
needle,  white  hare,  nightcaps,  lances 
and    crossbows. 

He  could,  if  ho  pleased,  travel  free 
on  any  railway  In  the  kindgom,  but  of 
this  right  he  never  avails  himself.  One 
valuable  privilege  which  is  his  is  that 
of   paying   no    income   tax    whatever.

Technical  World:  The  tube  of  but- 
ter is  to  supplant  the  "patty"  on  the 
tables  of  Indian  restaurants.  The 
warm  moist  air  of  the  Hindoo  penin- 
sula has  such  deleterious  effects  up- 
on the  keeping  qualitie.s  of  butter  that 
government  officials  are  planning  to 
pack  this  product  in  collapsible  tin 
tubes  such  as  tooth  paste  Is  mar- 
keted in.  The  tubes  are  to  be  of  tin 
in  order  to  avoid  the  poisonous  com- 
pounds that  would  re.=iult  from  the 
action  of  the  volatile  fatty  acids  In 
butter  upon  such  metals  as  lead  and 
copper.  Pound,  half-pound  and  quarter- 
pound   tubes  are  planned. 

AN  AMERICAN  PLAY  ABROAD.

New  York  Times:  How  and  where 
did  the  games  played  by  the  English- 
speaking  people  originate  in  a  question 
.seldom  heard,  despite  the  millions  of 
persons  who  indulge  In  athletic  sports. 
The  Anglo-Saxon  is  responsible  for  the 
preservation  of  many  of  the  games 
whicii  are  now  almost  unknown  in  the 
countries  in  which  they  .had  their  orlr 
gin.  Some  of  these  forma  of  diversion 
are  older  than  the  Koman  empire, 
while  others,  like,  for  instance,  ba.s- 
ket ball,  are  of  comparatively  late  ori- 
gin. Where  and  how  some  of  the^e 
games  originated  are  set  forth  as  fol- 
lows: 

Baseball  holds  undisputed  sway  as 
the  American  national  game.  It  Is 
founded  on  the  old  English  game  of 
rounders,  and  for  almost  a  century  it 
has  been  known  In  the  Eastern  states 
In   various   forms. 

Basket  ball  is  unique,  Inasmuch  as 
It  was  the  Invention  of  one  man,  and 
was  completed  at  a  single  sitting.  In 
1891,  in  the  course  of  a  lecture  at  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  association  in 
Plainrteid,  Mass.,  the  lecturer  spoke  of 
the  mental  processes  of  invention,  and 
used  a  game,  with  Its  limitations  and 
necessities,  as  an  illustration.  James 
Na'smith,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
class,  worked  out  basket  ball  that  same 
night  as  an  Ideal  game  to  meet  the 
case.  It  was  presented  the  next  day 
in  the  lecture  roonv  and  put  in  prac- 
tice with  the  aid  of  the  members  of  the 
gymnasium.  From  there  It  spread  to 
other  branches  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  association,  and  subsequently 
to  athletic  clubs  and  the  general 
public. 

Billiards  is  believed  by  some  to  have 
been  brought  down  from  the  East  dy 
the  Crusaders,  while  others  claim  an 
English  origin  for  It  and  find  it  allied 
to  the  game  of  bowls.  Still  others  as- 
sert that  the  French  developed  It  from 
an  ancient  Oerman  game.  It  seems 
pretty  certain  that  the  first  person  to 
give  form  and  rule  to  the  game  was 
an  artist  named  Henrique  Devigne, 
who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Charles  IX. 
One  writer  sees  In  billiards  the  ancient 
game  of  paille-maille  played  on  a  table 
instead  of  on  the  ground,  and  this  is 
indeed  a  very  reasonable  assumption. 

Bowls,  or  bowling,  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  ancient  of  FJngllsh 
pastimes.  Its  origin  being  traceable  to 
the  twelfth  century.  It  was  held  in 
such  disfavor  for  years  that  laws  were 
enacted  against  It,  and  It  was  an  illegal 
pursuit.  Alleys  were  built,  however, 
as  it  could  not  be  played  out  of  doors 
during  the  winter,  and  the  game  flour- 
ished in  spite  of  opposition.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century 
greens  began  to  increase,  while  the 
alleys  were  rigorously  and  absolutely 
suppressed.  It  soon  became  a  royal 
game  and  no  gentleman's  place  was 
complete  without  a  bowling  green. 

Checkers  Is  said  by  some  to  be  a 
very  old  game,  while  others  declare  it 
to  be  of  c6mparatively  modern  origin. 
Whence  it  came  is  absolutely  un- 
known. The  game  la  ,  also  called 
draughts  and  there  are  many  varieties 
of  it— Chinese,  English,  Polish,  Span- 
ish, Italian  and  "Turkish.  It  is  also 
found  among  the  native  tribes  of  the 
Interior    of    New    Zealand. 

Chess  has  always  ,been  the  subject 
of  more  dispute,  so  far  as  its  origin 
is  concerned,  than  any  other  game.  It 
is  probably  the  most  ancient  as  well 
a.s  the  most  intellectual  of  games,  and 
it  is  played  all  over  the  world.  The 
belief  which  is  most  generally  accepted 
is  that  it  came  from  the  Hindoos,  and 
the  most  conservative  estimate  places 
its  age  at  1,000  years.  Some  persons, 
however,  claim  an  age  of  from  4,000 
to  5,000  years  for  It.  Its  basis  is  the 
art  of  war  and  the  Hindoo  name  for 
it,  chaturanga,  means  the  four  "an- 
gas,"  or  members  of  an  army  which 
are  given  In  Hindoo  writings  as  ele- 
phants, horses,  chariots  and  foot  sol- 
diers. 

Cricket  l.s  the  national  game  of  Eng- 
lishmen and  seems  always  to  have 
been  played  In  Britain.  The  first  men- 
tion of  it  is  found  in  a  manuscript  of 
the  thirteenth  century.  The  name 
comes  from  the  Saxon  "crlc"  or  "cryc," 
a  crooked  stick — an  obvious  reference 
to  the  bat  with  which  It  Is  played, 
and  in  many  of  the  British  posses- 
sions it  has  become  popular  with  the 
natives,  notably  in  New  Zealand. 

Croquet  is  said  to  have  been  derived 
from  paillie-maillie,  or  mail,  which 
was  played  In  Languedoc  in  the  thir- 
teenth century.  Mall  was  very  pop- 
ular in  England  at  the  time  of  the 
Stuarts  No  other  game  has  had  such 
fluctuations  of  fortune  as  croquet,  as 
It  sunk  Into  oblivion  by  the  end  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  yet  was  re- 
vived during  the  middle  of  the  nine- 
teenth and  assumed  almost  the  popular- 
ity  of  a  national   game. 

Curling  has  been  popular  in  North 
Britain  for  the  last  three  centuries 
and   is  regarded  as  a  Scottish  game. 

Dice  are  said  by  some  to  have  had 
their  origin  in  occult  sources,  but  more 
reasonably  they  are  ascribed  to  Psal- 
medes  of  Greece.  B.  C.  1244.  Those  ex- 
humed at  Thebes  are  Identical  with 
those  used  today  and  the  games  played 
with  them  are  the  simplest  and  most 
widely  known  games  of  chance  In   the 

■world 

Football  was  undoubtedly  Intro- 
duced into  England^  by  the  Romans, 
and  is  therefore  older  than  the  na- 
tional game  of  cricket.  Varieties  of 
It  may  be  found  in  many  parts  of  the 
world  It  Is  known  In  the  Philippines 
and  through  the  Polynesian  islands, 
among  the  Eskimos,  th?  Faroe  islands 
and  even  by  the  Moaris  of  New  Zeal- 
and       The    Greeks    also  played    it. 

Golf  is  popularly  supposed  to  have 
had  Its  origin  In  Scotland,  but  there 
seems  to  be  good  reason  for  believing 
that  It  came  from  Holland.  The  name 
itself  Is  undoubtedly  df  German  or 
Dutch  extraction,  and  axi  enactment  of 


James  I  of  England,  bearing  date  1618. 
refers  to  a  considerable  importation  of 
golf  balls  from  Holland,  and  at  the 
same  time  places  a  restriction  upon 
this  extravagant  use,  in  a  foreign 
country    of   the   coin    of   the    realm. 

Lacrosse  is  tlie  national  ball  game 
of  Canada.  It  came  from  the  aborig- 
inal red  men,  who  doubtless  played  it 
for  many  centuries  before  the  discov- 
ery of  the  new  world.  Different  tribes 
played  it  in  different  ways,  and  it  was 
usually  very  rough.  The  name  was  t 
given  to  it  by  the  French  Canadians, 
who  saw  the  resemblance  between  the 
curved  netted  stick  used  in  playing  It 
and  a  bishop's  crozier  or  crosse. 

Poker  is  probably  a  development  of 
il  frusso,  an  Italian  game  of  the  fif- 
teenth century.  A  similar  game  called 
primlera  was  played  in  Italy  in  the 
sixteenth  century,  and  thence  jour- 
neyed Into  Spain.  In  France  this  be- 
came ambigu,  and  later  appeared  In 
England  under  the  name  of  brag. 
Poker  Is  distinctly  an  American  game, 
and  seems  to  have  descended  more  di- 
j  rectly  from  the  game  of  brag  than 
from  any  of  the  others. 

Tennis  is  pronounced  the  oldest  of 
all  the  existing  ball  games.  It  Is  im- 
possible to  give  its  origin,  but  it  was 
played  in  Europe  during  the  Middle 
Ages  in  the  parks  and  ditches  of  the 
feudal  castles.  It  was  at  first  the 
pastime  of  kings  and  nobles,  but  later 
It  grew  popular  with  all  classes.  The 
French  took  it  from  the  Italians  and 
the    English    from    the    French. 

Whist  undoubtedly  is  derived  from 
the  old  game  of  trumps,  which  has  a 
purely  English  lineage.  There  is  no 
record  of  the  origin  of  this  game  nor 
of  its  development  into  ruff-and-hon- 
ors,  which  was  the  parent  of  whist. 
The  earlist  reference  to  it  is  believed 
to  be  in  a  sermon  of  aLlerimer,  about 
the  year  1529.  The  name  probably  is  de- 
rived from  the  "hist"  or  "silence," 
which  close  attention  to  play  demands 
of  the  players. 

THE  LUMBER  TRADE. 

Letter  to  New  York  .Sun:     Very  few 
people    know    of    the    great   volume    of 
business    carried     on     by     the     lumber 
i  trade.      Its    total    each    year   in    dollars 
I  and   cents   is   far   In   excess   of   that   of 
!  any    other    trade,    and    yet    the    public 
'  seldom  sees  a   market   report   or  reads 
I  of  trade  conditions  in  the  Eastern  pa- 
'  pers;    and    for    this    reason    very    little 
;  is    known     about     lumber     outside     of 
i  those   actually   in   the   trade. 
i      The  average  lumberman's  profits  are 
1  small    if    we    take    into     account     the 
i  capital     involved;     the    mill     man,     the 
I  wholesaler  and   the   retailer  are  all   in 
severe   competition   with   each   other   in 
their  respective  lines,  and  very  seldom 
become    men    of    wealth;     nevertheless 
the   average   lumber   dealer   is    usually 
found    to    be    a    very    liberal    man,    and 
one  who  spends   money   freely,   and   he 
can   be  depended   upon   to  help   liis   fel- 
low   man    when    called    upon     for     as- 
sistance. 

The  large  fortunes  made  in  the  trade 
are  made  by  the  timber  owners,  and 
throughout  the  Middle  West  and  the 
Pacific  coast  states  and  Canada  hun- 
dreds of  men  who  are  known  by  their 
millions  have  grown  wealthy  by  sell- 
ing timber  lands  which  they  purchased 
at  low  prices  a  few  years  ago,  when 
the  supply  of  timber  in  the  United 
States    seemed    inexhaustible. 

The  number  of  wage  earners  In  the 
United  States  employed  in  the  lumber 
industry,  is  over  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand; the  value  of  the  product  each 
year  over  $1,200,000,000.  Our  forests 
cover  over  555.000,000  acres.  Forests 
publicly  owned  contain  one-fifth  of  all 
timber  standing;  forests  privately 
owned  contain  at  least  four-fifth  of 
all  standing  timber.  The  timber  pri- 
vately owned  Is  not  only  four  times 
that  publicly  owned,  but  it  is  gener- 
ally more  valuable.  • 
"The  present  rate  of  cutting  is  three 
times  the  annual  growth  of  the  forests 
in  the  United  States.  Many  people 
estimate  that  because  of  the  use  of 
steel  and  concrete  less  lumber  is  be- 
ing used,  but  this  is  an  error.  Statis- 
tics show  that  because  of  our  constant 
increase  in  population  more  lumber  is 
consumed  every  year,  and  unless  steps 
are  taken  in  the  near  future  to  reforest 
and  conserve  our  timber,  twenty  years 
hence  our  forests  will  have  been  prac- 
tically eliminated. 

The  lumbermen  of  the  south  Atlantic 
states  are.  as  a  rule,  what  is  known 
as  "weak  holders,"  and  for  this  rea- 
son they  seldom  obtain  a  fair  return 
for  their  products.  When  other  grades 
are  in  good  condition  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  enough  lumber  produced  to 
supply  the  demand,  and  prices  advance 
sharply;  but  the  moment  general  bus- 
iness fall  off,  the  average  lumber  man- 
ufacturer commences  at  once  to  re- 
duce his  prices  and  to  cut  more  lumber.

SAYS  SOME  LAWYERS' 
"STOCK  IS  WATERED' 


Ft.  PaTil.  Minn..  Dec.  26.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Three  opinions  having 
to  do  with  laws  regulating  the  liquor 
traffic  were  handed  down  by  the 
8upre:ne   court    of   Minnesota    today. 

The   court   holds: 

That  to  render  a  sale  of  liquor  to  a 
minor  unlawful  it  is  not  necessary  that 
notice  forbidding  such  sale  should 
previously    have    been    given. 

That  the  act  of  a  barkeeper  In  sell- 
ing liquor  to  a  minor  is  the  act  of  the 
proprittor;  the  proprietor  must  P-iT 
the  penalty  for  .such  .sales  made  by  his 
barkteper;  the  delinquency  of  the  cnr- 
keeper  is  the  only  evidence  reqalred  to 
prove  the  guilt  of  the  proprietor;  the 
fact  that  the  same  was  made  without 
th".-  knowledge  or  a.«sent  of  the  pro- 
prietor, and  contrary  to  his  instruc- 
tions,   furnishes    no    defense.

That  when  a  hotel  license  is  in  the 
name  of  the  wife  and  she  plead.s  guilty 
of  ^•ell^lg  liquor  unlawfully,  the  hus- 
band cannot  also  be  convicted  unless 
it  is  .«liown  that  he  knew  of  the  trans- 
action   or   aided    in   making   the   sale.

I.,undgren  was 
convicted  in  the  Clay  county  court  at 
Moorhend. 

This  is  the  first  time  the  drastic 
statute  in  regard  to  either  of  the.se 
matters  has  beeJi  passed  on  by  the 
court.  Justice  Hallam  wrote  the  opin- 
ion. 

AVa*    St.    Paul    Case. 

It  was  in  the  case  of  The  City  of  St. 
Paul,  respondent,  vs.  Henry  Weingarth, 
appellant,  that  the  court  held  the  sale 
by  th»»  wife  did  not  necessarily  convict 
the  husband.  The  Weingarths  con- 
ducted a  hotel  here,  and  were  both 
arrested  in  P'ebruary,  1913.  Mrs.  Wein- 
«raith  pleaded  guilty,  and  her  husband 
■was  afterwards  convicted,  after  a  trial, 
and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  the 
workhouse. 

In  the  case  of  Walter  M.  Toole,  ac- 
cused of  violating  the  liquor  laws  in 
Clay  county,  the  court  dismissed  a 
proceeding  to  have  certain  charges 
made  to  the  jury  reviewed  by  the  trial 
Judge.  The  jury,  it  appears,  disagreed, 
and  the  supreme  court  says  it  has  no 
Jurl.sdiction.

This  was  followed  by  a  brilliant  dis- 
play of  fireworks  and  numerous  bon- 
fires. 

A  proresslon  was  then  formed  and 
proceeded  to  the  hotel  where  Senor 
de  la  Barra  Is  staying.  After  the  crowd 
had  serenaded  the  visitor,  a  committee 
of  members  of  parliament  and  othev' 
popular  leaders  mounted  the  balcony, 
where  de  la  Barra  greeted  them  amid 
prolonged   cheering. 

The  committee  presented  to  the  visi- 
tor a  sword  and  other  gifts,  which  he 
acknowledged  briefly  and  then  called 
for  cheers  for  the  emperor  and  the 
Japanese    nation. 

The  procession  later  marched  to  the 
Mexican  legation  and  the  Imperial  pal- 
ace.

Today  was  cleanup  day  at  the  Du- 
luth  postofflce. 

Belated  parcels  were  delivered, 
broken  parcels  were  collected  and  put 
together  again,  and  the  office  was 
swept  clear  of  all  Christmas  packages 
except  those  that  came  on  incoming 
trains. 

The  irst  delivery  this  morning  w^as 
one  of  the  heaviest  of  the  holiday  sea- 
son, and  early  in  the  morning  the 
postDff'ce  was  crowded  with  packages 
containing  every  imaginable  article.

the    mail    bags. 

"Some  concert§d  action  should  h©

T;aid  Postmaster  Cook  today.  "It  has 
become  next  to  impossible  to  handle 
th©  Tiail.

With  an 
automobile  the  work  could  be  done  In 
a  fraction  of  the  time  taken  with 
hor-ses.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
when  parcels  of  fifty  pounds  are  al- 
lowed, we  Ehall  be  hampered  still 
more,  both  In  sorting  parcels  and  de- 
livering themJ"

Those  who  got  their  poultry  and  pro- 
duce direct  from  the  farm  say  tiiat  the 
quality  was  first  class  and  the  prices 
far  more  reasonable  than  If  the  goods 
had  been  sent  to  Duluth  through  a 
middle  man,  kept  in  storage  and  sold 
at   an    additional    profit. 

Poultry  has  been  coming  by  parcel 
post  several  days,  and  about  a  wagon- 
load  of  turkeys  and  geese  was  deliv- 
ered yesterday  forenoon  in  time  for  the 
Christmas  dinner  table.

Construction  work  on  the  subway 
under  the  Duluth.  Missabe  &  N'orthern 
railroad  tracks  at  Highland  street  will 
probably  be  fully  under  way  within 
another  week.  The  plans  and  grade 
established  by  the  city  engineer  have 
been  indorsed  by  the  city  commission 
and  as  far  as  the  city  is  concerned  the 
work    is    ready    to    proceed. 

The  railroad  will  construct  the  sub- 
way under  Its  tracks  and  also  pay  for 
the  approaches.  The  cost  is  estiniRted 
at  about  $12,000.  The  work  will  be 
completed  before  the  busy  ore  hauling 
season    opens    In    the    spring.

&  N.  tracks,  with  the  exception  of  Fif- 
ty-ninth avenue,  abolished.  The  latter 
will,  It  Is  believed,  be  little  used  ow- 
ing to  its  being  within  a  block  of  the 
underground  subway,  and  within  easy 
access   of   the    Oneota   cemetery   road.

Chief  Step  was  permitted 
to  tell  of  the  occasion  of  Knight's  ar- 
rest which  was  rather  peculiar  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  time  he 
was  taken  in  tow  the  Paris  authorities 
did  not  know  where  he  was  wanted. 

According  to  the  story  told  by  the 
officer.  Knight,  who  had  been  working 
as  a  hack  driver  at  I'arls  under  the 
name  of  Frank  Kelley.  had  told  hia 
secret  about  his  Duluth  trouble  to  a 
fellow  hack  driver,  who  lipped  it  off 
to  the  police.  The  informer,  however, 
had  forgetten  the  place  where  "Kelley" 
was  wanted. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  definite 
charge  could  be  lodged  against  him, 
•'Kelley'  or  Knight  was  picked  up.  He 
1  is  then  alleged  to  have  confessed  his 
i  story.  The  Paris  police  then  communi- 
cated with  the  authorities  here,  who 
went    to    Paris    after    him. 

The  state  will  rest  its  case  this  after- 
noon and  the  defense  will  then  have  its 
day  in  court.

To  those  of  the  presidential 
party,  who  expected  warm  and  balmy 
temperature,  the  "wintor  capital"  did 
not  come  up  to  expectations,  although 
Mayor  Saucier  and  other  prominent 
weather  forecasters  in  the  vicinity 
maintained  that  the  cold  spell  was 
but  temporary. 

Wore    an    Overcoat. 

The  president  set  the  seal  of  approval 
on  the  climate,  however,  by  scorning 
an  overcoat,  as  did  Dr.  Cary  T.  Gray- 
son, JJ.  S.  X..  though  a  half  dozen  cor- 
respondents ifound  overcoats  a  comfort- 
able necessity.  The  president  wa.« 
warmly  clothed  underneath  his  suit 
with  a  heavy  woolen  sweater  vest.  He 
walked  home  in  apparent  enjoyment 
of   his  .stroll. 

Earlier  in  the  day  Mr.  Wilson  had 
taken  a  short  walk  with  Mrs.  Wilson 
on  the  beach  road  that  runs  for  sev- 
eral miles  along  the  Gulf  coast.  Thej 
also  took  a  motor  ride  to  Gulport  later, 
the  nearest  city,  but  spent  most  of  the 
day  in  the  square-shaped  cottage  which 
is  the  "winter  White  House"  for  th;; 
next  three  weeks. 

For  a  complete  change  from  the  city 
of  Washington,  where  he  hns  been 
overwhelmed  with  official  tasks,  the 
president  could  not  have  chosen  a  more 
out  of  the  way  setting.  The  natives 
are  heeding  the  president's  desire  for 
rest  and  isolation  by  keeping  loiterers 
and  idlers  from  the  vicinity  of  iiis 
house. 

French   Spoken   by  Natlvcx. 

The  cottage  is  only  one  of  the  num- 
ber that  dot  the  shore  of  the  Mississip- 
pi sound,  the  entrance  to  which,  named 
Pass  Christian  after  Its  Spanish  dis- 
coverer, Christlano,  lies  a  few  miles 
due  south  *rom  the  president's  house. 
The  original  settlers  were  Spanish  and 
French,  the  language  of  the  latter  still 
being  spoken  by  many  of  the  inhabi- 
tants. Some  of  the  quaint  old  dwell- 
ings remain,  but.  for  the  most  part, 
the  shore  is  dotted  by  big  bungalows 
and    cottages. 

The  president's  home  is  a  raised  cot- 
tage, square-shaped,  with  colonial  col- 
umns and  two  balustrades  that  reach 
to  the  upper  story  from  a  well-kept 
lawn.  It  Is  a  humble  contrast  to  the

marked  today  when  it  was  seen  that 
the  citizen.s  of  Calumet  and  other  cities 
In  the  mine  district  were  in  earnest  in 
their  efforts  to  raise  funds  for  the 
stricken  families.

Many  of  those  who  went  into  the  Ital- 
ian hall  and  prevented  men.  women 
and  little  children  from  hurling  them- 
selves to  death  or  from  unwittingly 
hurling  others  to  their  death  In  their 
mad  rush  to  escape  from  an  Imaginary 
terror  called  to  their  vision  by  a 
maniacal  cry  of  "flre."  are  deserving 
of  as  high  honor  as  any  who  ever 
won  a  Carnegie  medal  or  a  Victoria 
Cross.

Mrs.  Robert  D.  Smith  of  Winnlpog 
Bpoke  of  the  works  of  Augustus  Thom- 
as and  two  of  his  plays,  "The  Witching 
Hour"  and  "Oliver  Gold.smith"  in  par- 
ticular. "The  moral  problem  is  becom- 
ing the  basis  of  our  new  dramas,"  she 
Bald,  "and  Augustus  Thomas  has 
brought  this  force  into  his  work.  He 
realized  that  death  is  not  the  solution 
of  the  problems  of  life  and  he  has 
worked  out  his  plays  on  different  lines. 
His  sense  of  proportion  Is  tine  and  he 
has  brought  in  the  necessary  action 
that  Is  demanded  by  the  average  audi- 
ence. I  believe  some  of  his  work  will 
live.  His  works  have  a  beauty  of  dic- 
tion and  finish  which  has  not  yet  been 
surpassed." 

Rlrg.  John  H.  Norton  spoke  on  "Clyde 
Fitch"  and  she  said  she  felt  that  his 
work  should  bo  placed  "in  the  class 
of  the  might-have-beens."  "His  early 
death,"  she  said,  "ended  a  successful 
and  Interesting  cart-er.  His  work  ha-s 
been  recognized  here  and  abroad  but 
I  do  not  think  his  dramas  are  destined 
to  endure  for  they  lack  that  quality 
of  completeness  and  finish  v«liich  would 
make  them  immoral  or  enduring.  They 
are  natural  and  earnest  but  lack  the 
deep  seriousne;*  which  would  make 
them   truly   great." 

MI.SB  Lena  Fleer  spoke  on  "Kugene 
Walker,"  reviewing  some  of  the  best 
known  of  his  works  and  quoting  emi- 
nent critics  on  his  work. 
"I'ercy  MacKaye,"  and  she  gave  an 
Interesting  biographical  sketch  and 
said  that  she  felt  that  the  force  of 
his  personality  and  influence  would 
have  a  lasting  quality  probably  moi«j 
Important  than  his  writings  them- 
selves  have  been.

It  is  one  of  the 
most  misused 
words  in  the  Eng- 
lish language,  es- 
pecially where  chil- 
dren are  concerned. 
It  Is  a  grave  mis- 
take constantly  to 
be    telling    a    child 


not    to    do    this    or 

that.  In  the  course  of  a  little  time 
the  childish  mind  becomes  hardened  to 
the  tones  and  refuses  to  respond,  or 
becomes  bitter  and  resentful. 

How  would  you  like  constantly  to 
bo  warned  "Don't"  to  so  many  per- 
fectly   natural    things    you    do? 

Of  course,  many  parents  will  say, 
"Well,   what  am  I   to   do   or  eay.    If   1  j  prove. 


Quite  true.  It  Is  not  an  easy  propo 
sition.  But  oftentimes  the  advice  or 
Instruction  can  be  put  In  another  form. 
Don't  is  all  rtght  in  its  place — It  is  the 
overworking  of  the  word  that  I  abhor, 
and  that  gets  on  the  nerves  of  chil- 
dren. 

Surely  a  parent  should  bo  resource- 
ful enough  to  find  some  other  form  of 
expressing  his  forbidding  will.  In- 
stead of  the  constant  negative,  why 
not  try  the  positive? 

If,  after  constantly  telling  a  son  or 
daughter  not  to  do  a  thing,  without 
avail,  why  not  quit  it,  and  begin  to 
praise  them  for  the  things  they  do 
right,  or  for  not  doing  the  things  they 
have  been  told  not  to  do?  Even  If  you 
have  to  stretch  tho  truth,  and  tell 
them  they  are  doing  something  nicely, 
when  they  are  not.  It's  likely  they 
will  soon  enough  come  around. 

Most  of  us  like  a  little  praise  mixed 
with  the  blame,  and  children  are  no 
exception.  Try  avoiding  "Don't"  as 
much  as  possible,  and  see  If  your  chil- 
dren's  spirit   and   conduct  do   not   im- 


prlvilege,  if  it  should  be  called  such,  of 
witnessing   the   wearer   put    on.

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Dec.  26. — A  dream  In 
which  he  saw  robbers  brealt  into  hi.s 
home,  bind,  gag  and  torture  him  until 
he  revealed  the  hiding  places  of  the 
wealth  he  had  hoarded,  caused  L.afe 
Jones,  a  Civil  war  veteran,  to  abandon 
his  farm  and  walk  twenty-one  miles 
to  Aurora,  Mo.,  where  he  boarded  a 
train  for  St.  Louis  to  maite  his  home 
with   a   daughter   who   lives   here.

Leavenworth,  Kan.,  Dec.  26. — Can 
there  be  two  men  whose  finger  prints 
are  identical?  Some  experts  say  there 
Is  only   one  chance  in  billions. 

M.  W'.  McClaughry,  special  agent  for 
the  department  of  justice,  who  Is 
finger  print  expert  for  the  department, 
with  offices  In  the  United  States  peni- 
tentiary, says  there  cannot  be  any, 
and  this  reveals  a  mystery  which  offi- 
cials in  three  states  are  now  trying  to 
solve. 

William  .Jeffries,  a  negro,  was  re- 
ceived at  the  prison  here  from  Dan- 
ville. III.,  to  serve  a  term  of  three 
years.  While  confined  In  the  peniten- 
tiary it  was  learned  that  he  was  a 
parole  violator  from  the  Chester,  111., 
penitentiary  and  the  officials  there 
were  notified.  Jeffries  and  two  other 
negroes  were  released  on  June  15. 
Jeffries  was  promptly  rearrested  and 
started  back   to  Chester. 

Near  Jefferson  City  the  train  slowed 
down  and  Jeffries  leaped  through  a 
window.  He  was  picked  up  supposedly 
badly  Injured,  and  taken  to  a  hospital 
at  Jefferson  City.  Later  he  was  taken 
to  Chester. 

Recently  Mr.  McClaughry,  the  finger 
print  expert,  received  a  batch  of  finger 
prints  taken  from  criminals  at  Musko- 
gee, Ok.,  and  after  classifying  them 
found  that  one  set  corresponded  in 
every  detail  with  those  of  Jeffries.  The 
name  of  the  prisoner  was  given  as 
George  Anderson  and  he  was  sentenced 
to  serve  fifteen  years  in  the  Okla- 
homa prison  for  highway  robbery.  The 
prints  corresponded  even  to  a  scar  on 
the   left   ring   finger. 

The  special  agent  immediately  com- 
municated with  the  warden  of  the 
Chester  prison  asking  whether  Jeffries 
had  escaped  or  had  been  released.  Ht 
received  a  reply  stating  that  Jeffries 
still  was  in  confinement  and  was  on 
Sept.  3,  the  time  he  was  supposed  to 
have   been    arrested   In   Oklahoma. 

This  brings  up  the  puzzle  Mc- 
Claughry is  trying  to  solve.  It  is 
now  a  question  whether  .Jeffries  was 
the  man  arrested  at  the  prison  gate  or 
some  other  man,  or  when  he  leaped 
from  the  train  at  Jefferson  City  If 
some  other  negro  was  not  arrested 
through    a    mistake    In    Identification. 

The  special  agent  Is  convinced  that 
the  finger-print  system  is  Infallible; 
that  no  two  men,  so  far  as  records 
kept  ,  for  years  are  concerned,  have 
been  found  with  the  same  impressions 
on  the  balls  of  the  fingers.  Scotland 
Yard  has  never  found  this  to  be  the 
cose  and  even  the  great  Bertlllon  him- 
self thought  so  much  of  the  finger- 
print system  that  he  placed  a  blank 
space  on  his  identification  cards  for 
the  finger-prints  of  criminals.  All  of 
the  clerks  In  the  office  of  the  speci.al 
agent  at  the  United  States  prison  are 
convinced  that  the  prints  of  the  man 
caught  in  Oklahoma  and  those  of  Will- 
iam Jeffries  are  one  and  the  same,  and 
A.  J.  Reno,  record  clerk.  Is  also  con- 
vinced   of   It. 

Rut  the  warden  of  the  Chester,  111., 
prison  says  that  Jeffries  is  still  there. 
The  case  Is  such  a  strange  one  that 
Mr.  McClaughry  Is  carrying  on  further 
correspondence  in  order  to  solve  the 
mystery'.

1.  Section  36.  Article  4,  of  the  Con- 
stltutim  of  Minnesota,  permits  the 
<  lassificatlon  of  cities  for  legislative 
purpo.ses  Into  four  classes,  on  a  basis 
of  population.  The  legislature  by  Re- 
vi.'ied  Laws  1905,  Section  746,  divided 
the  cities  of  the  state  for  legislative 
purposes  into  four  classes,  as  permit- 
ted by  the  Constitution.  It  is  within 
the  constitutional  power  of  the  legis- 
lature to  provide  that,  for  the  purpose 
of  classification  of  cities,  population 
shall  be  determined  according  to  the 
stite  census  alone. 

2.  The  constitutional  right  of  the 
legislature  to  pass  a  law  flxing  a  test 
by  which  population  is  to  be  de- 
termined, carries  with  it  the  right  to 
ch'inge  the  test,  and  this  right  is  not 
taken  away  cr  suspended  by  the  fact 
that  its  exerci.^e  may  result  in  shift- 
ing some  city  from  one  class  into  an- 
other. 

3.  The  legislature  has  no  power  to 
adopt  a  means  of  determining  popula- 
tion which  is  arbitrary  and  designed 
merely  as  an  evasion  of  the  Constitu- 
tion; but  we  cannot  say  that  the

the  state  census  alone  the  test  of 
po;>ulatic<n.  whereas  under  the  previous 
law  resort  w^s  had  to  the  latest  cen- 
sus, stnte  or  Ffcderal,  was  wholly  arbi- 
trary, evasivt  or  without  reason.

It  was  not  error  to  refuse  t«  give 
requested  instructions  as  to  right  of 
recovery  In  case, certain  conduct  of  the 
parties  was  fouVid,  the  court  having 
given  the  jury  the  correct  definition 
whereby  to  determine  whether  such 
conduct  constituted  negligence,  and 
having  stated  the  effect  of  negligence 
upon  the  verdict. 

An  instruction  suggesting  that  a 
pedestrian  has  not  the  right  to  walk 
on  any  part  of  a  street  except  the  side- 
walks and  the  crosswalks  at  the  in- 
tersections of  streets  was  properly  re- 
fused.

AND  STILL  ANOTHER. 

If  anybody  in  Northern  Minnesota 
has  been  led  to  believe  that  there  is 
any  hostility  to  it  in  Southern  Minne- 
sota, any  deliberate  policy  of  holding 
back  the  north  for  the  benefit  of  the 
south,  the  growing  chorus  of  ncv.s- 
papcr  comment  in  Southern  Minrc 
sota  supporting  The  Heralds  sugges- 
tion of  a  new  state  land  policy  should 
completely  destroy  that  mistaken  ider.. 

We  liave  already  quoted  such  news- 
papers as  the  Luverne  Herald,  the 
Caledonia  Journal  and  the  North  field 
News,  all  emphatically  approving  the 
plan  of  investing  state  funds  in  the 
reclamation  of  state  lands  And  now 
comes  another  leading  Southern  Min 
nesota  newspaper,  the  Waseca  Her- 
ald, to  add  its  vote  for  a  businesslike 
state  land  policy.  Says  the  Waseca 
paper: 

The  Puluth  Herald  hn.s  done  good 
service  in  advocating  th•^  reclama- 
tion of  state  lands  in  Northern 
Minnesota,  the  state  to  pay  the  cost 
and  ad<l  it  to  the  price  of  the  land. 
The  only  objection  to  this  program 
Is  found  In  the  fart  that  private 
speculators  occasionally  own  land 
adjoining  that  owned  by  the  state, 
and  their  land  will  be  enhanced  in 
value  by  the  reclamation  process. 
The  Herald  says  this  land  should 
be  made  to  pay  its  share  of  the 
cost.  The  Herald  is  right.  If  it 
will  now  evolve  a  plan  whereby  the 
privately  owned  land  will  pay  its 
honest  share  of  the  cost  of  recla- 
mation, the  people  of  the  entire 
state  ought  to  indorse  the  project. 

That's  the  simplest  thing  in  the 
world.  And  there  has  been  at  no 
time  a  possibility  that  any  plan  would 
be  adopted  that  did  not  take  care  of 
this  point  fully. 

When  state  land  is  drained,  or  when 
roads  arc  built  to  reach  state  land,  i* 
may  easily  happen  *hat  the  process  of 
drainage  or  road-building  will  bene- 
fit privately  owned  land  as  well  as 
the  state's  land.  In  such  a  case  every 
acre  of  land  benefitted  by  reclamitiou 
will  be  assessed  its  pro  rata  share  of 
the  cost,  precisely  as  lots  fronting 
on  a  street  improvement  are  as- 
sessed. This  feature  of  the  program 
would   be   a   matter  of  course. 

The  situation  as  to  the  third— and 
most  important — reclamation  step, 
which  is  partial  clearing  of  each  tract 
of  cut-over  land  offered  for  sale,  is 
different,  and  the  point  raised  by  the 
Waseca  paper  does  not  apply.  The 
state  would  not,  of  course,  clear  pri- 
vately owned  lands;  though  besides 
the  plan  of  clearing  state  lands  some- 
system  of  helping  SETTLERS  al- 
ready located  on  state  lands  to  clear 
their  acres  by  local  public  aid — not 
state  aid — should  be  provided. 

In  point  of  fact,  there  is  no  need 
of  fearing  that  private  lani  specula- 
tors will  benefit  unfairly  by  a  liberal 
and  businesslike  state  land  policy.  In- 
deed, they  have  more  to  fear  than  the 
state.  Many  of  them  are  'umber  com- 
panies, holding  vast  areas  of  cut-over 
lands  for  higher  prices.  If  the  state 
enters  the  land  market  with  its  par- 
tially cleared  lands  and  its  wise  sys- 
tem of  easy  payments,  its  competition 
will  put  it  up  to  the  speculators  to 
adopt  similar  methods,  or  drop  out 
of  the  race.  With  the  state  offerin? 
partially  cleared  lands  on  easy  pay- 
ments, the  private  speculator  will 
have  a  hard  time  getting  rid  of  his 
unreclaimed  lands. 

Intlecd,  if  at  any  time  opposition 
to  such  a  state  land  policy  as  The 
Herald  proposes  develops  in  North- 
ern Minnesota,  it  will  be  perfectly 
safe  to  set  it  down  to  the  discredit  of 
private  land  speculators  who  fear  the 
effects  of  the  state's  competition  if  it 
really   gets   down  to  business  as   the 

greatest  land  dealer  in  the  state.

CONGRATULATIONS  TO  TEE 
POSTOFFICE. 

By  the  way,  a  word  of  congratula- 
tion and  praise  to  the  postoffice,  not 
only  locally  but  throughout  the  coun- 
try, is  due. 

With  practically  no  more  men  or 
equipment  than  it  had  last  year,  the 
postoffice  department  in  all  its 
branches  has  stood  the  shock  of  the 
parcel  post  Christmas  business  nobly. 
At  least  three  times  the  usual  holiday 
business  has  been  '  handled  by  the 
postoffice,  and  very  little  was  left  un- 
delivered Christmas  night.  What  lit- 
tle there  is  left  can  very  easily  be 
blamed  to  the  failure  of  many  patrors 
to  do  their  Christmas  shipping  early. 

This  greatest  of  public  functions, 
and  the  closest  to  the  people  and  the 
most  useful,  has  splendidly  withstood 
the  addition  of  the  parcel  post  at 
Christmas  time,  and  this  is  the  most 
trying  test  imaginable.  To  the  de- 
partment as  a  whole,  to  the  local 
postoffice,  and  to  the  employes  of 
the  department  and  the  local  office,  a 
word  of  sincere  praise  is  due.

"A  miracle."  is  the  approving  ver- 
dict of  a  professor  of  political  economy 
on  the  banking  and  currency  bill 
which  Is  expected  to  become  a  law 
today  or  tomorrow;  "not  ten  of  tho 
men  In  congress  who  voted  for  it,"  he 
says,  "understood  its  fundamental 
principles." 

Yet  this  great  measure  embodies  the 
hopes  of  three  generations  of  plain 
Americans.  It  is  the  realization  of 
ideas  that  have  been  tenaciously  held 
for  a  hundred  years.  Delay  in  its  en- 
actment has  been  due  to  some  extent 
to  popular  errors  and  ignorance,  but 
much  more  to  the  obstinacy  and  greed 
of  men  who  made  great  claims  to  dis- 
tinction   as    financiers    and    economists. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  an 
honest  banking  system,  providing  a 
sound  currency  and  establishing  credit 
upon  a  substantial  basis,  have  been 
near  the  hearts  of  Americans  ever 
since  they  first  assailed  the  corrupt 
and  monopolistic  United  States  bank. 
Many  of  the  mistakes  that  have  been 
made  by  deluded  parties  and  factions 
may  be  traced  to  the  exasperating  in- 
justices of  superior  persons  who  were 
just   as   mistaken   and   not  so   honest. 

It  was  not  the  learned  profe.ssor.s 
or  the  skilled  financiers  who  created 
the  Independent  treasury  In  1840.  It 
was  the  plain  people,  then  as  now  ac- 
cused of  mlsunder.standlng  fundament- 
al principles.  The  new  Institution  did 
not  produce  all  of  the  results  expected, 
but  It  did  some  things.  It  made  an- 
other central  ba.ik  forever  impossible. 
It  broke  ground  for  today's  deliver- 
ance. 

For  more  than  seventy  years  most 
of  our  pretentious  financiers  have  ad- 
vocated makeshifts,  always  hoping 
that  at  some  opportune  moment  they 
might  reconstruct  on  a  grand  scale 
the  old  monopoly  of  money  and  credit. 

For  more  than  seventy  years,  in 
Bplte  of  wars,  panics,  cheap  money 
crazes  and  other  distractions,  many  of 
the  plain  people  have  cherished  the  be- 
lief that  In  due  time  they  should  ac- 
quire a  banking  system  controlled  by 
law  and  not  by  favor,  and  secure  a 
stable  currency  equal  to  public  needs 
and    free    from    manipulation. 

If  during  this  period  the  stage  has 
been  constantly  set  for  depression  and 
bankruptcy  the  fault  has  been  as  much 
that  of  the  financiers  as  of  the  peo- 
ple. Not  ten  men,  but  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  hone.st  men.  faithfully  repre- 
sented In  congress  and  In  the  White 
House,  have  at  length  changed  the 
whole    order    of    things. 

Such  an  accomplishment  worked  out 
in  toll  and  suffering  is  not  an  accident 
and  it  is  not  a  miracle.  It  Is  the  will 
of  the  people  made  manifest  at  last 
after  years  of  struggle.  It  is  the  tri- 
umph of  Democracy  In  a  field  where 
the  encounter  with  its  own  delusions 
was  less  trying  than  the  conflict  with 
the  pompous  wrongs  and  vicious  con- 
ceits of  its  adversaries.

Rising  to  the  defense  of  a  Minne- 
sota statesman  who  had  been  attacked 
by  somebody  who  was  rulhless 
enough  to  use  the  words  "with  all  his 
faults,"  the  Cannon  Falls  Beacon  says: 

Why  the  "with  all   his  faults?" 

Are  they  Indeed  so  many? 

Are  honesty.  Industry  and  so- 
briety   faults? 

Are  force,  courage  and  ability 
faults? 

It  is  with  no  slightest  desire  to  par- 
ticipate in  any  way  in  the  controversy 
about  this  particular  statesman,  who 
we  have  no  doubt  has  indeed  his 
faults  as  all  of  us  have,  that  we  quote 
this   saying  and   comment   upon   it. 

It  is  merely  to  show  that  virtues 
have  their  own  peculiar  faults  that  we 
quote  this  tribute. 

Honest}',  always  admirable,  may  be 
mistaken  and  misinformed. 

Industry  may  be  busy  in  a  wrong 
cause. 

Sobriety  may  be  less  challengeable 
than  the  rest;  but  there  are  sober 
folks  so  swollen  by  their  admiration 
of  their  own  virtues  that  they  wish  to 
put  them  by  compulsion  upon  others 
instead  of  waiting  to  teach  them  by 
example  to  adopt  those  virtues. 

Force  is  good — but  dangerous  when 
it  is  used  tyrannously:  "It  is  ex- 
cellent to  have  a  giant's  strength,  but 
it  is  tyrannous  to  use  it  like  a  giant." 

Courage  in  daring  to  do  wrong  is 
a  bad   fault. 

And  ability,  when  it  is  prostituted 
to  wrong  uses,  is  the  most  dangerous 
thing  in  life. 

So,  in  giving  such  a  tribute  to  any 
man,  it  is  not  complete  tinless  it  is 
added  that  he  had  a  vision  broad  and 
deep,  right  instincts,  sound  judgment 
of  right  and  wrong,  and  an  indomit- 
able purpose  to  use  his  good  qualities 
for  good  purposes.

Washington  letter  to  the  Brooklyn

The  president  has  succeeded  in  im- 
planting into  the  congressional  mind 
the  fixed  Idea  that  the  people  are  with 
him  and  that  the  people  will  not  stand 
any  nonsense  from  folks  who  are 
against  him. 

There  is  scarcely  a  senator  or  con- 
gressman, particularly  within  the  pres- 
ident's own  party,  who  does  not  con- 
cede Mr.  Wilson  has  a  powerful  popu- 
lar support  all  over  the  Utiited  States 
and  who  does  not  realize  that  to  run 
counter  to  it  is  about  as  hazardous  as 
sticking  one's  hand  into  a  lion's  mouth. 

Congress  is  now  quite  ready  to  ad- 
mit that  if  cold  logic,  clear  vision, 
stubborn  determination,  political  so- 
phistication, serenity  of  mind,  an  in- 
stinct for  doing  popular  things  and  a 
cheerful  willingness  to  fight.

One  factor  which  ha.''  been  of  power- 
ful assistance  to  President  Wilson  In 
securing  a  whip  hand  over  congress 
has  been  his  complete  Indifference  to 
precedent  and  his  nonchalant  manner 
in  setting  aside  or  smashing  long-es- 
tablished customs.  He  smashes  prece- 
dents, partly  because  most  of  them  ap- 
pear to  be  futile  things  and  annoy  him; 
yet  congress  is  also  beginning  to  see 
a  deeper  reason  why  Mr.  Wilson  re- 
fused to  bind  himself  with  the  old  red 
tape.

Con- 
siderable tif  the  expense  for  tlie  feast 
was  shouldered  by  the  sheriff  person- 
ally. Four  Italian  prisoners,  at  their 
request,  were  served  with  a  special 
course  of  spaghetti,  their  national 
dish.  After  the  dinner  the  inmates 
•Vk  ere  allowed  their  liberty  in  the  cor- 
ridors and  everytliing  possible  was 
done  to  make  the  day  pleasant.  The 
prisoners  spent  most  of  the  afler- 
iioun  singing  old-time  songs.

Figures  which  have  been  prepared 
by  the  division  of  public  works  show 
that  laying  dust  with  oil  costs  con- 
siderably le.ss  than  sprinkling  streets 
with   water. 

For  oil  the  cost  per  50-foot  lot  runs 
from  $1.83  to  ?2.58,  while  the  best  that 
an  average  EO-foot  lot  sprinkled  with 
water  can   expect   Is  an   assessment   of 

$3.50,  according  to  Commissioner  Rod- 
erick Miirchison.  In  a  general  way 
the  cost  of  water  is  half  again  as  much 
as  the  cost  of  oil. 

During  the  past  season  the  total 
cost  of  oiling  streets  in  six  districts 
was  16,044.08,  the  average  cost  per 
square  yard  being  2*2  cents.  The  city 
oiled  208,311  square  yards  of  highway, 
using  1*6,396  gallons  of  oil,  or  an  aver- 
age of  .404  gallon  per  square  yard. 

The  cost  per  50-foot  lot  varies  ac- 
coiding to  the  width  and  the  condi- 
tion of  the  street.  In  District  No.  16 
the  average  cost  was  |1.91  a  lot;  No.  17, 
$2.47;  No.  18.  $2.27;  No.  19.  $1.83;  Hart- 
ley road,  $2.27,  and  Greysolon  road, 
$2.58. 

Commissioner  Murchison  states  that 
he  considers  oil  more  satl.«factory  than 
■water,  not  only  because  of  the  lessened 
expense,  but  because  of  the  results 
which  are  obtained.  He  says  that  oil 
wa.s  used  on  streets  this  year  which 
were  not  In  proper  shape  to  attain  the 
best  results,  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

The  plan  which  has  been  followed  a? 
far  as  possible  has  been  to  combine 
maintenance  work  with  the  oiling.  As 
far  as  possible  the  streets  have  been 
prepared  before  the  oil  was  spread, 
making  the  work  of  as  permanent  a 
nature  as  po.«slble.  The  oil  used  in 
Duluth  last  year  contained  40  per  cent 
asphalt.  The  oil  thus  helps  to  give  the 
streets  on  which  It  is  used  a  better  and 
smoother  surface,  as  well  as  serving  as 
a  preventive  of  dust.  Many  dirt  roads 
throughout  the  country  have  been 
transformed  into  highly  desirable  high- 
ways by  first  sending  a  repair  gang 
over  them  and  combining  the  use  of 
split  log  drags  with  judicious  oiling.

Let  it  dry 
over  night,  and  the  next  day  put  on 
a  coat  of  whitewash  made  as  follows: 
Put  a  20-cent  package  of  white  rock 
lime  Into  a  pail;  then  fill  the  pall  with 
hot  water.  Cover  closely,  and  let  it 
steam  until  the  lime  Is  entirely  dis- 
solved, stirring  occasionally.  Add  6 
cents'  worth  (or  less,  if  desired.)  of 
painter's  blue  to  this  when  it  Is  dis- 
solved. Mix  thoroughly  together,  and 
apply  with  a  common  whitewash 
brush.

Under  the  term  "cancer"  are  com- 
monly grouped  several  diseases  which 
differ  widely  in  nature,  causaticn,  and 
courses,  and  in  their  response  to 
railum.  It  requires  both  skill  and  ex- 
perience to  determine  just  what  type 
of  cancer  one  has  to  deal  with  as  well 
as  the  advisability  of  using  ro.dlum.

New  York,  Dec.  26. — The  varied  de- 
mand of  the  early  market  carried 
many  stocks  to  new  high  levels  for 
the  upward  movement,  and  although 
realizing  sales  later  caused  the  list 
to  fall  back,  the  recession  did  not  un- 
dermine the  confident  feeling  which 
has   grown   up  in  the  last  week.

Trading  bean  today  in  a  hesitating 
way  with  an  even  balance  among  the 
leaders  of  small  gains  and  losses. 
Reading,  which  opened  a  trifle  lower, 
soon  began  to  climb  under  the  spur  of 
active  buying,  until  it  showed  a  gain 
of  a  point.  The  whole  list  stiffened. 
Lehigh  Valley  rose  2  and  Amalgamat- 
ed 1.  ■ 

Impressive  exhibition  of  strength  by 
various  shares  imparted  confident  tone 
to  the  market  and  new  buying  out- 
measured  professional  realization  for 
a   while.

VOLCANIC     . 
EXPLOSIONS 

Affect  Our  Climate,  Some- 
times   to    Extent    of 
Several  Degrees. 


Outburst   of   Krakatoa   in 

1883   Heard   3,000 

Miles  Away. 


Washington,  Dec.  26. — C.  G.  Abbot, 
director  of  the  astrophysical  observa- 
tory of  the  Smithsonian  institution,  in 
a  recant  communication  to  the  Na- 
tl-inal  Geographic  society  at  Washing- 
ton, advances  the  theory  that  volcanic 
explosions  affect  "bur  clmate,  some- 
times  to  the  txtent  of  several  degrees. 

"Certainly     an     agency     capable     of 

sending     vast     clouds     of     dust     to    a 

height    of     twenty     miles     In     the     air, 

there  to  te  cistrlbuted  by  the  winds 
all  over  the  world,  and  to  remain  in 
suspension  for  months  or  years,  caus- 
ing the  decre  ise  of  the  direct  radia- 
tion of  the  .sun  hy  as  much  as  20  per 
cent,  is  a  climatic  Influence  not  to  be 
ignored"    say.i    Director   Abbot. 

While  making  measurements  on  the 
quantity  of  haat  coming-  from  the  sun 
at  Ba.^soar,  J*.lgeria.  shortly  after  the 
eruption  of  Mount  Katmai  in  Alaska, 
Director  Abbot  .states  that  he  noted 
.«tr2ak3  reserr  bling  smoke  lying  along 
the  horizon,  n'hich  in  the  course  of  n 
day  or  so  de  /eloped  into  such  a  haze 
that  work  wjis  practically  impossible. 
This  conditic  n  remained  for  nearly 
thrc'j  months  Returning  to  America, 
Mr.  Abbot  ttites  he  found  his  con- 
clusions that  the  Alaskan  volcano  was 
responsible  were  confirmod.  The  dust 
resulting  frori  the  explosion  had  trav- 
eled at  a  rate  of  from  twenty-five  to 
forty  miles  an  hour.  The  rates  ot 
progression  \rere  roughly  as  follows: 
Toward  Washington.  40  miles  per 
hour;  toward  Bassour,  25  miles  p'^r 
hour,  and  tt^ward  Mount  Wilson,  3 
mil3s  an    hou:-. 

Effect   ot  Katmai   Explosion. 

"What  do  Me  ordinarily  receive  from 
the  sun?  Tht  direct  solar  beam  and 
the  skylight.  If  there  were  no  atmos- 
phere, we  shculd  also  receive  the  ray."^ 
absorbed  by  atirospheric  vapors  and 
the  rays  refit cted  away  to  sptce  from 
the  upper  atmosphere.  The  sum  of 
these  four  quantities  should  be  ap- 
proximately (qual  to  the  heat  of  tht 
solar  beam  oitside  of  the  earth's  at- 
mosphere, as,  for  instance,  on  the 
moon.

"W^hen  we  take  the 
march  of  teriperature  for  the  whole 
world  the  apparent  effect  i.'?  not  so 
st.Mking,  but  in  case  of  Mount  Katmai 
there  are  so  many  conflicting  Influ- 
ences at  wor^  that  It  i.'«  perhaps  too 
much  to  expect  so  good  an  .aeree- 
ment.  In  view  of  this  slight  prelim- 
inary study  of  temperature.  It  seem.^s 
to  me  that  the  question  of  the  ef- 
fect of  volcanic  haze  on  terrestial 
temperature  Is  well  worth  «^orious 
consideration. '

The  dasheen  originally  came  from 
<  hina.  It  ha.-H  already  been  grown  suc- 
cessfully in  our  South.  As  yet  not 
enough  people  have  become  interested 
In  It  to  justify  dealers  putting  it  oi> 
the  market. 

However,  if  the  housewife  is  fortu- 
nate enough  to  be  where  da.sheens  have 
been  successfully  grown,  she  may  make 
this  stuffing  for  her  Christmas  fowl, 
which  Is  suggested  by  government  ex- 
perts of  the  department:  Two  parts  of 
need  dasheen.  one  part  of  bread,  one 
egg,  butter,  according  to  quantity  of 
above.  8east»n  to  taste  with  salt,  pep- 
per, sage  and  onion.  The  dasheens 
should  ho  boibd  and  rieed  in  the  same 
way  as  are  pX"Htoes. 

The  fact  that  the  dasheen  has  been 
extensively  written  up  as  a  substitute 
for  the  potato  has  led  to  a  number  of 
Inquiries  from  foreign  countries  re- 
garding its  value. 

The  department  has  been  forced  to 
reply  to  the  inquiries  from  Central  and 
Northern  European  countries  that  the 
dasheen  cannot  be  grown  successfully 
where  the  summers  are  not  tropical. 
Contrary  to  the  belief  of  many,  the 
United  States  Is  a  country  of  tropical 
summers,  and  the  dasheen  has  been 
grown  successfully  as  far  North  as 
Norfolk,  V'a. 

From    the    Carolinas    southwa-d    the 
dasheen  may  be  cultivated  with  a  high 
degree    of    success    in    any    rich,    sandy 
loam   or  soil  where   there   is   plenty   olT 
moisture  and  heat. 

Dasheens  may  be  baked  like  potatoes 
in  a  quick  oven.  They  first  should  be 
washed.  When  practicable  to  do  so.  It 
Is  often  desirable  to  scrape  the 
dasheens  before  baking,  as  they  are 
then  more  convenient  for  eating  and 
the  soft  crust  <which  forms  when  they_ 
are  properly  baked  is  particularly  de- 
licious. The  time  required  is  about  the 
same  for  potatoes  of  the  same  size. 
They   should   be    served    hot. 

American  commercial  growers  have 
not  as  yet  taken  up  the  dasheen,  al- 
through  foreign  legations  are  asking 
the  department  for  its  seeds  and  roots. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  experts  of  the 
office  of  foreign  seed  and  plant  Intro- 
duction that  the  well  established  deal- 
er who  featured  the  dasheen  could 
undoubtedly  build  up  a  paying  trade 
in  a  short   time. 

THINK  MURDERER 

IS  AN  IOWA  MAN 


Los  Angeles  Police  Are  Try- 
ing to  Trace  Bostick's 
Record. 

Los  Angeles.  Cal..  Dec.  26. — Evidence 
which  it  is  expected  will  result  in  re- 
vealing the  identity  and  career  of  John 
Bostick.  the  bandit  who  held  up  a.-* 
Southern  Pacific  train  and  killed  Hor- 
ace E.  Montague,  a  traveling  agent, 
Dec.  1.  was  found  today  at  the  room- 
ing house  where  Bostick  lived  at  the 
time    of    the    crime. 

The  proprietor  says  that  the  day 
after  Bostick  registered  he  received  a 
letter  from  some  town  in  Iowa  with  a 
picture  of  a  hotel  and  the  printed  name 
"Bo.stick"  on  the  envelope.  Whether 
this  was  the  name  of  the  hotel  or  of 
Its  proprietor  was  not  known.  The 
police  are  trying  to  ascertain  whether 
the  young  bandit  had  accomplices 
there. 

The  black  derby  which  Bostick  wore 
when  he  robbed  the  train  at  El  Monte 
was  found  in  his  room.  It  was  pur- 
chased in  Chicago,  and  under  the 
sweatbai  d  were  discovered  folded 
strips  of  a  Chicago  newspaper  bearing 
the  date  Sept.  6.  In  the  light  of  these 
discoveries,  the  police  advance  the 
theory  that  Bostick  probably  is  from 
Iowa  and  that  he  came  to  California 
via  Chicago  only  a  few  months  ago.

The  co-operat3i\*e  bureau  would  be  rid 
with  pleasure  of  work  wiiich  it  feels 
it  is  inado<juately  prepared  to  see 
through,  aiid  Secretary  Parry  Bogart 
complained  bitterly  that  tlie  Y.  M.  C

City  of  Virginia  Must  Also 

Turn  Over  $15,000 

to  County. 

A  decision  handed  down  by  the  su- 
preme court  yesterday  not  only  will 
prevent  the  city  of  Virginia  from  an- 
nexing 1,280  acres  of  valuable  mining 
land  lying  *just  cast  of  its  corporate 
limlt.s  but  will  also  oblige  the  city  to 
pay  into  the  county  treasury  approxi- 
mately $15,000  or  10  per  cent  of  all 
of  the  funds  received  from  the  sale  of 
I  liquor  licenses  from  Jan.  1,  I'Jll  until 
April,  1913. 

The  supren>e  court  held  that  the  state 
I  census,    rather    than    the   Federal    cen- 
1  sus,  controlled  in  determining  the  pop- 
;  uiation    of   cities    in   Minnesota   for   the 
purpose    of    classification.    Chapter    450, 
Minnesota  laws  of  1909,  which  was  re- 
pealed  in  April,   1913.  provided  that  all 
I  cities   of  the   fourth-cla.«a   and   villages 
' should    pay   the   county    10    per   cent    of 
'  the  money  derived  from  liquor  licenses. 
I  Under    the    last    state    census,    Virginia 
1  is    a    city    of    the    fourth-class    and    the 
I  tnoney  was  paid  to  the  county  up  to  the 
'  vear  1911.  The   Federal   census   of  1910 
gave   Virginia   population   sufficient,   if 
counted  under  a  state  census,  to  place 
it   in  the   third  class. 

After  the  Federal  census  figures  were 
announced,  and  after  the  annexation 
mandamus  suit  was  instituted 
the  county  board  to  compel 
special  election  on  the  gro 
city  was  a  municipality 
class,  the  payments  were  discontinued. 
The  decision  of  the  supreme  court, 
however,  makes  the  city  indebted  to 
the  countv  for  a  sum  amounting  to 
about   $15,000.

Press  reporter  here  this  morning  wiien 
his  train  arrived.  His  head,  swathed 
in  a  red-stained  bandage,  protruded 
from  a  lower  bertli  as  he  spoke  bitterly 
of  the  treatment  which  he  said  was 
inflicted  on  him.  The  train  stopped 
here  fifteen  minutes  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Chicago,  where  It  is  due  this 
afternoon.

Sheriff  Cruse  stated  this  morning 
th.it  he  has  conducted  the  most  care- 
ful investigation,  but  that  those  who 
called  upon  Moyer  in  his  rooms  at 
the  Scott  hotel  in  Hancock  last  niglit. 
following  which  the  Federation  head 
hastily  I'ft  the  district,  covered  up 
their  tracks  even  better  than  the  men 
charged  with  mobbing  L'nited  States 
mail  trains  at  Hancock  some  time 
ago,  which  case  has  proved  an  un- 
solvable    mystery    to   the    officers. 

In  the  hopes  of  running  to  ground 
the  instigators  of  last  night's  affair, 
the  sheriff  has  been  tracing  the 
movements  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  Citizens'  alliance  and  of  the  re- 
lief committee  of  citizens  at  Calu- 
met, but  they  have  all  been  able  to 
prove  tight  alibis.  In  fact  there  were 
very  few  of  them  in  Houghton  or 
Hancock,  it  now  seems,  last  night. 
Sheriff  Cruse  stated  this  morning  that 
the  Federation  in  the  Copper  Coun- 
try has  made  no  complaint  to  him, 
and  has  sought  no  legal  action  as 
far  as  he  can  learn  because  of  the 
deportation  of  Moyer.  The  sheriff  in- 
tlm.ated  that  it  was  his  belief  that 
Moyer  left  the  district  of  his  own  free 
will,  although  It  Is  certain  that  he  and 
his  companion  were  joined  on  the  train

I  was  shot  In  the 
back  and  dragged  for  more  than  a 
mile  and  a  h^alf  through  the  streets  of 
Hancock  by  a  mob  of  Waddcll-Mahou 
thugs  and  Citizens'  Alliance  men,  put 
aboard  a  Milwaukee  train  and  threat- 
ened with  death  if  I  dared  to  return. 
But  have  the  press  say  this  for  me:

''OIL  TOPPINGS" 

PROVE  GOOD  FUEL 


Test  of  Cheap  Fuel  on  the 

Coast  Proves  a 

Success. 

Every  motorist  is  concerned  with  the 
cost  of  fuel  and  will  therefore  be  in- 
terested in  an  important  test  with  "oil 
toppings"  made  at  the  Los  Angeles 
motor   truck    show   held    last    week. 

Burning  "oil  toppings,"  which  costs 
in  California  but  3  cents  a  gallon,  a 
Kissel  Kar  motor  in  a  block  test  ran 
128  hours  continuously,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  brief  stops  of  a  few 
seconds  each.

Guilty  of  Leaving  Post 

Without  Leave. 

New  York,  Dec.  2T.-:-Maj.  Charles  B. 
Hagadorn,  military  a\taclie  of  the 
American  embassy  fri  St.  I'etersburg, 
has  been  found  guilty  by  court-martial 

of  disobeying  orders,  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  a  mild  reprimand.  Before  a 
military  court  at  <iovernor's  island, 
Maj.  Hagadorn  was  tried  ft)r  "wilfully" 
disobeying  the  command  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  .States  to  remain  at 
St.  Petersburg  uirtll  further  oiders. 
The  court  amended  the  charj^e  to  read 
"had  failed  to  obej*,"  T;trtl<ing  out  '"wil- 
fully  disobeyed,"  and  of  this  offense 
found  him  guilty. 

Maj.  Hagadorn  was  one  of  the  first 
officers  appointed  to  the  foreign  serv- 
ice by  I'resident  Wilson.  After  a  month 
In  St.  Petersburg  his  health  began  to 
fall,  and  about  six  weeks  ago  he  cabled 
the  war  department  for  permission  to 
return  to  the  United  .States. 
(■ot  Later  yicnnage. 

Permission  was  granted,  but  after 
the  officer  had  checked  his  bagt^age, 
bought  bis  railroad  ticket  and  started 
for  thfe  station,  he  received  another 
message  from  the  war  department  tell- 
ing him  to  ktny  in  St.  Petersburg  and 
make  his  aspli'atioa  ^  for  release 
through  the  embassy — provided  he  had 
not  "already  started.  '  Alaj.  Hagadorn, 
who  was  greatly  worried  by  his  phys- 
ical condition,  decided  that  to  all  In- 
tents and  purpo^-oji^ho  had  started  for 
home,  and  three  weeks  later  he  walked 
Into  the  war  department  at  AVa&hing- 
ton  and  reported  to  tlie  <hlef  of  staff. 

Although  the  rriajors  appearance 
confirmed  his  statment  that  his  health 
had  failed  alarmingly,  Gep.  Wood  de- 
cided that  his  action  called  for  a 
court-martial,  and  ordered  Maj. -(Jen. 
Thomas  H.  Barry,  commanding  the  De- 
partment of  the  Kast,  to  try  him  for 
disobedience    of    orders. 

Publicity    PunlMhment    RnoiiKli. 

Gen.  Barry  approved  the  tindings  of 
the  court  and  wrote  the  following  rep- 
rimand: 

"It  Is  difficult  to  understand  how  an 
officer  of  Maj.  Hagadorn's  length  of 
service  could  fall  to  fully  appre<;iate 
the  exact  meaning  of  the  instructions 
to  remain  at  St.  I'etersburg  unleaa  he 
had  started,  and  as  said  instructions 
were  received  by  him  before  he  Actu- 
ally started,  the  only  explanation  of 
his  action  seems  to  be  his  illness,  as 
set  forth  by  the  evidence. 

"The  fact  that  Maj.  Hagadorn  has 
been  brought  to  trial  and  the  incidental 
publicity  of  the  offenpea  with  which  he 
Is  charged,  is  deemed  a  ."sufficient  rep- 
rimand; and  it  Is  h(#ed  it-  may  have 
the  effect  of  causint,'  him  in  future  to 
strictly  comply  without  evasion  at  any 
time  with  orders  of  his  superiors,  oiich 
absolute  and  strict  obedience  being,  as 
he  well  knows,  the  first  duty  of  -a  sol- 
dier."

London.  Dec.  27. — A  temperance  cam- 
paign as  exciting  as  that  which  ac- 
companied   the      Introduction      of      the 

licensing  mea.siire  under  the  Lloyd 
George  budget  Is  promised  for  the 
coming  season  of  p.irliament.  A  de- 
mand for  a  licen.«ing  reform  bill  has 
been  issued  on  behalf  of  the  United 
Kingdom  Alliance  by  its  president. 
Lelf  Jones,  M.   P. 

The  manifesto  declares  that  "the  in- 
troduction next  year  of  a  comprehen- 
sive temperance  measure  into  the 
house  of  commons  would  elicit  such 
widespread  response  and  backing  from 
the  most  various  and  unaccu.stomed 
Qiarters  as  would  astonl.«h  all  who 
have  not  followed  closely  the  solidify- 
ing of  opinion  on  the  .«ubject  during 
recent  year.e."  The  alliance  points  out 
further  that  Mr.  Lloyd-George  has  said 
that  no  reform,  political  or  social,  will 
avail  In  this  country  unless  preceded 
by    temperance    reform. 

An  act  similar  to  the  one  demanded 
by  the  alliance  for  England  and  Wales 
wa.-j  passed  for  Scotland  at  the  last 
session    of   parliament.  , 


Experiments  to  Be  Made 

With  Various  Kinds 

of  Seed. 

London,  Dec.  27.— The  Dominion 
royal  commission,  which  has  been  vis- 
iting the  various  dominions  and  has 
held  meetings  in  London  with  a  view 
to  Improving  the  trade  relations  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  empire,  has  con- 
vinced both  the  colonial  office  and  the 
IJritish  Cotton  Crowing  association 
that  there  are  prospects  of  cotton  be- 
ing grown  In  Northern  Australia  at  a 
profit. 

The  commission  made  exten.sive  In- 
quiries with  regard  to  the  possibilities 
of  Australia  as  a  cotton  producing 
country,  and  in  Its  report  says  the 
members  were  much  impressed  with 
the  natural  advantages  of  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  continent.  The  com- 
mission got  a  promise  from  the  com- 
monwealth government  to  assi.st  in 
any  attempt  to  develop  the  Industry, 
and  now  the  colonial  office  .ind  the 
<*otton  Growing  a.ssociation  have 
promised  financial  assistance  in  onler 
that  skilled  advice  may  be  procured  and 
practical  experiments  made  with  va- 
rious types  of  seed. 

The  association,  which  .lim.s  at  se- 
curing enough  cotton  within  the  "em- 
pire to  make  the  manufacturers  of 
Lancashire  Independent  of  the  Ameri- 
can growers,  has  also  guaranteed  for 
n  period  of  three  years,  from  .luly  1, 
1014,  a  minimum  price  of  13  cents  a 
!  ound  in  I^iveri>ool  for  cotton  of  a 
specified  de.=crii)tion  .<^hipped  to  them, 
and  has  undertaken  to  superintend  its 
sale.

This  the  Turks  refused  to  do.  and 
the  fighting,  which  had  never  been 
discontinued,  although  an  armistice 
was  supposed  to  be  in  force,  was  re- 
sumed \vith  redoubled  energy.  On 
March  26.  after  a  siege  of  more  than 
five  months.  the  Bulgarians  and 
Servians  entered  Adrianople,  and  that 
vliiunlly  put  an  end  to  the  war.  al- 
though the  Montenegrins  kept  on 
pounding  away  at  Scutari,  which  had 
been  holding  out  against  them  for  six 
months.  These  fierce  warriors  had 
been  prominent  among  the  allies  dur- 
inti  the  war,  and.  in  fact,  had  begun 
the  allied  march  against  Turkey.  With 
n  kintrdom  rather  smaller  than  the 
Biate  of  Connecticut,  and  a  population 
about  equal  to  that  of  Jersey  City, 
King  Nicholas  was  determined  to  add 
Scutari  to  his  possessions.  but  the 
powers  would  not  permit  him  to  real- 
ize his  ambition  and  he  was  compelled 
to   e\acuate   the   place.

It  had 
not  btert  possible  to  send  another  man 
in  his  place  without  giving  recognition 
to  the  Huerta  government.  By  this 
time  nearlv  all  of  the  foreign  powers 
had  recognized  the  Huerta  regime,  but 
the  Washington  authorities  showed  lit- 
tle disposition  to  follow  their  example. 
Huerta's  promise  of  a  fair  election  had 
not  been  fullilled.  Revolutionary  fight- 
ing was  going  on  in  different  parts 
the  republic.  All  foreign  business 
terests  were  in  great  jeopardy.  As  yet 
the  new  government  had  given  but 
faint  promise  of  stability. 

Ambassador  Wilison's  active  cham- 
pionship of  Huerta  became  so  embar- 
rassing to  the  administration  that  he 
was  recalled,  his  resignation  to  take 
effect  in  October,  the  Mexican  embassy 
being  left  in  charge  of  its  very  com- 
petent secretary.  Nelson  O'Shaughnessy. 
The  next  step  was  the  sending  of  John 
Liud  of  Minnesota  to  act  as  adviser  to 
Mr.  O'Shaughnessy.  Mr.  Llnd  arrived 
at  the  Mexican  capital  Aug.  10,  and 
was  informed  officially  that  If  he  were 
not  prepared  to  recognize  the  Huerta 
government,  his  presence  in  the  repub- 
lic was  not  desirable.  Nevertheless  he 
was  not  molested,  and  he  proceeded  to 
carry  out  the  instructions  of  his  gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Lind  and  Senor  (lamboa.  foreign 
minister  in  the  Huerta  cabinet,  then 
entered  upon  a  series  of  negotiations 
which  resulted  in  nothing  definite.  The 
Mexican  demanded  recognition  as  a 
preliminary,  and  Mr.  Llnd  insisted  upon 
the  holding  of  a  constitutional  conven- 
tion and  the  assurance  that  Huerta 
would  not  be  a  candidate  for  office. 
Making  It  Hot  for  Huerta. 
Meanwhile  the  revolutionary  leaders 
were  making  it  hot  for  Huerta.  The 
uprising  In  the  North  of  the  so-called 
Constitutionalists,  led  by  Venustiano 
Carranza,  was  gaining  ground,  and 
there  were  numerous  dissensions  in 
Huerta's  official  family.  Gen.  Felix 
Diaz,  who  put  Huerta  into  power,  dis- 
agreed with  the  dictator  and  finally 
left  the  city.  Everything  pointed  to 
the  more  or  less  speedy  falling  to 
pieces  of  the  Huerta  fabric.  American 
interests  in  the  republic  were  daily  be-  | 
coming  more  Involved  in  peril.  Huerta 
failed  to  make  it  evident  that  he  v.ould 
be  able  to  withstand  the  storm  which 
was   approaching. 

Early  in  November  President  Wilson, 
through  Charge  d'Aftaires  O'Shaugh- 
nessy. made  a  demand  upon  Huerta  for 
his  resignation.  No  attention  was  paid 
to  this,  nor  to  the  earlier  demand  that 
no  election  should  be*  held  under 
Huerta's  supervision.  The  dictator 
proceeded  to  carry  out  his  original  in- 
tention, the  new  congress  was  con- 
vened, Mr.  Lind's  final  proposals  were 
rejected,  and  Huerta  assumed  an  atti- 
tude of  defiance.  On  Nov.  12  Dr.  Will- 
iam Bayard  Hale,  one  of  President 
Wilson's  unofficial  agents,  had  a  long 
conference  with  Carranza,  the  (Con- 
stitutionalist leader,  which  did  not  re- 
sult in  any  special  advantage.  The  ad- 
ministration policy  of  non-interference 
was  adhered  to  strictly.  (Jen.  Villa  and 
the  revolutionists  controlled  the 
NTorth.  and  Huerta's  position  became 
critical. 

On  Dec.  9  the  Mexican  congress  de- 
clared Huerta  president  ad  interim,  to 
hold  office  until  next  July.

An  unusually  spirited  campaign  was 
in  progress  in  New  York  city,  and  the 
overthrown  executitve  threw  himself 
into  it  with  all  the  energy  he  could 
summon,  espousing  the  cause  of  th« 
anti-Tammany  fusion  ticket,  headed 
by  John  Purroy  Mitchel  for  mayor.  He 
announced  himself  as  a  candidate  for 
the  assembly  district  In  which  he  re- 
sided, and  was  elected  by  a  majority 
which  kept  pace  with  the  other  phe- 
nomenal anti-Tammany  majorities  of 
that   election.

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THE  PERPETUAL 
■      STRUGGLE  IN  MEXICO 


Early   in    the   year,   what  has   not   in-, 
aptlv    been    termed    the    "Mexican    con- | 
tlnuous  performance"  began  to  assume, 
a     tragic     aspect.        On      Feb.      18     the 
world  was   startled   by   the  sudden  and 
violent    end    of    the    Madero    regime    In 
Mexico.     The  army,  with  tts  command-  , 
ers      went     over     to     Gen.     Felix     Diaz.  ! 
nephew   of  the  Exiled  ex-president  and  ■ 
dictator:    imprisoned   Madero,    his   fam- 
ily,   and    his   advisers;    made    (Jen.    Vic- 
toriano     Huerta     provisional     president, 
and    put    Diaz    in    command    of    all    the 
iroop.s  of  the  republic. 

The  process  of  wiping  out  all  signs 
of  IMesldent  Madero's  rule  proceeded 
swiftlv.  The  senate  decided  upon  his 
exile  and  prepared  to  ship  him  to 
Europe,  (^ongress  elected  Pedro  Las- 
curaln  provisional  president.  Then  the 
arniv  took  the  reins  again,  deposed  Las- 
curaiii.  and  declared  for  Huerta.  (!us- 
tavo  Madero.  brother  of  the  president, 
■was  shot  by  order  of  Diaz.  Charges 
■were  brought  against  the  president  and 
his  trial  was  ordered  before  the  cab- 
inet. 

Madero  Shot. 
On     Feb.     23,     Madero     and     Suarez. 
former  vice   president,   were  shot  while  | 
being    taken    from    the    national    palace 
to    the    penitentiary.      Huerta    declared  j 
that  they  were  killed  while  attempting  , 
to  escape.     The  Madero  supporters  and  j 
members    of    his    family    maintain    that  [ 
the   deposed   president  was   tortured  by  i 
order  of  Huerta  and  that  his  body  w-as  1 
taken  Into  the  street  to  make  it  appear 
that    he   had    tried    to    escape    from    the 
country. 

Then  the  Mexican  congress  recog- 
nized Huerta  as  provisional  president 
and  he  began  to  exercise  energetic 
control  over  the  republic.  At  the  capi- 
tal the  supremacy  of  the  new  govern- 
ment was  soon  established,  but  in  some 
of  the  states,  notably  Sonera  and 
Coahulla.  Madero's  followjors  offered 
fierce  resistance.  American  and  for- 
eign business  Interests  in  Mexico  be- 
came loud  in  their  demands  for  inter- 
vention by  the  United  States.  Huerta 
promised  to  Investigate  the  Madero 
tragedy,  and  Pre.^ident  WMlson  made 
public  declaration  of  a  "hands  off" 
policy  pending  the  peaceful  readjust- 
ment of  Mexican  affairs.  Henry  Lane 
Wilson,  the  American  ambassador,  ex- 
pressed his  belief  that  the  Huerta  gov- 
ernment was  Innocent  of  the  charge  of 
killing  Madero  and  Suarez  and  recom- 
mended that  our  state  department 
recognize  the  Huerta  administration, 
but  his  advice  was  not  taken.

Despite  the  .  earnest  effort  of  the 
president  and  bis  spokesmen  in  con- 
gress to  promote  agreement  upon  tne 
banking  and  currency  measure,  it  was 
not  brought  to  a  conclusion  during  the 
special  session,  but  was  carried  over.

The  administration  of  William  Sulzer 
began  Jan.  1,  1912,  and  almost  from 
the  first  day  It  was  marked  by  a  fierce 
and  unvlelding  struggle  between  him- 
self and  a  legislature  of  his  own 
party  Sulzer  hai  been  a  Tammany 
Hall"  Democrat  for  many  years  He 
had  also  been  a  riember  of  the  house 
of  representatives  at  Washington  for 
some  eighteen  years,  and  had  not  par- 
ticipated actively  In  political  affairs 
of    the    state    of   New    York. 

There  was  no  treak  between  Sulzer 
ard  his  political  associates  until  aft<^r 
election.  Then  troubles  came  rapkllv. 
Contrary  to  the  expectations  of  his 
Tammanv  supporters,  the  new  gov- 
ernor showed  a  marked  Independence 
In  the  matter  of  appointments.  The 
men  he  appointed  to  positions  within 
his  gift  w-ere  me  i  w^tlh  good  records, 
but  they  were  not  the  choice  of  the 
machine,  and  th  >  state  senate  pro- 
ceeded to  block   t'lem. 

Klfcht  Reaches  Climax. 
The  fight  came  to  a  climax  when 
the  governor  madi^  an  effort  to  enact  A 
state  primary  lav  to  secure  the  nom- 
ination of  high  officials  by  direct 
popular  action.  This  was  a  mattt^^ 
which  reacted  vitally  against  all  the 
political  machinery  In  the  state,  and  It 
practlcallv  left  (Governor  Sulzer  alone 
In  the  fight.

The  governor  took  the  stump  and  at- 
tempted to  bring  popular  pressure  to 
bear  upon  members  of  the  legi.«lature. 
Tammanv's  attitude  remained  un- 
shaken. The  special  session  again  re- 
jected the  governor's  bill  and  the  fight 
became  more  bitter  every  day.  Gov- 
ernor Sulzer  declared  war  openly  upon 
the  Tammany  leader,  and  Tammany 
made  no  secret  cf  its  intention  to  re- 
tallnte.  Unfortu  lately  for  the  gov- 
ernor, his  enemies  were  in  possession 
of  the  means  to  bring  about  his  down- 
fall. 

An  investigatl  ig  committee  of  the 
legislature  was  set  at  work  to  find 
material  ■which  might  form  the  basis 
of  charges  in  inpeachment  proceed- 
ings. It  began  itii  task  in  July,  and  for 
weeks  the  leglsatutre  did  little  but 
mark  time.  Finally,  a  new^  line  of  at- 
tack was  developed,  and  the  commit- 
tee began  to  investigate  the  governor's 
private  financial  affairs.  The  commit-

On  Jan.  15,  after  a  debate  which  had 
lasted  ne-irly  two  months,  the  British 
house  of  commons  passed  the  home 
rule  bill  to  Its  third  reading  and  final 
stage.  Immediately  after  tts  passage 
in  the  commons  the  bill  was  sent  to 
I  the  house  of  lords,  where  it  was  de- 
bated for  four  day.s  and  then  rejected. 
It  then  went  back  to  the  commons.  In 
order  to  become  a  law  in  spite  of  Its 
rejection  by  the  lords  it  must  be 
passed  three  times  by  the  commons 
with  important  amendment.  A  bill  thus 
passed  will  receive  the  royal  assent 
despite  the  lords'  veto.  It  has  already 
been  passed  twice  by  the  commons, 
and  upon  Its  third  passage,  next  year, 
it   will   be   come  a   law.

Made  Distinct  Progre«(«i. 
In  this  country  the  votes-for-women 
propaganda  proceeded  far  more  sanely, 
and  made  distinct  progress.  Since 
adding  three  states  to  the  suffrage 
ranks  In  the  fall  elections  of  last  year, 
making  nine  In  all.  a  number  of  leg- 
islatures have  actPd  favorably  on  tHo 
woman  suffrage   amendment.

He  is  regarded  by  his  country- 
men as  the  most  capable  national 
leader  since  Ciambetta,  and  he  has  al- 
ready disproved  the  famous  French 
saying  that  "while  the  king  of  Eng- 
land reigns  he  does  rule,  and  the 
president  of  the  United  States  rules, 
but  does  not.  reign,  the  French  presi- 
dent neither  rules  nor  reigns."  In  his 
ttrst  message  to  parliament.  PreBident 
Poincire  emphasized  the  necessity  for 
adding  materially  to  France's  military 
force.  This  had  the  effect  of  increas- 
ing the  peace  footing  of  the  French 
armv  50  per  tent. 

Political  events  in  Germany  during 
the  vcar  point  to  the  fact  that  the  de- 
mands of  increasing  militarism  are 
becoming  more  and  more  burdensome. 
On  Jan.  30,  for  the  first  time  in  its 
historv,  the  relchstag  refused  to  pass 
a  vote  of  confidence  in  the  govern- 
ment. In  March,  the  bonds  of  the  new- 
Prussian  and  imperial  loans  to  pro- 
vide the  sinews  of  war  and  to  in- 
crease the  peace  footing  of  the  Ger- 
man army  to  800.000  men  were  of- 
fered to  the  public.  The  amount  im- 
mediately asked  for  was  $137,500,000. 
In  addition  to  this.  $250,000,000  was 
demanded  for  armament  purposes. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
grumbling  in  the  Gorman  press  over 
this  drain  on  the  empire's  resources 
and  the  new  army  Increase,  and  the 
consequent  Indebtedness  greatly  de- 
pressed business  and  lowered  prices 
on   the   Bourse. 

5Iarrlagc  of  Significance. 
An  event  of  considerable  political 
significance  was  the  marriage.  May 
24,  of  the  German  emperor's  only 
daughter.  Princess  Victoria  Louise,  to 
Prince  Ernest  of  Cumberland.  This 
marriage  ended  the  long  quarrel  be- 
tween the  Guelphs  and  HohenzoUerns, 
which  was  caused  in  1866  by  the  ab- 
sorption of  Hanover  by  Prussia, 
the  former  had  aided

June,  the  kaiser  celebrated  the  twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary  of  his  accession 
to  the  throne.  Berlin  was  In  holiday

On  March  21.  Prince  Constantine  of 
Greece  was  crowned  king  of  the  Hel- 
lenes In  succession  to  his  father, 
George  I,  who  was  assassinated  by  a 
half-insane  fanatic  three  days  earlier. 
The  slain  monarch,  who  was  a  Dane, 
brother  of  dowager  Queen  Alexandria 
of  England,  was  Imported  from  Den- 
mark in  1863  to  rule  the  Greeks.  He 
was  one  of  the  moving  spirits  In  the 
formation  of  the  Balkan  league  and 
the  movement  against  Turkey,  but  he 
was  always  regarded  as  a  foreigner 
by  his  people.  The  new  monarch  is 
45  years  of  age,  a  soldier  by  profes- 
sion,  but   bv   choice  a   man  of  peace. 

In  May  King  Alfonso  of  Spain  vis- 
ited Paris  and  was  received  with  such 
cordiality  by  the  government  official! 
that  the  report  of  a  Franco-Spanish 
alliance  created  a  diversion  at  all  the  • 
chancelleries  of  Europe.  The  two  gov- 
ernments have  come  to  a  complete  un- 
derstanding about  their  respective  In- 
terests In  Morocco  and  the  restoration 
of  Spanish  prestige  in  North  Africa. 
Shortly  before  leaving  for  Pans,  King 
Alfonso  was  attacked  by  an  anarchist 
in  Madrid  and  narrowly  escaped  death. 
The  Incident  served  to  demonstrate  hla 
great    popularity.

STILL  WORLDWIDE 


During  the  first  month  of  the  new 
year  there  occurred  a  number  of  seri- 
ous disturbances  In  the  Industrial 
world.  The  di.«:agrreement  between  the 
flrcni«!n  and  fifty-four  railroads  east  of 
Chicajfo  and  north  of  the  Ohio  and 
Pitomac  rivers  came  to  a  crL^is  In  the 
middle  of  January.

In  Glasgow;  the  Forty-sixth 
Annual  lirltish  Trades  Union  congress, 
at  Manchester,  and.  most  International 
of  all,  as  well  as  most  interesting,  the 
meeting  of  representatives  from  all  the 
civilized  world  at  the  dedication  of  the 
new  Peace  palace,  at  The  Hague, 
Aug.  28. 

On  (let.  8,  the  general  convention  of 
the  Protestant  lOpiscopal  Chuch  in 
America  was  opened  with  a  service 
held  In  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the 
Divine.  New  York  City.  The  business 
meetings  were  held  in  the  new  synod 
hall,  a  beautiful  structure,  the  joint 
gift  of  the  late  J.  I'ierpont  Morgaii  and

In  point  of  material  loss  this  great 
flood  probably  .surpasses  any  previous 
disaster  due  to  natural  causes  In  the 
historv  of  the  country.  That  the  attend- 
ant mortality  was  comparatively  small 
—the  total  loss  of  life  In  Ohio  is  esti- 
mated to  have  been  454 — relieves  the 
catastrophe  of  much  of  Its  horror  and 
makes  the  property  loss  in  Ohio — esti- 
mated at  1350,000.000 — a  matter  of  sec- 
ondary   Importance. 

I'rompt   relief  was  given  by   the   Na- 
tional   Red    Cross,    the    war   department 
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and  the  local  authorities.  President 
WilsQn  n\{i^e  a  public  appeal  for  relief 
funds,  and  In  the  course  of  a  fortnight 
$1,600,000  was  raised.  Secretary  of 
War  Garrison  and  Gen.  Wood,  his  chief 
of  staff,  hastened  to  the  scene  at  once. 
The  government  rushed  food  and  tents 
to  the  sufferers,  and  set  on  foot  active 
sanitary  measure  to  prevent  the  «)ut- 
break  of  disease.  IJy  the  end  of  March, 
the  danger  in  Ohio  had  passed,  and  the 
popular  Interest  was  focused  on  Cairo, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river,  always 
a  critical  point  In  an  Ohio  river  florid. 
On  April  1,  the  levee  at  Columbus,  Ky., 
went  out,  driving  1.500  homele.-js  per- 
sons to  the  hills.

Scarcely  less  remarkable  from  a  me- 
teorological viewpoint  was  the  great 
autumnal  blizzard,  which  vl.«3itcd  the 
region  of  the  Great  Lakes  the  second 
week  in  November.  This  fierce  storm 
was  also  central  In  Ohio,  although  the 
theater  of  maritime  disaster  was  Lake 
Huron.  For  several  days  the  city  of 
Cleveland  was  br«>ught  to  a  practical 
standstill  by  the  force  of  this  unex- 
pected visitation,  traffic  being  inter- 
rupted by  the  snowfall  and  most  busi- 
ness suspended.  There  was  also  con- 
siderable loss  of  life  due  to  this  storm, 
250  persons  and  ten  ship.s  being  the 
Lake  Huron  record.

Notable  advance  hp.s  been  made  In 
the  realm  of  scientific  Investigation  ant 
discovery.  On  March  14.  Dr.  Simon 
Flexner,  of  the  Hocfcefeller  Institute 
of  Medical  Research,  made  public  the 
fact  that  he  had  discovered  the  germ 
of  Infantile  paralysis.  Early  in  .Septem- 
ber Dr.  HIdeye  NoguchI,  of  the  same  In- 
stitution, announced  that  he  had  identi- 
fied and  cultivated  the  germ  of  rabies. 
During- the  year  two  north  polar  ex- 
peditions set  out  on  three-year  voy- 
ages of  exploration.  Vilhjalmer  Stef- 
ansson.  who  discovered  the  so-called 
"blond  Eskimos"  last  year,  headed  an 
expedition  which  sailed  northward  in 
June  from  British  Columbia.  Another 
party.  led  by  Dr.  Donald  B.  McMillan, 
left  New  York  on  July  2  to  search  for 
,  Crocker  I.,and,  which  Peary  believes 
to  be  a  new  continent. 

After  many   attempts     to     reach   the 
summit    of    North      America's      highest 
mountain — McKlnley   -the  perilous  feat 
I  has  at  last  been  accomplished  by  Arch-  i  from 
'  deacon  Stuck,  an  l-^pls<opal  missionary. 
I  He   and    his    p.nrty   gained    this    topmost 
height  —  estimated  to  be  19.500  feet — on 
j  June   7.     They  planted  a  six-foot  cross 
I  on  the  peak  and  recited  the  Te  Deum. 
I       In    his    inaugural    address   before   the 
I  TSrItish  a.csoclation.  Sept.  10.     Sir  Oliver 
I  Lodge,  the  president  of  the  association 
and    a    world-renowned      scientist,      ex- 
pressed   his    conviction      that      memory 
and  affection  persist  after  bodily  death 
and  that  the  souls  of  the  departed  may 
exert    Influence   on    the    living.        These 
startling  assertions  aroused  much  com- 
ment all  over  the  world. 

Panama  Cnnai. 
The  last  remaining  obstacle  at  the 
Pacific  extremity  of  the  Panama  canal 
was  removed  by  dynamite  on  the  last 
day  of  August.  The  tide  came  in  and 
within  a  few  hours  the  Pacific  section 
from  the  ocean  to  the  MIraflores  locks 
was  full  and  ready  for  navigation.  On 
Sept.  10  the  Atlantic  dike  was  blown 
up  and  the  water  admitted  to  the  fa- 
mous Culebra  cut.  This  was  the  real 
completion  of  the  great  canal,  although 
It  was  announced  that  it  would  not  be 
ready  for  the  passing  of  ships  before 
the  first  of  the  year. 

The  completion  of  the  Panama  canal 
has  overshadowed  the  earlier  consum- 
mation   of    another    great    engineering 


Wireless  telegraphy  has  passed  the 
experimental  stage  and  has  become  a 
permanent,  dependable  factor  in  the 
world's  dally  business.  The  govern- 
ment station  at  Fort  Mycr,  nearAVash- 
Ington,  with  Its  towers  450  feet  in 
height,  has  been  able  to  read  messages 
from  Clifl'ton,  Ireland.  The  most 
powerful  of  wireless  stations  Is  to  be 
built  in  connection  with  the  Panama 
exposition.  A  new  tribute  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  wiivless  wa.s  furnished 
by  the  rescue  of  a  majority  of  the  pas- 
sengers of  the  Vollurno.  which  burned 
in  mId-AtlantIc  on  Oct.  9.  But  for  the 
aid  <if  the  wireless  in  securing  rescu- 
ing steamers  not  a  soul  would  have 
been    saved. 

Although  a  number  of  new  records 
have  been  made  In  aviation,  air  naviga- 
tion cannot  be  said  to  have  made  note- 
worthy advance  In  a  practical  direc- 
tion. In  fact,  it  is  even  probable  that 
the  many  sickening  disasters  which 
have  befallen  venturesome  airmen  dur- 
ing the  year  have  contributed  not  a  lit- 
tle to  the  decline  of  popular  interest  In 
the  matter.  On  Jan.  16,  Bider.  a  French 
aviator,  flew  over  the  Pyrenees  from 
Pau,  France  to  Madrid.  On  the  follow- 
ing day,  Bielovucd,  a  Peruvian,  flew  In 
a  monoplane  across  the  Alps  in  less 
than  half  an  hour.  On  February  25. 
M.  G.  Brlndejone  do.'!  Mt>ulinals  flew  In 
a  monoplane  from  Paris  to  London 
In  three  hours  and  five  minutes.  On 
March  11.  a  new  monoplane  height  rec- 
ord of  19.660  feet  was  made  by  Perryon 
near  Paris,  fm  March  23.  a  spherical 
balloon,  piloted  by  Uumpelmeyer,  sailed 
Paris  to  Kharkov.  Russia,  1.500 
miles  In  forty-one  houi-»,  making  a  new 
record,  on  April  27.  Guillaux.  a  P'rench 
aviator,  flew  from  Biarritz.  France  to 
KoUum.  Holland,  1.000  mlle.s,  with  two 
stops  for  fuel.  A  t'liban  aviator,  Do- 
mingo Roslllo,  made  the  first  air  voyage 
between  Key  West  and  Havanna  on 
May  17  Count  Zeppelin  made  a  flight 
in  his  derigible  balloon  from  Baden- 
Baden  to  Vienna  on  June  9.  Marcel 
Brindejone  des  Moulinals  sailed  his 
aeroplane  from  Purls  to  Warsaw,  900 
miles,  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  on 
June  10.  On  June  19.  Maurice  Prevost 
established  a  new  aeroplane  record,  fly- 
ing at  the  rate  of  117  miles  an  hour. 
On  July  2,  Des  Maullnala  completed  hia 
air  voyage  from  Paria  to  St.  Peters- 
burg and  return— 3.100  miles.  On  July 
13,  Leon  Letort.  a  French  aviator,  flew 
from  Paris  to  Berlin  (5'JO  miles)  with- 
out stop,  a  new  record.

Its 
popularity  has  exceeded  all  expc<ta- 
tions.  .ind  the  problem  now  Is  how  to 
manage  tlie  tremendous  business  which 
has  developed.  On  the  same  day,  the 
Russian  council  of  the  empire  con- 
firmed the  law  already  passed  by  the 
duma.  abolishing  the  serf  class  in  the 
Caucasus.  On  Feb.  10,  Mrs.  Frances 
Folsome  Cleveland,  widow  of  the 
former  president,  was  married  to  Prof. 
Thomas  J.  Preston,  Jr.,  at  Princeton. 
N.  J.  <^n  April  1,  ex-President  Taft 
took  up  his  duties  as  Kent  professor 
of  law  at  Yale.  On  April  23,  the  Illi- 
nois legislature  celebrated  the  lOOtli 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Stei»hen  A. 
Douglas.  On  June  11.  a  new  subma- 
rine under  test  at  I>ong  Be.ach,  Cal. 
came  to  the  8urfac»>  after  being  sub- 
merged thlrty-slx  hours,  a  new  record 
for    submarines. 

I>urlng  the  first  week  of  July,  the 
f)Oth  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Get- 
tysburg was  observed  by  a  reunion  of 
50.000  I'nion  and  Confederate  veterans 
on  the  battlefield.  On  July  4.  Presi- 
dent VVilsin  addressed  10,000  veterans 
and  visitors  In  the  big  tent.  On  that 
day.  also,  the  centennial  celebration 
of  Perry's  victory  on  Lake  Erie  was 
bej;un  at  Put-In-Bay  with  the  laying 
of  the  corner  stone  of  the  Perry  monu- 
ment. Aug.  6.  John  Henry  Menrs  com- 
pleted a  trip  around  the  world  for  the 
New  York  Evening  Sun  In  35  days 
21  hours  and  35  minutes,  breaking  all 
previous  records  by  nearly  four  days. 
On  Sept.  15,  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republli!  inet  In  Its  forty-seventh  en- 
campment'at  Chattanooga.  Oct.  4.  ex- 
President  Roosevelt  sailed  from  New 
Vork    for    South    America. 

The  marriage.  Nov.  25,  at  the  White 
House,  of  President  Wilson's  second 
daughter,  Jessie  Woodrow,  to  Francis 
r.  Sayre,  was  a  family  affair  devoid 
of  ostentation.  The  union  of  the  young 
ex-kIng  of  PortUKal  to  a  Hohenzollern 
princess,  Augustine  Vlctorl;i.  made 
little  stir  In  European  political  clnles. 
The  rai.sing  of  $4,000,000  within  a 
fortnight  by  earnest  workers  for  the 
Men's  and  Women's  Christian  associa- 
ttions  In  New  York  city  was  a  re- 
markable   achievement. 

The  Nobel  prize  for  literature  was 
won  by  Tagor.  the  Hindoo  piet.  The 
Nobel  prizes  for  physics  and  chemistry 
were  awarded  respectively  to  Prof. 
Heiko  Onn<  s  of  the  University  of  Ley- 
den,  Holland,  and  Prof.  Werner  of 
Zurh^h.  Ludwlg,  prince  regent  of  Ba- 
varia, with  the  approval  of  the  diet, 
deposed  the  mad  King  Otto  and  was 
proclaimed    King   Ludvvig   HI. 

On  Dec.  10.  .Senator  Klihu  Root  of 
New  York  was  awarded  the  Nobel 
peace  prize  for  last  year,  and  Senator 
T,a  Fontaine  of  Belgium  was  given 
the   peace   award    for   1913.

The  list  of  eminent  dead  for  the  year 
Is  both  long  and  notable  for  great 
names.

reigning  sovereign  of  the  principality 
of  Reuss;  Tancrede  Auguste,  president 
of  Haiti;  William  J.  Gaynor.  mayor  of 
New  York  city,  whose  administrative 
independence  made  him  obnoxious  to 
the  political  machine,  but  endeared 
him  to  the  people  of  his  city,  and 
I'rlnce  Katsura,  three  times  prumier  of 
Japan. 

Out  of  the  world  of  literature  and  art 
have  passed  such  famous  workers  as 
Will  Carleton,  dear  to  three  genera- 
tions for  his  homely  folk  songs;  Jean 
Baptist  Edouard  Detallle,  French 
painter  of  battle  scenes,  who  lived  to 
see  his  work  sold  at  prices  never 
known  to  the  old  masters;  John  George 
Brown,  whose  paintings  of  street 
urchins  brought  him  fame  and  fortune;

REBUILD  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Kot  long  before  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature  The  Herald  urged  the 
need  of  a  convention  to  revise  the 
Constiiution    of    Minnesota. 

A  niiniber  of  otiier  Minnesota  news- 
papers took  it  up,  and  a  bill  calling  a 
convention  was  introduced  in  the  leg- 
islature by  Representative  Gunnar  B. 
Bjornson  of  Minnesota.  Strangely 
enough.,  it  was  beaten  by  the  so-called 
progressive  element,  who  feared  that 
submitting  it  to  the  people  at  this 
time  might  defeat  the  initiative,  ref- 
erendum and  recall  amendments  that 
are  to  be  voted  on  next  year.  This  I 
was  very  shaky  reasoning,  but  when  i 
the  progressives  united  with  the  re- 
actionaries against  a  constitutional  [ 
convention  it  stood  a  very  slender' 
chance. 

The  trouble  probablj-  was  that  the 
agitation  for  it  did  not  begin  far 
enough  in  advance  of  the  session. 
That  fault  can  be  remedied  if  the 
fight  for  it  is  taken  up  now,  along 
with  the  several  other  matters  of 
first    importance    that   are   pending. 

Farm.  Stock  and  Home  has  an  able 
editorial  urging  such  a  convention,  in 
which  it  says: 

Minnesota  needs  a  new  Constitu- 
tion. The  otie  under  which  her 
citizens  are  working?  was  created 
to  tit  the  needs  of  another  gener- 
ation and  a  wholly  different  indus- 
trial age.  And  in  order  to  adjust 
ourselves  from  time  to  time  to  the 
new  order  of  things,  we  have 
created  boards  and  bureaus  and 
fiUKtions  to  the  number  of  more 
than  a  hundred,  and  we  have  made 
laws  until  we — some  of  us— have 
come  to  believe  that  there  is  some 
saving  value  In  a  law,  whereby 
ati  individual  is  released  from  per- 
sonal responsibility. 

But  with  all  this  progress  halts. 
Our  half-filled  acres  are  but  half- 
tilled;  our  waterpowers  await 
development,  or  help  to  fill  the  cof- 
fers of  those  to  whom  they  have 
come  as  a  free  gift.  We  stand  in 
the  position  of  a  company,  owners 
of  a  great  building,  which  must 
be  heated,  lighted  and  cared  for. 
able  to  rent  only  half  its  rooms, 
and  to  collect  but  half  the  rent  we 
should  from  each  tenant.  It  is  for 
this  reason  that  roads  are  poor  and 
taxes  liigh,  and  that  tWere  is 
abroad  among  the  people  a  genu- 
ine feeling  of  dissatisfaction  with 
the  way  the  business  affairs  of  the 
state  are  managed. 

It  is  time  for  the  business  men 
of  the  state  to  take  hold  of  the 
tangle  the  politicians  have  gotten 
us  into.  The  high  tide  of  law- 
making has  been  reached.  We  have 
altogether  too  many  laws.  From 
this  time  forward  it  should  be  the 
aim  of  the  state  to  reduce  its 
governmental  machinery,  to  cut 
down  its  boards  and  bureaus,  to 
centralize  and  fix  responsibility,  to 
eliminate  political  pull  as  a  re- 
quisite for  administrative  positions; 
to  shorten  the  ballot  and  to  con- 
sider whether,  as  one  by  one  these 
reforms  are  brought  about  and 
fully  tested,  the  new  machinery  of 
state  administration  should  not  bo 
expressed  In  a  new  Constitution 
calling  for: 

1.  The  short  ballot. 

2.  Centralized  authority,  with 
direct  recall  by  the  people  applied 
to  all  elective  officials. 

3.  Administrative  offices  to  be 
appointed,  with  civil  service  pro- 
tection. 

4.  The  executive  to  be  modeled 
after  tlie  national  cabinet  .system. 

5.  A  one-chambered  legislature, 
small  in  numbers,  to  be  in  practi- 
cally continuous  session. 

6.  Initiative  and  referendum. 

7.  Reorganization  of  court  pro- 
cedure to  the  end  that  justice  may 
be  speedier  and  cheaper. 

This  is  sound  doctrine.  It  states 
a  growing  and  urgent  need.  The  state 
Constitution  should  be  torn  down  and 
rebuilt  in  accordance  with  the  condi- 
tions of  today  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

To  that  end  the  next  legislature 
should  be  called  upon  to  summon  a 
convention  to  revise  the  Constitution,

The  habitua*  t^e  of  stock  phrases, 
even  though  soiiie  of  them  are  beau- 
tiful enough,  argues  either  mental 
laziness  or  mental  poverty. 

And  at  that  there  are  few  writers, 
ancient  or  modern,  high  or  humble, 
who  are  entirely  free  from  the  prac- 
tice  of   usinjif  them. 

The  ncwsjpjpcr  is  an  offender  in 
this  respect,  %ut  by  no  means  so  much 
so  as  it  use({  to  be.  The  "dull,  sick- 
ening thud."  the  "conflagration,"  "the 
finny  tribe."  the  use  of  "at  the  pres- 
ent time"  for  "now,"  "the  busy  marts 
of  trade,"  "the  hairbreadth  escape," 
"shrouded  in  mystery,"  "the  political 
pot  is  boiling,"  "shied  his  castor  in 
the  ring."  may  he  seen  occasionally, 
but  in  most  well-regulated  newspapers 
the  cop\-reader  blue-pencils  them  if 
the  reporter  forgets  himself. 

Labor-saving  devices  are  all  well 
enough.  It  is  to  be  doubted  if 
thought-saving  phrases  are  on  the 
same  footing.  The  use  of  labor-sav- 
ing devices  permits  more  to  be  done 
by  fewer  hands.  The  use  of  thought- 
saving  device^  4ike  slock  phrases 
tends  to  mental  inelasticity,  mental 
laziness  and  in  the  end  to  mental 
atrophy. 

Stock  phrases  arc  handy,  and  few 
there  are  who  invariably  avoid  their 
use.  Every  writer  tends  to  fall  un- 
consciously into  the  habit  of  creating 
stock  phrases  of  his  own — pet  terms 
and  phrases  that  petrify  in  his  style 
and  are  used  until  use  becomes  abuse. 

Nevertheless,  they  constitute  an 
evil,  and  writers  should  study  to  avoid 
them.  \  safe  enough  rule  is  to  use  a 
stock  phrase  only  when  you  are  will- 
ing to  admit  that  you  are  incapable 
of  putting  the  thought  better  in  your 
own    language.

As  a  matter  of  fact,  convicts  arc 
folks,  like  the  rest  of  us — our  broth- 
ers no  less  tharf  those  who  walk 
abroad  unshackled  and  unconfined.  If 
they  differ  from  the  rest,  it  is  almost 
invariably  due  to  b'ad  heredity  or  bad 
environment — far  more  likely  the  lat- 
ter than  the  former  because  there  is 
precious  little  in  the  notion  that  ac- 
quired characteristics  are  hereditary. 
Manj-  are  classed  as  bad  because  they 
lacked  a  fair  opportunity;  just  as  many 
are  classed  as  good  because  they 
lacked  a  fair  opportunity  to  be  bad. 
There  are  many,  free  and  respected, 
who  are  potentially  as  bad  as  any 
prison  inmate.  They  have  remained 
good  through  lack  of  opportunity  or 
courage  to  be  bad. 

So  our  offenders  should  be  treated 
as  human  beings  and  as  brothers. 
Those  who  are  confirmed  criminals  bj' 
choice — a  very  small  proportion  of 
the  whole — may  be  treated  as  such. 
Those  who  are  normal,  but  have  fallen 
through  too  great  temptation  or  l)c- 
cause  of  never  having  had  a  chance 
to  learn  that  the  way  of  honesty  is  by 
far  the  better  way,  should  be  given  a 
chance  to  reform  their  lives  and  fix 
their  purposes  anew. 

When  society  razes  most  of  its  old, 
terrible  penitentiaries,  leaving  only 
enough  for  the  hopelessly  and  patho- 
logically criminal,  and  puts  its  offen- 
ders on  work  farms  or  at  outdoor 
labor  where  they  can  learn  to  make 
an  honest  living  and  learn  the  sweet- 
ness of  bread  honestly  earned,  it  will 
have  taken  a  long  step  toward  hu- 
manity and  civilization.

A  WORLD  CAPITAL. 

F.  \V.  Fitzpatrick  of  Washington, 
though  formerly  of  Duluth.  who  is 
the  father  of  many  splendid  ideas  and 
the  foster-father  of  many  more,  brings 
to  our  interested  attention  the  novel 
project  of  a  far-seeing  Scandinavian, 
Hendrik   Christian   Andersen.

A  Prof.  Brewster,  in  a  book  on  the 
writing  of  English,  comes  to  the  de-' 
fcnse  of  the  "stock  phrase"  or  "bro- 
midium."  His  defense,  of  course,  is 
on  utilitarian  grounds,  and  consists 
of  the  not  to  be  questioned  assertion 
that  the  stock  phrase  is  a  labor-saving 
device.  It  saves  time  and  thought  on 
the  part  of  both  writer  and  reader, 
he  says. 

"They  are  an  intellectual  short- 
hand," he  adds.  "Most  of  the  busi- 
ness of  life  is  done  by  their  aid;  they 
help   us,   like   habits  and   customs." 

The  Springfield  Republican  adds 
this  tribute  to  the  stock  phrase:  "This 
is  only  half  the  case,  and  leaves  the 
impression  that  he  regards  the  stock 
phrase  as  necessary  but  ugly."  This, 
however,  is  by  no  means  necessarily 
the  case.  MucI?  of  the  greatest  and 
most  beautiful  literature  is  full  of 
stock  phrases.  Great  writers  of  the 
past  helped  themselves  freely  to  plots, 
phrases  of  their  day  or  those  current 
in  literature:  phrase-hunting  is  a 
favorite  pastime  of  the  literary  spe- 
cialist, and  often  takes  one  far  a-field 
— there  are  famous  poems  which  are 
made  up  of  borrowed  bits,  yet  make 
up  a  beautiful  and  original  whole."

WILL  THE  PRISONS  BE  RAZED? 

What  is  a  penitentiary  for?  If  it 
is  only  to  punish,  then  the  average 
prison  is  precisely  what  we  need.  If 
it  is  merely  to  confine  dangerous  men, 
then  something  as  secure  but  more 
sanitary  and  humane  will  do  as  well 
as  the  grim,  thick  walls  and  the  dark, 
grim  cells.  If  it  is  to  reform  its  in- 
mates, then  something  entirely  dif- 
ferent from  the  present  type  of  prison 
is  needed. 

There  is  an  interesting  tendency  in 
this  direction.  Cleveland  long  ago 
abandoned  its  workhouse  or  city  jail 
and  substituted  for  it  a  farm.  Duluth 
and  St.  Louis  county  are  establishing 
a  work  farm.  Ohio  has  bought  land 
for  a  prison  farm  and  plans  the  early 
abandonment  of  the  penitentiary  at 
Columbus.  New  Jersey  has  bought 
a  thousand  acres  for  a  prison  farm. 
Pennsylvania  has  bought  a  farm  of 
five  hundred  acres  and  plans  to  use 
it  instead  of  a  new  penitentiary.  The 
Federal  government  is  building  a 
house  of  correction  on  a  thousand 
acres  near  Washington. 

Says  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer: 
"Several  Western  states  have  virtual- 
ly abandoned  their  crime-breeding, 
disease-breeding  cell  blocks  and  are 
putting  their  prison  wards  at  work 
on  highways  and  other  public  im- 
provements which  call  for  labor  in  the 
open  air.  The  effort  in  all  directions 
is  to  combine  protection  for  society 
with  reformation  for  the  wrongdoers." 
This  is  not  only  humane  and  kind, 
but  wise.  The  whole  effect  of  the 
ancient  prison  system  is  to  confinn 
its  victims  in  crime  if  it  does  not  kill 
them  with  its  insanitary  conditions. 
The  whole  purpose  of  modern  thought 
is  to  turn  into  useful  citizens  as  many 
of  the  prison  inmates  as  possible. 

What  is  a  convict,  and  wherein  does 
he  differ  from  his  fellows?  The  bar- 
barous theory  th^t  criminals  form  a 
distinct  type  has  been  abandoned.

1.  Parents  should  insist  that 
friends  do  not  give  their  children 
nickels  and  dimes  for  idle  spend- 
ing, for  it  is  the  pennies,  nickels 
and  dimes  which  slip  through 
children's  fingers  that  make  habits 
of  thrift  difficult  in  later  years. 
Parents  should  give  their  children 
an  allowance,  even  if  a  small  one, 
and  the  children  should  be  re- 
quired to  make  that  allowance  cov- 
er certain  definite  things,  and  be 
taught  to  keep  within  that  figure.

Be  that  as  it  may,  th'- 
American  people  are  after  the  liquor 
troffi''  with  a  sliarp  stlcit  and  he  Is 
past  50  years  old  who  will  read  a  pro- 
hibition plank  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.  I'm  not  advocat- 
ing it;    I'm  only   predicting  It. 

W'lien  th.'it  unspealinbU-  and  worth- 
less old  reprobate,  Louis  XIV,  waa 
king  of  France  there  died  a  chevalier, 
youngest  son  of  the  house  of  Savoy, 
Royal  blood  was  in  his  veins,  and 
though  he  wa.s  a  brotiier  of  Marlljor- 
ougli  s  companion-in-arms,  tlie  heroic 
Kugi-ne.  the  gr^-ate.st  captain  and  the 
greatest  man  of  ct)ntinental  Kurope  at 
that  time,  this  cadet  of  the  house  of 
Savoy  had  sounded  every  d«pth  of 
human  depravity;  but  there  was  a 
confession  and  an  absolution,  and  he 
wont  to  his  grave  in  som.  thing  lilcti 
what  they  then  called  an  "odor  of 
sanctity."

And  so  tiie  saloon  is  as  great  a  fool 
as  it  is  a  ruffian  and  it  has  got  to  go, 
sooner   or    later.      And    it   is    a   case    of 

suicide.

I  am  rot  exactly  persuaded  that  the 
temperance  folk  have  set  about  the 
thing  in  a  way  that  will  prove  effect- 
ive. Th'  y  propose  to  prohibit.  AVhy 
don't  they  seek  to  abolish'.'  African 
slavery  was  abolished  by  a  con.stitu- 
tional  amendment  that  forbade  a  man 
to  have  property  in  a  slave.  If  they  will 
fix  an  amendment  that  will  not  allow 
a  man  to  have  property  In  alcohol  they 
will  stop  the  making  of  it.  That 
is  to  .say,  if  I  buy  a  barrel  of  liquor, 
give  it  away,  or  sell  it,  I  may  have 
notion  for  the  recovery  of  the  price  of 
it  from  the  man  from  whom  1  bought 
it.      That   would   stop    the   manufacture. 

But  we  meet  with  this  difficulty — 
man  cannot  get  along  witliout  alcohol.

I'^p  to  that 
time  I  had  supposed  that  all  the  mis- 
sion the  stuff  had  in  th»^  economy  of 
man  was  to  afford  opportunity  to  get 
drunk,  or  merry. 

I  wish  we  had  the  saloon  here  us  It 
Is  in  England — absolutely  divorced 
from  politics  and  prohibitlvfe  of  the 
treating  custom.  "There  Is  as  mxich 
sense  and  less  harm  In  "treating"  a 
friend  to  a  pair  of  socks  as  there  Is 
In  treating  him  to  a  dram  of  licker.

The  saloon  has  d'-'graded  our  poli- 
tics; it  lias  brought  disrepute  on  uni- 
versal suffrage.  It  daily  and  hourly 
folates  the  law  by  selling  to  minors 
and  confirmed  inebriates.

It  makes  quite 
an  interesting  discussion,  which  the 
author  handles  earnestly  and  intelli- 
gently.

One  of  the  most  useful  and  important  of  all  the  drugs  you  can  purchase 
from  your  druggist  Is  Quinine.  It  possesses  a  most  penetrating  power.  If 
you  were  to  dissolve  even  so  small  an  amount  as  one  part  of  quinine  powder 
in  10.000  parts  of  water,  you  would  still  notice  the  markedly  bitter  and  pene- 
trating taste  of  this  drug.  While  there  are  many  Ather  bitter-tasting  drugs 
closely  associated  with  yuinine,  the  latter  is  the  most  Important  product  able 
to  be  extracted  from  the  famous  chlnchona  bark. 

The  action  of  Quinine  can  be  utilized  in  the  form  of  a  general  tonic,  a 
digestive  stimulant  and  as  a  powerful  aid  in  combating  Malaria.  Its  general 
tonic  effect  is  through  «ie  slight  helpful  action  it  exerts  upon  the  nervous 
system,  the  circulating  blooA  and  the  breathing  apparatus. 

The  chief  ust-  of  Quinine,  however,  lies  in  overcoming  the  malarial  poison 
in  an  individual's  blood.

In  powerful  do.ses  of  from  20  to  40  grains  three  time.<»  a  daj%  this  drug  will 
promptly  poison  the  system.  This  poison  is  noticed  by  the  symptoms  of  dizzi- 
ness, a  loud  ringing  in  the  ears,  a  fullness  in  the  head,  a  disturbed  vision 
oftentimes   and   a    general    feeling   of   nervousness. 

Xobodv  should  undertake  to  risk  and  "fool"  around  with  this  drug  on 
his  own  responsibility  when  sick.  It  may  defeat  the  very  purpose  which  you 
might  expect  It  to  remedy. 

Frequently,  when  you  have  a  cold  or  a  fever,  friends  will  remark:  "Why 
not  take  a  dose  of  Quinine?"  Once  in  a  while  a  guesswork  act  like  this.  If 
you  would  adopt  such  a  suggestion,  will  prove  helpful.  It  will  all  depend  upon 
the  condition  of  your  Internal  system  and  its  degree  of  tolerance.  There  is 
much  risk,  however,  In  going  blindly  into  the  use  of  tliis  drug  by  any  Indi- 
vidual. The  reBponsibillty  for  its  use  should  be  placed  where  it  belongs — upon 
you  family  physician.  Under  his  watchful  and  trained  eye  it  can  be  utilized 
with  much  benefit  in  the  assisting  of  childbirth,  the  pneumonias  of  children, 
and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  rundown  and  exhaustive  conditions  from  over- 
work. In  these  latter,  it  is  not  to  be  compared  in  any  worthy  degree  to  the 
beneficent  drugs  of  fresh  air,  pure  water,  sunshine,  good  food  and  congenial 
companionship.  But  it  helps  a  little  in  the  beginning.  Much  as  you  may  be 
interested  in  Quinine,  don't  put  a  single  grain  inside  your  stomach  unless  you 
have  taken  counsel  with  your  medical  attendant.  Be  aroverned  by  hia  judg- 
ment.    Don't  take  chances.

She  tells  of  the  in- 
auguration of  President  Lincoln  in 
1861  and  gives  vivid  pictures  of  the 
scenes  in  the  .senate,  as  well  as  an 
interesting  impression  of  Seward  as  an 
orator.  "At  the  Sign  of  *La  Reine 
Jeanne'  "  is  the  title  of  an  article  by 
Richard  Le  Galllenne,  telling  of  his 
recent  walking  trip  through  Provence. 
Norman  Duncan's  account  of  his  jour- 
ney through  the  Australian  dry-lands 
is  well  worth  reading.  David  Jayne 
Hill  has  a  splendid  article  on  the  rea- 
son why  we  have  a  diplomatic  service. 
Tlie  fiction  in  this  number  is  up  to  the 
usual    Harper's      standard,    and     what

No  magazine  of  the  year  will  present 
a  more  notable  list  of  contributions 
and  contributors  than  the  January 
Yale  Review.  Henry  A.  Beers,  one  of 
the  few  American  men-of-letters  in 
the  best  sense  of  that  term,  who«5e 
publications  are  rare  and  eagerly 
sought  for,  is  represented  by  a  poem, 
"The  Dying  Pantheist  to  the  Priest," 
of  such  vigor  and  force  as  to  set  a 
new  level  for  his  high  literary  achieve- 
ments. Robert  Herrick,  America's  fore- 
most novelist,  enters  an  untouched 
field,  and  discourses  frankly  and  freely 
of  whv  it  is  so  difficult  to  write  good 
American  novels.  Sir  William  Osier, 
only  less  distinguished  as  a  writer  than 
as  a  scientist,  gives  to  his  favorite 
book,  "The  Anatomy  of  Melancholy," 
such  an  essay  as  only  a  scientist  whr» 
is  also  an  enthusiastic  lover  of  litera- 
ture can  write.  .  H.  D.  Sedgwick,  the 
greatest  of  living  authorities  on  the 
Italian  Middle  Ages,  celebrates  the 
600th  anniversary  of  Boccaccio's  birth 
with  the  most  sympathetic  study  of 
the  personality  of  this  "agreeable  little 
man"  who  helped  begin  the  Renais- 
sance, that  has  yet  been  published.  A 
flood  of  articles  has  appeared  in  the 
past  year  upon  the  status  of  our 
judges.

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Dec.  27. — Prof. 
John  H.  tlray,  head  of  the  department 
of  political  science  and  economics  of 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  In  an  ad- 
dress at  the  opening  session  of  the 
twenty-sixth  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Economic  association  here 
today,  advocated  a  more  rigid  govern- 
ment control  of  all  public  service  cor- 
porations. Prof,  tiray  claimed  that 
such  control,  wisely  administered, 
would  stay  the  possibility  of  public 
ownership,  for  which  the  country,  he 
declared,   is   not  prepared.

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FORCING  RHUBARB 

IN  THE  CELLAR. 

How  the  Boys  Can  Make  Money. 

By   H.   W.  DOYLE, 
Drpnrtment    ol    AKrIciilf ure,    Kaima*. 

Any  one  ha\iiig  a  dark  cellar  can 
force  rhubarb  In  midwinter.  It  need 
cause  no  objectionable  odors  nor  ex- 
cessive dampnepp.  Very  little  space  is 
required  a  small  bed  in  a  corner 
•weringr. 

It  is  nrcessary  to  completely  ex- 
clude daylight  so  that  the  stalks  will 
grow  upright  and  have  good  coloring: 
and  to  discourage  leaf  development. 
Dim  firtifical  light  Is  not  injurious. 
To  shut  off  the  light  it  is  usually 
necessary  to  erect  wooden  partitions 
or  ns«-  curtains  of  old  carpet  or  similar 
mr.terlal.  Very  little  ventilation  is 
needed,  and  no  .special  provision  will 
have  to  be  made  for  It.  Spread  two  or 
three  inches  of  loose  garden  loam  ovei 
the    cellar    floor. 

Ten  roots  will  produce  an  abundance 
for  the  averag^e  family.  Should  one 
bunch  of  roots  cease  bearing  remove 
them  and  put  in  a  new  supply.  Select 
roi  ts  from  two  to  five  years  of  age 
the  thriftier  and  .stronger  the  better. 
Almo.st  any  variety  will  force.  A  most 
Inij'orlHiit  factor  m  success  is  to  allow 
the  roots  to  icmaiu  In  the  ground  un- 
til liioroughiy  frozen. 

I  low  to   Plant   It. 

Pig  the  plants  In  tl!<-  fall,  retaining 
as  much  dirt  as  possible  among  the 
roots,  and  leave  them  outside  to  freeze, 
or  thtv  may  be  pur<hased.  Trim  the 
roots  slightly  to  make  a  smooth  job 
and  take  to  the  cellar.  Set  the  clumps 
as  clo-?e  toffethor  as  possible  and  fill 
In  Mndtriieath  and  between  them  with 
loose  earth.  I.'se  only  enougli  earth  to 
entirely   cover   the   crown   of   the   roots. 

An  even  temperature  of  anywhere 
from  50  to  80  degrees  will  give  good 
repulis.  High  temperature  hastens 
Kr<i\\th.  but  at  the  expense  of  quality. 
A  gasoline  or  oil  stove  with  an  oven, 
largi  ltd  lamps  or  even  lanterns  will 
•erve  to  raise  the  temperature  should 
thf'  cellar  he  too  cool.  A  cellar  with  a 
furnace  is  ideal.  Keep  the  s<)il  slightly 
moiM  by  applying  a  little  tepid  water 
when  it  Seems  In  need.  The  applica- 
tion of  a  weak  solution  of  nitrate  of 
Soda  or  liquid  cow  manure  usually 
pa>s   Wfll   for  the   pains. 

^%ht'ii    and    How    to    Pick. 

It  is  a  month  or  six  weeks  from 
planting  to  liarvesting.  Twelve  to  four- 
teen knehes  is  a  good  height  for  pick- 
ing. Do  not  carelessly  jerk  or  pull  the 
stalk-s.  Run  the  Index  finger  carefully 
down  the  inside  of  the  sialk  and  gently 
prv  ar.d  pull  it  from  the  clump.  If  nu- 
merous small  stalks  spring  up  increase 
the  heat  and  thin  them  out  to  a  fair 
stand. 


POULTRY  THE  BEST 

PAYING  LIVE  STOCK. 

A  Too   Frequently   Neglected   Oppor- 
tunity for  Earning  Needed  Cash. 

By    A.    F.     HINTKR. 
A   A'cteran   Poultry  Kalwer. 

Poultry  rightly  handled  is  the  best 
paying  livestock  a  farmer  can  keep, 
with  the  added  advantage  of  a  com- 
paratively small  investment  in  build- 
ings and  of  both  quick  and  constant 
cash  returns.  This  is  not  true,  how- 
ever, of  the  average  farm  flocks, 
which  produce  no  eggs  In  the  fall  and 
early  winter  and  average,  according 
to  the  last  census,  less  than  eighty 
egg.9  each  in  a  year.  Hens  so  kept 
pay  no  profit  whatever  If  the  cost  of 
their  food    is    considered. 

It  is  pullets  that  produce  an  average 
of  150  eggs  each  In  a  year  and  produce 
a  fair  proportion  of  those  eggs  in  late 
fall  and  winter,  the  season  of  liighest 
prices  and  best  profits,  that  are  the 
money  makers.  It  is  remarkable  th^t 
the  farmers  who  would  be  most  ad- 
vantaged by  a  steady  cash  return  from 
a  flock  of  good  hens  are  the  most  neg- 
lectful  of   this  opportunity. 

Cood  pullets  which  will  produce  an 
average  of  150  eggs  each  and  pay  their 
owner  a  net  profit  of  $2  each  In  a  year 
are  not  the  common  scrub  hens  of  the 
farms;  they  are  thoroughbred  pul- 
lets, bred  and  reared  for  egg  produc- 
tion, and  so  reared  that  they  attain 
laying  maturity  in  the  first  half  of 
October.  To  the  farmers  who  are 
used  to  getting  no  eggs  in  fall  and 
early  winter  this  will  seem  an  im- 
possibility, but  the  thousands  of  farm- 
ers who  are  easily  accomplishing  It 
prove    the   fact. 

Slen  Posts  Along  the  Road. 

To  accomplish  this  the  three  chief 
points  are  to  have  the  chicks  hatched 
the  first  half  of  April,  to  keep  the  pul- 
lets steadily  growing  so  that  they 
reach  laving  maturity  the  first  half  of 
October  and  then  that  they  be  kept 
steadily  laying  by  good  care  and  good 
food.  Six  nK.nths  is  the  normal  time 
of  growth  of  a  healthy  pvillet.  Six 
months  forward  from  the  first  half  of 
April  ts  the  first  half  of  Dctober.  and 
the  "rightly  handled"  pullets  Will  be 
fullv  mature  and  laying  before  cold 
weather  comes  upon  them.  The  chicks, 
hatched  one  or  two  months  later  are 
checked  in  growth  by  the  strf)ng  heat 
of  summer  and  are  about  half  mature 
when  the  cold  of  coming  winter  over- 
takes them.  Such  pullets  lay  the  bulk 
of  their  eggs  during  the  months  of 
lowest  prices  and  pay  little  or  no  prof- 
it. Thousands  of  farmers  are  making 
$2  apiece  profit  yearly  on  their  pul- 
lets, buying  all  of  the  food,  and  as  the 
demand  for  fresh  laid  eggs  increases 
more  rapidly  than  the  supply  there  is 
always    room    for    others.

Kan!-as  Indu.^trialist :  Farming  may 
be  compared  to  filling  a  barrel  with 
wafer,  says  P.  K.  Crabtree,  farm  mari- 
agenient  expert  with  the  extension  di- 
v'sioii  of  the  Kansas  agricultural  col- 
lege, the  hoops  of  tlie  barrel  repre- 
senting the  management  of  the  farm. 
As  the  hoops  of  a  barrel  break  or  be- 
come loose,  so  in  farming  if  the  meth- 
oda  are  careless  and  the  s\stem  faulty 
there  are  farm  leaks. 
these  leaks  the  farmer 
up  on  his  management, 
says. 

After  .oeventeen  years  of  study  ana 
obser\i«tion.  Mr.  I'rabtree  says  that 
farm  management  may  be  divided  into 
at  least  seventeen  principles,  each  of 
whi<  h  is  a  separate  and  important  fac- 
tor InP.uencing  the  success  of  farming. 
And  the  farmer  who  neglects  or  un- 
der\alue.i  any  of  the  factors  ts 
to  have  a  leak  in  his  bu.^iness. 
Is  tlie   list   of  factors  he   gives. 

Soil  fertilitv— Maintain  the  fertility 
of  your  rich  soil  and  enrich  your  poor

Equipment — The    equipment  should  be 

adapted  to  the  type  of  farming  and 
the  investment  in  proportion  to  the 
area  and  work.  Equipment  includes 
machinery,  improvements,  man  and 
hor-^e    labor. 

Plan    a    tiood   Crop   Potation. 

Crop  adaptation — <;row  crops  adapted 
to  tlie  n^arkets,  location,  climate  and 
soil.  Tombine  them  In  a  good  rotation 
to    o>.tain    largest    returns. 

Quality  of  seed — Buy  good  seed 
never  sow  obnoxious  weed  seeds, 
pav.s;    to    grade    and    fan    seed.

Seasoned  birth  of  livestock — t.ive 
the  MU'.ng  livestock  all  the  possible 
advantage  bv  having  the  calves,  colts 
and  f)ne-half  the  pigs  come  as  near 
April  10  as  possible.  The  rest  of  the 
pigs    should    come    six    months    later. 

Location  of  improvements — The  site 
of  tiie  farm  buildings  and  yard  should 
be  selected  for  healthfulness.  water 
eupolv,  protection  If  po.^sible,  accessi- 
bllitv  to  all  parts  of  ttie  farm  and  the 
public  road.

TTtiHzatiou  of  by-products — ^  Market 
your  roughage  and  bulky  farm  prod- 
ucts as  livestock.

Prevontio!!  of  destruction — Look  over 
and  repair  machinery  before  It  breaks 
down  completely.

DAIRY  SCHOOL.

The  twenty-second  annual  dairy 
school  has  just  closed,  leaving  behind 
It  a  good  record. 

The  first  school  for  practical  cream- 
erv  butter-makers  was  organized  »n 
18Itl  by  Prof.  T.  L.  Haecker,  who  has 
guided  it  during  these  many  years,  and 
who  still  is  in  charge. 

When  this   school  started,  Minnesota 
had    no    reputation    for   butter-making. 
The      price      received      for      the      small 
amount   of  butter  that    was  made   was 
only    12    or    15    cents   a   pound,    and    the 
farmer  got  only   9  or   10   cents   for  the 
amount    of    milk    required    to    make    a  . 
pound    of   butter.      Yet    because    of    the  '■ 
qualitv,  those  low  prices  seem  to  have 
been   "about    all    the    stuff    was    really  j 
worth.  ^  I 

Co-operative  creameries  were  strong-  i 
ly    encouraged,     but     these     called     for 
more    trained    men     than     were    to    be 
found,    consequently    a    training    school 
became    the   logical    thing.      But  w  I'.ere 
were   teachers   to  be   found?     Men   who 
were   in   the    work   and   wiio  had  shown  ; 
marked  ability,    were   selected   to   come: 
In    for    a    period    of    four    weeks    and 
serve  as  teachers.     The  "book"  man  has 
been    used    In    his    place,    but   the    prac- 
tical man  has  always   been  the   one  to 
teach  in   the  work  room.     In  this  way 
the  Instruction  has  never  become  stale, 
and    has    served    to    stimulate    aspiring,

An  Exacting  But  Profitable  Business. 

By    C.    B.    Lane,    Expert    Dairyman. 

The  word  "cream"  signifies  little  to 
purchasers  unless  Is  It  accompanied 
by  some  term  indicating  its  quality  or 
richness.  We  therefore  have  a  basis 
for  grading  cream  which  we  term  "but- 
ter fat,"  which  Is  the  amount  of  pure 
oil  or  fat  it  contains.  This  varies  from 
20  to  60  per  cent,  depending  upon 
amount  of  sklijimilk  incorporated  with 
it.  Fortunately  we  have  an  accurate 
method  of  determining  butter  fat  In 
cream,  known  as  the  "Babcock  test." 
This  consist.j  in  weighing  a  definite 
amount  of  cream,  placing  It  In  gradu- 
ated test  bottles  made  for  the  purpose  i 
and  adding  sulphuric  acid.  After  shak- 
ing, the  bottle  Is  placed  in  a  centrif- 
ugal machine,  which  revolves  a  thou- 
sand revolutions  per  minute.  The  fat, 
which  is  the  lighter  portion  of  the 
cream,  is  thrown  to  the  top,  and  then 
hot  water  is  added  to  bring  It  Into  the 
graduated  tube,  where  the  percentage 
Is  read.  Most  cities  have  a  minimum 
standard  for  butter  fat  in  cream, 
usually  about  18  per  cent. 

M'e  have  various  grades  of  cream 
based  on  percentage  of  fat  they  con- 
tain. Cream  testing  from  18  per  cent 
to  22  per  cent  Is  called  "table  cream" 
and  is  used  In  households  for  cereals, 
coftee,  fruit,  retalljng  for  24  cents  to 
40  cents  per  quart.  The  next  grade  is 
termed  "whipping  cream"  and  tests 
from  30  per  cent  to  25  per  cent  butter 
fat,  retailing  for  40  cents  to  45  cents 
per  quart.  If  kept  cold  this  cream 
readily  whips  and  is  popular.  It  is  also 
used  for  making  butter  In  creameries. 
The  next  grade  Is  called  "heavy 
cream."  This  is  also  popular  and  tests 
from  40  per  cent  to  45  per  cent  butter 
fat,  retailing  from  60  cents  to  80  cents 
per  quart.  Another  quality  Is  sold  un- 
der the  name  of  "double  cream,"  or 
"Double  XX,"  and  frequently  tests 
from  50  per  cent  to  GO  per  cent  butter 
fat,  is  so  thick  it  will  not  pour  from  a 
bottle  and  sells  for  from  76  cents  to  $1 
per    quart. 

Many  farmers  have  separators  re- 
Hioving  cream  from  milk  on  the  farm 
and  iiauling  it  or  in  t^ome  cases  ship- 
ping it  to  a  creamery  at  a  distance. 
This  plan  has  the  advantage  of  keep- 
ing skimmllk  to  feed  stock.  This 
cream  te.'-ts  from  25  per  cent  to  35  per 
cent.  Cream  properly  past«-urized  Is 
ktpt  in  cold  storage  for  three  weeks 
at  a  temperature  of  30  degrees  F. 
(freezing  temperature  for  cream  Is  29 
degrees  F.),  sweet  and  without  de- 
terioration in  flavor.  It  is  almost  im- 
possible for  a  farmer  to  produce  cream 
for  shipment  to  the  city  to  be  sold  as 
sweet  cream,  as  It  will  not  keep  with- 
out being  pasteurized.

'ihe  cost  of  e(iuipping  a  creamery 
will  vary  according  to  the  kind  and 
size  of  machinery  bought,  and  whether 
pasteurizing  machinery  is  installed. 
It  is  safe  to  sav  that  a  creamery  for 
making  from  100,000  to  150,000  pounds 
of  butter  can  be  equipped  with  good 
machinery  for  from  ?1,400  to  ?1,800, 
while  the  machinery  for  a  larger  plant 
may  cost  $3,000.  Equipment  for  a 
cheese  factory  will  cost  from  $600  to 
$1,000.

A  Fascinating   Side   Line  That  Pays 
-Well.

After  the  manure  has  been  placed  In 
the  pit  and  covered  with  the  dirt  In 
which  the  plants  are  to  grow  put  In  a 
tLermometer  and  close  the  sash.  The 
thermometer  will  go  up  to  100  degrees 
cr  more  and  gradually  drop  back.  Sow 
the  seeds  of  "warm"  plants,  like  egg- 
plants, tomatoes  and  peppers,  when  It 
gets  below  90  degrees  and  those  of 
"cool"  plants,  such  as  cabbage,  celery 
and  lettuce,  when  it  gets  below  80  or 
70  degrees.  The  soil  should  be  moist, 
but  not  muddy.  Before  sowing  rake  it 
thoroughly  and  make  the  surface 
smooth   and   level. 

Buy  the  best  of  seeds  and  fow  them 
in  rows  about  six  inches  apart.  Little 
furrows  may  be  made  by  pressing  the 
narrow  edge  of  a  lath  or  thin  board 
lightly  Into  the  soft  earth  to  a  depth 
of  from  an  eighth  to  a  quarter  of  an 
Inch.  Sow  about  twelve  seeds  to  the 
inch  and  cover  bv  filling  the  furrow 
level  full  of  dirt.  Firm  them  in  with 
a    flat    board. 

Now  water  thoroughly,  spreading  a 
piece  of  burlap  over  the  spot  to  be 
watered  and  sprinkling  on  this  to 
prevent  washing  out  the  seeds.  Cover 
the  soil  with  newspapers  and  close  the 
sash.  When  the  seedlings  begin  to 
peep  through  remove  the  newspapers. 
When    to    Water. 

The  best  time  to  water  is  In  the 
morning  on  a  sunny  day — on  a  rising 
temperature  rather  than  on  a  falling 
one  or  preceding  a  cloudy  time.  Wet 
the  soil  thoroughly  at  each  time,  but 
do  not  keep  It  soggy.  Use  a  fine  rose 
sprinkler. 

tJive  all  the  centilatlon  possible  by 
raising  the  sash.  Keep  the  tempera- 
ture between  65  and  80  degrees.  On 
mild  days  admit  air  quite  freely  from 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  4  in  the 
afternoon.  At  night  and  in  severe 
weather  put  on  mats  and  shutters. 
If  you  do  not  have  regular  m.ats  and 
shutters  use  old  carpet  and  boards  or 
a  thick  layer  of  straw  or  hay.  Clean 
off   heavy   snow.

keep  out  the  weeds  and  stir  the  soil 
between  the  plants.  As  the  weather 
gets  warmer  increase  the  ventilation 
day  by  day.  Finally,  to  harden  the 
plants,  a  couple  of  weeks  before  set- 
ting In  the  open,  remove  the  sash  al- 
together. If  a  cold  frame  is  available 
the  plants  will  be  greatly  benefited 
and  easily  hardened  by  transplanting 
Into  these  as  soon  as  they  have 
formed  four  or  five  leaves.  The  man- 
agement of  the  cold  frame  is  some- 
what similar  to  the  hotbed. 


rates  below  7  per  cent.  On  short-time 
loans,  averaging  eight  and  a  half 
months,  "the  farmer  pays  from  10  to 
11  per  cent."  Most  of  the  banks  re- 
ported higher  rates  for  farmers  than 
for    merchants    or    manufacturers. 

Prof.  Jacobstein's  reports  further 
indicated  that  only  13  per  cent  f>f  the 
farmers  pay  cash  in  buying  machin- 
ery. Book  accounts  usually  run  about 
a  vcar,  average  interest  rate.s  on 
which  are  from  10  to  25  per  cent.  Be- 
sides this  the  credit  price  in  some  in- 
stances is  10  per  cent  higher  than  the 
cash  price,  in  which  cfrse  the  farmer's 
credit    really   costs   him   20    per  cent. 

President  MbVey  concludes  from 
these  investigations  that  what  is 
needed  Is  a  better  banking  system, 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  farmer.  He 
suggests  the  organization  of  a  Co- 
operative Land  Mortgage  association 
to  secure  cheaper  long-time  loans; 
and  he  maintains  that  the  farmers 
have  a  right  to  demand  a  banking  re- 
form bill  from  congress  which  will 
give  the  farmers  "som.-  general  dis- 
count market  where  notes  secured  by 
actual  products  not  yet  marketed  will 
find  ready  buyers  at  reasonably  low 
rates   of    interest."

The  leg  of  mutton  is  one  of  the  mo.st 
popular  cutd  of  the  sheep  carcass  as  It 
is  thick  and  meaty.  It  is  largely  used 
for  rca.-^ting,  though  It  is  also  sought 
for  boiling  purposes  and  for  steak. 
The  steaks  should  be  cut  from  the  loin 
end  o?  front  of  the  leg.  In  case  a  leg 
of  mutton  makes  too  largo  a  roast  for 
the  familv.  a  few  steaks  may  be  cut 
from  it.  In  this  way  a  leg  of  mutton 
can  be  used  to  better  advantage  than 
if  the  whole  leg  were  roasted.  A  leg 
from  an  old.  thin  animal  should  be 
boilfd    rather  than  roasted. 

While  the  leg  of  mutton  Is  one  of  the 
higher-priced  cuts  for  which  there  is  a 
rather  steady  demand,  in  economy  It 
compares  favorably  with  some  of  the 
cheaper  cuts  owing  to  the  relatively 
small  percentage  of  bone  in  a  trimmed 

leg-

Two  Women  Millionaires  of 

Tokio  Win  Right 

to  Vote. 

Tokio,  Dec.  27. — The  constant  dis- 
cussion in  Japanese  newspapers  and 
magazines  of  the  questions  of  v.om- 
en's  rights  and  woman  suffrage  serves 
as  a  striking  example  of  the  rapidity 
with  which  "Western  thought  and 
Western  ideas  are  being  assimilated  in 
Japan. 

Today  the  supporters  of  the  wom- 
en's rights  movement  are  gUeful  over 
the  fact  that  two  women  millionaires 
of  Tokio  have  won  the  right  to  vote 
at  municipal  and  ward  elections.  The 
municipal  regulations  grant  the  right 
of  suffrage  to  any  subject  of  the  Jap- 
anese empire  paying  a  larger  amount 
of  direct  city  taxes  than  that  paid 
by  any  of  the  three  highest  tax-paying 
niale  subjects  over  twenty-five  years 
of  age.  The  woman  suffrage  advocates 
contend  that  tills  clause  permits  ; 
women  to  vote  If  their  property  quail-  j 
flcatlons  v.'ei^  .'■sufficient,  and  the  home  |

Inquiry  Is  Begun  By  Office 

of  Education  in 

Japan. 

Tokio,  Dec.  -7. — "How  soon  do  girls 
get  married  after  graduation  from 
school?  How-  many  children  have  they 
in  five   years  after  marriage?" 

These  are  some  of  the  questions  that 
the  office  of  education  has  put  to  the 
girls'  middle  schools  throughout  the 
country.  The  answers  will  form  prac- 
tical statistics,  and  are  expected  to  be 
of  much  value  to  the  educational  de- 
partment, which  Is  contemplating  a 
reform  in  the  present  system  of  edu- 
cation. This  It  believes  to  be  urgent, 
In  view  of  the  feeling  that  a  degener- 
ation of  physique  is  taking  place 
among   gii'l    .students. 

The  educational  office  had  been  in- 
terested in  the  question  wliat  kind  of 
!iiothers  the  graduates  of  the  girls" 
middle  schools  make,  and  an  investi- 
gation along  this  line  was  made.  Then 
Baron  TakagI,  president  of  the  Jikein 
Medical  school,  offered  some  concrete 
suggestion  to  promote  the  work  by 
sending  out  series  of  questions.  He  Is 
convinced  that  the  rising  generation 
shows  signs  of  physical  retrogression, 
and  says  that  the  causes  of  this  tend- 
ency must   be  corrected. 

"Tne  young  men  and  women  are 
steadily  running  low  in  weight," 
Baron  Takagi  declares,  "and  there  are 
indications  of  general  degeneration. 
Partictilarly  is  this  noticeable  among 
the  girls  who  have  pursued  their  stud- 
ies In  the  middle  grade,  or  even  the 
higher  schools.

H»s  chief  activity  will 
be  in  making  an  appeal  to  Americans 
as  Christians.  He  expects  to  sail  for 
America  Dec.  31  on  the  steamer  Chlyo 
Maru. 

Mr.  Tsunashima  reasons  that  true 
righteousness  and  civilization  will  in 
due  course  of  time  be  appreciated.  He 
thinks  that  the  question  of  Japanese 
land  ownership  in  California  is  too  big 
a  problem  to  be  settled  in  a  short  time, 
and  that  it  does  not  admit  of  a  tem- 
porary solution.

Butte.  Mont..  Dec.  27. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  sensational  rise  In 
North  Butte  stock  when  nearly  all 
other  stocks  were  either  standing  still 
or  going  down  in  price,  was  due  to  a 
combination  of  circumstances  that 
seem  most  favorable  to  a  still  further 
Increase  In  the  niarket  price  of  the 
stock. 

Fir.^t  and  foremost  was  a  definite 
and  authoritative  report  which  showed 
that  in  the  year  1913  the  company  ham 
increased  its  surplus  by  $800,000,  and 
has  done  this  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular payment  of  dividends  of  50  cents 
per  share  each  quarter,  or  a  total  of 
$2   per  share   in  dividends. 

The  stock  of  the  North  Butte  out- 
standing is  410,000  shares  of  a  paf 
value  of  $15  per  share.  This  makes 
the  total  stock  outstanding  $6,150,000. 
In  July,  1912.  the  company  started 
paying  a  dividend  of  50  cents  per 
quarter  on  this  and  has  kept  it  up 
regularly   since. 

In  th»-  past  twelve  months  dividends 
amounting  to  $320,000  or  over  13  per 
cent  on  the  outstanding  stock  have 
been  paid.  During  the  same  twelve 
months  the  addition  to  the  surplus 
has  amounted  to  over  $800,000  or  an- 
other 13  per  cent.  This  will  be  the

The  coming  year  is  bound  to  wit- 
ness a  wonderful  increase  in  the  pro- 
duction of  copper  and  at  a  much  less 
cost  in  this  district  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year.  This  condition  will  be 
largely  brought  about  through  the 
lea*  hing  process  installed  by  Capt. 
Wulvin  at  the  Butte-Duluth  property 
and  by  the  Eallwhacker  company.  At 
the  Butte-Duluth  it  is  stated  that  when 
the  enlarged  plant  is  in  full  operation 
the  copper  wll  be  produced  direct  from 
the  ore  at  around  8  cents  a  pound, 
while  the  Bullwhacker  company  claim 
that  even  a  lower  price  will  be  at- 
tained. But  It  is  in  Anaconda  where 
some  remarkable  results  are  to  be  at- 
tained. For  many  months  the  Ana- 
conda company  has  been  experimenting 
with  different  methods  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  millions  of  tons  of  slimes 
from  the  smelter.  First  a  small  ex- 
perimental plant  was  erected  and  it  is 
now  announced  that  the  results  at- 
tained are  even  more  successful  than 
anticipated  and  a  larger  plant  is  be- 
ing erected.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
companv  will  save  in  the  form  of  con- 
centrates not  less  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  copper  values  in  the  slimes.  The 
enlarged  plant  being  constructed  will 
have  a  capacity  of  handling  all  the 
slime.s  from  12,500  tons  of  ore  dally, 
amounting  to  more  than  2,000  tons  of 
slime  daily.  A  small  leaching  plant 
after  months  of  experiments,  turned 
out  to  be  a  success  and  it  is  said  to  be 
only  a  question  of  a  short  time  when 
the  directors  of  tho  Anaconda  com- 
pany authorize  the  commencement  of 
the  "construction  of  a  leaching  plant 
calling  for  an  expenditure  of  some 
$3,000,000.  With  those  new  plants  In 
operation  it  is  estimated  that  the  ag- 
gregate output  of  the  smelter  would 
be  increased  about  50,000,000  pounds  of 
copper  a  year,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  16 
per  cent.  Another  improvement  is  in 
the  reverboratory  building  where  it  Is 
being  arranged  to  feed  the  furnaces 
with  pulverized  coal  just  as  soon  as 
the  crushing  machinery  is  installed. 
This  will  do  away  with  the  stokers  and 
bring  about  quite  a  saving. 
DavlM-Daly. 

Manager  W.  L.  Creden  of  the  Davis- 
Daly  company  says  that  the  showing 
now  being  made  on  the  various  levels 
of  the  Colorado  mine  from  the  800- 
foot  down  Is  more  encouraging  than  at 
any  time  since  the  property  was  first 
operated.  There  are  300  tons  a  day 
going  to  the  smelter  and  soon  a^fter  the 
first  of  the  year  it  is  quite  probable 
that  the  shipments  will  be  increased  to 
400  tons  a  day.

The  enlargement  of  the  East  Butte 
smelter  will  be  completed  around  th" 
first  of  next  March,  when  the  com- 
pany will  be  in  a  position  to  increase 
the  production  of  copper  at  least  500,- 
000  pounds  a  month.  The  mill  improve- 
ments will  be  finislu'd  in  the  course 
of  the  next  ten  days.  During  the 
past  few  months  there  was  a  large 
amount  of  improvement  work  carried 
on  and  this  work  will  be  extended  well 
into  next  year.  During  the  year  dos- 
ing the  shaft  ha.<>  been  put  down  300 
additional  feet  and  has  a  present  depth 
of  1,600  feet.  A  Station  was  cut  on 
the  1.500-foot  level  and  pumps  were 
installed  and  800  feet  done  in  opening 
the  level.

Clark'n  C«neentrator. 

Former  United  States  Senator  W.  A. 
Clark  expects  to  have  his  zinc  concen- 
trator In  operation  by  April  1.  Al.* 
the  equipment  required  for  the  opera- 
tion by  the  Minerals  Separation  com- 
pany process  will  be  on  hand  early  In 
the  new  year.  The  frame  of  the  con- 
centrator building  has  been  completed 
and  with  men  working  day  and  night 
the  building  will  be  completed  witliin 
the  time  specified.  At  the  Elm  Orlu 
mine  there  are  thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  tons  of  ore  blocked  out  and 
just  as  soon  as  the  mill  is  ready.  500 
tons  a  day  can  be  supplied  without 
any  difficulty. 

Butte's  Copper  Output. 

In  an  article  dealing  with  the  great 
news  of  Butte  as  a  copper  producing 
center  It  Is  recalled  that  In  1&12  the 
district  produced  one-fourth  of  the 
total  copper  mined  in  tlie  United  States 
and  one-seve^t'i  of  the  entire  amount 
of  copper  mined  in  the  world.  The 
first  copper  was  produced  in  Butte  in 
1882  and  amounted  to  9,058,284  pounds 
for  the  year  with  12,084  ounces  of  gold 
and  2,699,296  ounces  of  silver.  In  the 
present  year  the  copper  production 
amounted  to  285.2«8.000  pounds,  the 
sliver  10.500,000  ouncua  and  the  gold 
65,000  ounces.  Th©  total  copper  pro- 
duction from  1882  to  1913,  was  6,153,- 
906,641  pounds.  In  the  same  period 
the  silver  produced  amounted  to  272.- 
396,885  ounces  and  the  gold  1,298.180 
ounces.  Zinc  has  only  been  a  late 
product  and  in  the  last  six  years  there 
have  been  approximately  19,000.000 
pounds  turned   out.

Mont.,  Dec.  27.— J.  L.  Bruce, 
general  manager  o^  the  Butte  &  Su- 
perior Mining  company,  yesterday 
denied  the  report  that  the  Butto  &  .Su- 
perior has  made  ait  offer  to  purchase 
the  property  of  the  Butte-Duluth  prop- 
erty   in    this    district.    Mr.    Bruce    said: 

"I  wish  to  deny  the  report  that  the 
Butte  &  Superior  company  has  made 
an  offer  to  buy  the  Butte-Duluth  prop- 
erty. It  has  made  no  offer  for  the  prop- 
erty,   nor    have    Hayden,    Stone    &    Co." 

A  report  has  been  circulated  for 
several  days  that  big  financial  inter- 
ests, both  inside  and  outside  of  Butte, 
were  trying  to  secure  control  of  the 
Butte-Duluth.  It  was  said  that  the 
people  in  control  of  the  Butte  &  Su- 
perior company  had  looked  over  the 
Butte-Duluth  property  apparently  with 
a  view  to  making  an  offer  to  purchase 
it. 

Capt.  A.  B.  Wolvin  of  the  Butte-Du- 
luth said:  "The  Butte  &  Superior  peo- 
ple have  not  made  us  an  offer,  al- 
though the  men  connected  with  that 
company  have  been  making  an  inves- 
tigation of  our  property."  He  also  said 
that  his  company  was  not  yet  ready  to 
put  a  price  on  the  Butte-Duluth  prop- 
erty. He  added  that  the  company  had 
received  offers  from  two  large  mining 
interests  within  the  last  six  months, 
but  declined  to  be  more  specific  us  to 
the    identity   of   the   interests.

600-FOOT  LEVEL 


Ore  of  Good   Quality   En- 
countered in  the  King 
.Solomon. 

Helena.  Mont..  Dec.  27. — The  few 
weeks  of  development  at  the  King 
Solom  in  mine  In  the  Clancy-Lump  di.'>' 
trlct  have  carried  the  shaft  down  to 
the  600-foct  level  and  a  station  is  be- 
ing cut  there  preparatory  to  drifting. 
Ore  of  good  quality  was  encountered 
during  the  sinking  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  ore  bodies  which  were  worked 
on  til 3  400-foot  level  will  be  found  to 
have  Increased  In  size  and  values  at 
the  greater  dtpth. 

I.  S.  Moreland,  who  is  working  the 
mine,  brought  some  very  fine  samples 
of  ore  to  town  with  him  and  has 
them  on  exhibition  in  his  office  In  the 
Power  block.  He  is  pleased  beyond 
measure  at  the  present  condition  of 
the  property  and  believes  that  now  he 
has  the  depth  he  has  long  been  striv- 
ing for.  the  prosperity  of  the  mine 
will   meet   his   expectations. 

Unusual  time  was  made  in  sinking 
the  additional  200  feet  of  the  shaft, 
due  partly  to  tho  frryrrtlltion  and  partly 
to  the  absence  of  4^aitr.

Driven  In  record-breaking  time,  the 
big  "new  C"  shaft  with  which  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation's  East 
Xorrle  mine  at  Ironwood  is  being 
equipped  at  a  point  midway  between 
B  shaft  of  the  Norrie  and  D  shaft  of 
the  East  Norrie  has  been  holed  through 
for  a  distance  of  1.225  feet.  The 
achievement  is  one  of  the  most  notable 
ever  recorded  on  the  Gogebic  range. 
The  shaft  Is  known  as  "new  C"  to  dis- 
tinguish it  from  the  older  one  across 
the  caved  surface  to  the  north  and 
which  now  is  called  the  "old  C."  When 
the  new  shaft  goes  Into  commission, 
the  "old  C"  will  be  dismantled  and 
there  will  disappear  the  finest  wooden 
head-frame  ever  erected  in  the  Gogebic 
district.  However  the  wooden  shaft  in 
tiie  Lake  Superior  region  has  had  its 
day.  It  lias  been  supplanted  by  the 
steel  head-frame  that  is  better  In  every 
way  and  that,  now  that  It  has  become 
standardized,  can  be  erected  at  a  cost 
little  greater  than  the  high  class  wood- 
en structures  of  a  decade  and  more 
ago. 

(Jf  the  1,225  feet  for  which  the  new 
C  has  been  ope»ed,  850  feet  was  at- 
tained by  sinking  from  surface  and 
375  feet  by  raising  from  the  seven- 
teenth level.  The  shaft  Is,  approxi- 
mately, 18  by  11  feet,  inside  measure- 
ments. It  has  an  incline  of  64  deg. 
from  the  perpendicular.  Guided  by  the 
data  of  tlie  engineers,  the  two  forces 
of  men,  the  one  working  upwards  and 
the  other  working  downwards,  steadily 
approached  each  other  through  the 
solid  rock  until  the  "raisers"  holed 
through  exactly  in  the  center  of  tlie 
shaft.  The  work  was  accomplished  in 
one  year's  time,  the  sod  having  been 
turned  in  December,  1912.  Not  alone 
was  sinking  done  for  a  distance  of  85(' 
feet,  but  for  that  entire  stretch  the 
heavy  steel  sets  were  placed  in  posi- 
tion and  tlie  concrete  slab  lathing  and 
the  back  runner.s  were  put  in  place.  In 
addition,  five  large  level  stations,  each 
22  by  25  by  10  feet,  were  cut  and  tim- 
bered and  concreted.  All  the  work 
connected  with  completing  a  modern- 
flve-compartnient  shaft  was,  in  fact, 
accomplished.  Two  skip-roads,  one 
cage-road,  a  ladder  way  and  a  pipe 
comp.-irtment  were  built  and  equipped, 
the  counter-balance  installed  and 
everything  made  ready  for  permanent 
oj)erations.  Each  slab  of  concrete 
lathing  weighs  130  pounds  and  the 
steel  sets  are  made  of  very  heavy  ma- 
terial. 

May   Reopen  Millie  Mine. 

The  Millie  mine,  which  recently  was 
sold  at  auction  at  Iron  Mountain,  was 
bid  in  by  B.  J.  Clergue  of  Montreal, 
for  the  nominal  sum  of  $18,000.  Mr. 
Ckrs«e  represents  the  Dessau'  com- 
pany, control  of  which  is  understood 
to  be  lodged  with  the  Lake  Superior 
corporation.  Whether  the  transaction 
means  the  reopening  of  the  mine  is 
not  yet  known.  The  Millie  has  been 
closed  for  several  years.  Tlie  property 
has  never  been  fully  developed  and  it 
is  believed  much  better  ore  than  yet 
produced  will  be  found  at  a  greater 
depth.  The  tract  adjoins  both  the  Chap- 
in  and  Walpole  mines.  In  connection 
with  the  reorganization  of  the  De- 
troit, Mackinac  &  Marquette  Itallway 
compan.v.  the  big  realty  holdings  of 
the  corporation  in  Upper  Michigan  re- 
cently were  sold -to  the  Detroit,  Macki- 
nac &  Marquette  I.iand  company.  The 
lands  were  procured  from  the  govern- 
ment years  ago  as  a  bonus  for  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  that  Is  now 
part  of  the  Duluth,  South  Sliore  & 
Atlantic  system.  Considerable  of  the 
holdings  are  in  the  iron  belt.  The  fee 
to  the  Armenia  and  Mc'Jillis  mining 
properties  in  Iron  county  is  owned  by 
the  Detroit.  Mackinac  &  Marquette 
company.  There  are  other  mineral 
tracts   of   promise. 

Corrlgan.  McKinney  &  Co.  have  a 
large  force  of  men  employed  at  the 
Tully  property  at  Iron  River.  Menom- 
inee range,  and  are  making  ready  to 
operate  the  ~mine  extensively.  A  min- 
ers' dry.  which  will  be  the  largest  in 
the  district,  is  ncaring  completion,  as 
is  an  office  building.  The  engine  house 
Is  ready  for  duty.  Lumber  for  addi- 
tional dwelling  houses  has  been  as- 
sembled. A  steam  shovel  Is  excavating 
for   large   stockpile   grounds. 

At  its  town  at  the  Chicagon  mine, 
the  Rogers-Brown  Ore  company  has 
installed  both  a  water  and  a  sewer 
system.  All  of  the  buildings  accom- 
modating the  200  employes  and  tlielr 
families  are  connected  with  the  mains. 
Pure  water  is  obtained  from  a  large 
spring  and  is  jiumped  to  a  reservoir 
on  a  hilltop.  The  pressure  is  sufficient 
for  fire  protection.  A  2,000-gallon 
I'rescott  pump,  supplementing  previous 
equipment  of  the  kind,  has  bc^en  in- 
stalled at  the  Rogers-Brown  company's 
Rogers  mine.  The  Wickwire  .Steel  com- 
pany is  providing  its  Homer  property 
at  Iron  River  with  a  steel  head  frame. 
A  pulmotor  has  been  added  to  the 
equipment  of  Oglebay,  Norton  and  Co.'s 
Chatham  mine.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  railroad 
to  use  big  class  J  four-drive  wheel 
locomotives  in  its  ore  traffic  on  the 
Menominee  range  next  season  in.stead 
of  the  class  B  three-drive  wheel  en- 
gines now  in  the  service.  As  this  will 
necessitate  heavier  steel,  ninety-potmd 
rails  are  being  laid  where  necessary. 
Development  on  Marquette. 

Much  development  work  is  in  prog- 
ress on  the  Marquette  range.  New 
mines  being  opened  are  the  Mackinac 
and  Gardiner  of  the  Cleveland  ClliTs 
Iron  company,  in  the  Gwinn  district; 
the  Isabella  of  the  Cascade  Mining 
company,  in  the  Cascade  field;  the 
Lucky  Star  of  the  Cleveland  Cliffs  com- 
pany and  the  Breitung  interests,  at  Ne- 
gaunee;  the  Athens  of  tlie  Cleveland 
Cliffs  and  Pickands,  Mather  &  Co..  at 
Negaunee.  and  the  Iron  Mountain  Lake 
of  the  Jones  &  Laughlln  company  at 
Ishpeming.  .Several  properties  already 
on  the  list  of  producers  a^e  being  pre- 
pared for  larger  production,  among 
these  the  Volunteer.  Rolling  Mill, 
Breitung  Hematite  and  the  Cleveland 
ClilYs  properties  at  North  Lake.

WEEKLY  REVIEW  OF  TRADE 


New  York,  Dec.  27. — Dun's  Review 
today  says:  Aside  from  the  stimulus 
Impartid  to  retail  lines  by  the  holi- 
day demands,  there  has  been  a  con- 
tinued absence  of  activity  in  business 
circles.  Improvement  in  conditions, 
however,  is  scarcely  to  be  expected 
at  tills  period,  when  merchants  and 
manufacturers  are  preparing  for  an- 
nual inventories  and  salesmen  are  re- 
turning   from   the   road. 

The  quietness  customary  at  the  year- 
end  i.<«  accentuate!  by  an  unusually 
m.ild  winter:  yet  a  rather  more  hope- 
ful  sentiment   prevails   and   confidence 


is  strengthened  by  the  removal  of  un- 
certainty regarding  currency  legisla- 
tion. Some  encouragement  is  derived 
from  the  fact  that  stocks  of  merchan- 
dise are  meager  at  practically  all 
points,  since  this  suggests  that  an 
early  buying  movement  may  become 
necessary  to  replenish  depleted  sup- 
plies. The  labor  situation  reflects 
further  additions  to  the  number  of 
idle    men. 

Failures  this  week  numbered  289  in 
the  I'nited  States  against  265  last  year, 
and  26  in  Canada  compared  with  25  a 
year  ago. 


give  the  F'ilipinos  a  larger  share  In 
their  own  government.  Nothing  par- 
ticularly radical  about  this.  Every- 
body knew  a  change  in  administration 
would  produce  a  change  in  some  of  the 
officials. 

"Ever  since  American  occupation  of 
the  islands,  the  Filipinos  have  been 
gi\en  a  constantly  increasing  .share  in 
their  own  government.  Nothing  here 
to  alarm;  nothing  here  so  vitally  to 
affect  the  business  and  social  structure 
of  8.000,000  of  people.  The  statement 
from  Washington  does  not  begin  to  tell 
the  tale.  The  changing  of  a  few  offi-  I 
cials  and  the  appointing  of  a  few  more  I 
Filipinos  to  the  public  service  are  rela- 
tively unimportant  and  insignificant. 
The  chaos  of  now  is  because  the  very 
system  and  structure  of  government 
has  been  changed.  And  it  has  been 
changed  without  knowledge  of  or  re- 
gard to  conditions  in  the  Philippines, 
the  characteristics  of  the  people,  or  the 
essential  elements  in  the  government 
heretofore  exl.«titiK  in  %he  islands.  It 
lias  been  a  blind,  fatuous,  monumental 
blunder. 

Change  In  Control. 
"The  government  heretofore  exist- 
ing consisted  of  a  governor  general 
appointed  by  the  president,  a  commis- 
sion of  nine  men,  also  appointed  by 
the  president,  five  Americans  and  four 
Filipinos,  their  duties  being  to  serve 
as  the  higher  branch  of  the  law- 
making body,  and  also  to  serve  as 
executive  heads  of  departments  some- 
what similar  to  the  cabinet  officers 
in  America.  The  lower  legislative 
body,  called  the  assembly,  consisted 
of  eighty-three  men  elected  by  the 
Filipino  peoi>le.  To  become  a  law,  a 
measure  had  to  be  passed  both  by 
the  a.ssembl.v  and  the  commission.  Thd 
power  to,  veto  rested  in  the  congress 
of  the  United  States.  The  governor 
general  and  a  majority  of  the  com- 
mission being  Americans,  a  complete 
check  existed  on  Filipino  legislation, 
and  the  entire  executive  adminlstra-! 
tion  could  be  controlled  by  the  Amer- 
ican   officials. 

"The  plan  wa.<5  to  give  the  Filipinos 
as  full  participation  in  their  govern- 
ment as  possible,  but  to  have  a  guid- 
ing hand  to  direct  their  efforts  and 
an  absolute  check  whenever  the  situ- 
ation required  it.  in  giving  to  Fili- 
pinos a  larger  participation  In  their 
government,  this  administration  has 
given  to  the  Filipinos  a  majority  of 
the  commission.  It  was  a  stilletto 
thrust  that  pierced  the  heart  of  the 
governmental  structure.  That  struc- 
ture had  stood  strong,  balanced  and 
safe;  it  fell  in  a  chaotic  mass  of  en- 
tangled and  discordant  elements.  Now 
the  Filipinos  have  full  possession  of 
the  law-making  power,  having  all  the 
assembly  and  a  majority  of  the  upper 
body  or  commission;  likewise  by  hav- 
ing a  majority  of  the  commission,  they 
have  the  control  of  the  executive  as 
v.ell.  And  there  Is  no  check. 
HaK  Xo  Veto  Power. 
"It  has  been  stated  the  president  of 
the  I'nited  States  can  control  the  situ- 
ation because  he  has  the  veto  power 
over  all  acts  of  the  Philippine  legisla- 
ture. But  he  has  not  that  veto  power. 
Congress  never  intended  to  give  the 
president  veto  power  and  congress  nev- 
er did  give  it. 

"The  only  veto  power  existing  is  in 
the  congress — but  that  is  Impossible  of 
execution  and  will  never  be  e.xercised. 
There  is  one  way  the  president  ran 
control  the  situation.  He  can  demand 
the  resignation  of  members  of  the  com- 
mission, and  in  their  places  appoint 
creatures  who  will  exactly  do  his  bid- 
ding. But  what  a  system  that  would 
be!     What  tyranny  in   this  or  any  age! 

"George  the  Third  stands  convicted 
in  history  of  stupidity  that  developed 
tyranny  and  by  reason  of  that  tyranny 
England  lost  her  American  colonies, 
the  richest  part  of  all  the  empire  she 
ever  possessed.  But  George  III  never 
in  his  most  tyrannical  moments,  never  in 
his  blindest  stupidity,  ever  approached 
anything  so  tyrannical  as  this.  Such  a 
procedure  is  unthinkable  in  this  age, 
and  in  this  country  above  all  others. 
If  we  are  to  furnish  our  "little  brown 
brothers"  with  examples  of  good  gov- 
ernment for  their  education  and  devel- 
opment, surely  we  could  not  think  of 
holding  tip  before  them  such  unspeak- 
able tyranny  as  this. 

Ifo  Check  Upon  \%'ork. 
"Thus  we  have  a  law-making  bodv 
for  S.OUO.OOO  of  people,  in  the  hands  of 
that  people,  without  regard  td  their 
capacity  for  legislation,  without  any 
check  upon  their  work.  Pause  to  size 
this  up.  What  American  citizen  would 
for  a  moment  trust  our  congress  with- 
out a  veto  power  in  the  president? 
What  citizen  of  a  state  would  trust  his 
state  legislature  without  a  veto  power 
in  the  governor?  In  the  struggle  for 
legislation,  contending  forces  frequent- 
I  ly  produce  laws  which  need  changijig 
'  or  defeat  b.v  the  veto  power.  Here  is 
the  Filipino  legislature  with  infinitely 
less  capacity  to  do  things  right  or  fair, 
without   a   check    upon    its    work. 

"Thus  we  have  an  executive  whose 
hands  carv  at  any  moment  be  par- 
alyzed by  a  hostile  commission.  Should 
the  Filipinos  or  the  commission  sud- 
denly decided  to  oppose  the  governor 
general,  that  official  would  become  as 
helpless  and  useless  as  a  sawdust  baby 
in  an  upswept  woodshed.  Thus  it  ap- 
pears even  to  a  casual  observer,  "ro 
one  acquainted  with  the  discordant 
elements  in  the  Filipino  people;  with 
the  Inherent  peculiarities  of  the  Fili- 
pino character;  with  the  exact  extent 
to  which  they  have  developed  their 
I  capacity  for  self-government,  the  gra- 
;  vity  of  the  situation  is  multiplied  a 
I  hundred-fold.  Then,  further,  it  should 
j  be  noted  that  many  of  the  govern- 
mental or  executive  bureaus  have  been 
i  deprived  of  their  American  heads,  and 
suddenly  given  Filipino  chiefs  who 
!  have  absolutely  no  fitness  for  these 
I  positions  of  momentous  Importance, 
except   their  desire   for   office. 

"Hence  the  apprehension  throughout 
the  islands;  hence  the  chaos  in  busi- 
ness; hence  the  constant  inquiry,  when 
will  the  collapse  come? 

Beginnlngr    to     See     naiieer. 
"The   Filipinos   are   beginninjj   to  see 


the  danger  in  their  situation.  During 
'  my  journey  into  every  corner  of  tfie 
,  islands,  I  listened  to  many  hundreds  of 
I  speeches  calculated  to  Impress  me  with 
I  the  wishes  of  the  Filipinos  and  their 
'  general  capacity.  Though  constantly 
I  urged  to  do  so,  at  no  time  did  I  say  a 
,  word   on   politics  or  the  sovereignty   of 

the  islands,  save  only  on  one  or  two 
j  occasions  when  the  situation  made  it 
'  important,  I  nailed  emphatic  attention 
;  to  the  change  that  had  been  made  in 
,  the  structure  of  the  government  and 
'  the  serious  danger  that  confronted  the 
to  '  islands.     I   did  this   invariably  to  urge 
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upon  them  extrli'  e.xertions  to  carry 
them  by  the  dangers,  until  Washing- 
ton could  be  enlightened  to  a  wiser 
course.  And  th'W  are  heroically  try- 
ing to  follow  this  advice.  They  are 
trying  to  compose  their  diflferences, 
trying  to  be  good  children,  trying  to 
obey  absolutely  the  governor  general, 
that  they  may  tide  things  over  at  least 
till   after   the   next    election. 

"Their  attitude  is  to  b<'  commended. 
They  may  succeed.  I  hope  they  will 
succeed,  but  the  danger  is  great.  If 
troublf  seriously  .''tarts,  it  will  be  no 
mild  affuir.  it  will  convuL^^e  the  isl- 
ands, and  happy  will  the  man  b<>  who 
has  few  possessions.  It  is  this  un- 
certaintv  and  this  apprehension  that 
so  distiirbed  the  islands.  This  sys- 
tem will  be  madi'  to  work  only  in  one 
way:  by  the  Fili!)lnos  declining  to  use 
thf  power  thus  given  them.  If  they 
do  not  (Xercise  their  new  rights  and 
powers,  and  follow  ab.solutely  the  dic- 
tation of  the  governor  general,  then 
of  course  things  will  i«ove  along  fair- 
ly smoothly.  This  will  be  the  case — 
for  a   time, 

"The    Filipinos    should     never     have 
,  been    placed    in    this    awkward,    and    to 
them,      unfair     position.        Our     effort 
should  be  to  perfect  their  political  In- 
:  stitutions   and    educate   their   people    to 
the   responsibilities   and   duties   of   citi- 
zenship.      They     have    a     right     to    be 
given  the  best  institutions  that  human 
experience    has    evolved,    and    the    best 
,  example  of  'government  a  humane  and 
'  liberty-loving  people  can  furnish.  They 
now    have    placed    in    their    hands,    the 
,  hands     of     these     political     children,     a 
scheme    of   government   which    violates 
every    political    principle      evolved      by 
human    experience,,  .and    are    told    they 
I  have    been    given    the     instrumentality 
;  for     their    own     redemption.'         Rather 
'  have      they      been    given    a    two-edged 
sword  for  "their  own  execution.     If  they 
1  are  able  to  carry  on  a  government  un- 
1  der    this    sv*tein.    it    will    be    because 
Providence  has  taken  under  her  special 
protection    these   childreti'of   the   night 
who  have  been   abandoned  to  partisan 
prejudice    by    those    who    professed    to 
be    their    friends."

Answers:      Up     to     the     present    the 
I  greatest    speed   of  t»he   wind   has  never 
bten    measured,   for   the   simple    reason 
that    no    instrument    has    yet    been    In- 
vented   capable    of    doing    so. 

In  1878  an  anemometer  on  Mount 
■  Washington  registered  186  miles  an 
;  hour,  which  is  the  highest  velocity  on 
I  record,  and  last  November  a  Robin- 
sen  anemometer  w,ts  blown  away  in 
}  Jamaica    when     registering    120     miles 

per    hour. 
I      A  tornado,  ho'wever,  blows  far  harder 
than    that.     At    various    times   attempts 
.  have    been    made    to    estimate    the    ve- 
locity  of  wind  in  a  tornado  by  observ- 
ing   its    effects.     For    instance.  In     1875 
\  a     board    of    pine       wood       was    blown 
against  and   right   through  a   telegraph 
I  pole,   while   during   the   same  storm  an- 
other   plank    was    driven    three    Inches 
Into    tho    trunk    of   a    tree. 

It  was  calculated  that  such  effects 
I  could  only  have  been  produced  by  a 
i  force  little  less  than  that  of  a  cannon 
:  ball — that  is  to  say.  the  wind  must 
I  have  been  traveling  at  the  rate  of  be- 
I  twetn   600  and   800   miles  per  hour!

Woman's  World:     Yolks  of  3   eggs,   3 

cups  of  sugar,  grated  rind  of  i.j  lemon, 
■'   tablespoons  of   lemon  juice,    ^^    table- 
of   gelatine,    2    tablespoons    of 
Cold   water,   whites   of   3    eggs. 

Soften  the  gelatine  in  the  cold  water; 
then  add  the  boiling  water  to  dissolve 
the  gelatine.  Beat  the  yolks  of  eggs 
until  thick  and  lemon  colored;  add  the 
sugar  gradually  while  beating  con- 
stantly; then  add  the  grated  rind  of 
lemon,  the  lemon  juice  and  dissolved 
gelatine.

When  road.v  to  serve  remove  the  bowl 
and  turn  the  pudding  bottoin-side  up 
on  a  serving  plate.  Pile  the  whipped 
cream  in  the  space  where  the  bowl 
was.
